I  refer  to  the  appropriations  which  will  be  required  to  provide 
new  school  buildings  in  different  sections  of  this  city.  This  I  believe 
to  be  the  most  important  question  with  which  this  Board  wall  have  to 
deal,  and  one  which  should  receive  its  earnest  and  immediate  atten- 
tion with  a  view  of  securing  at  an  early  day  ample  and  proper  school 
accommodations  for  every  child  within  the  city  limits.  Whether  it  is 
to  the  City  Government  or  to  the  State  Legislature  we  have  got  to  go 
for  relief  is  a  matter  for  this  Board  to  decide.  One  thing  is  evident, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  citizens  of  Boston  will  demand  that  the 
School  Committee  provide  the  accommodations  for  their  children  to 
which  they  are  justly  entitled.

Training ;  and  a  Visiting  Committee  to  visit  the  Grammar 
and  Primary  Schools  in  each  of  the  several  divisions  into 
which  the  city  is  divided.     The  President  shall  be  a  member  President 
of  three  of  the  standing  committees  referred  to  in  this  sec-  ^twmftte°ei 
tion,  but  shall  not  be  chairman  of  any  standing  committee.

CHAPTER   II. 

Procedure  at  Meetings. 

Section  7.     The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  Meetings, 
held  on  the  evenings  of  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  in 
each  month,  except  July  and  August ;  and  special  meetings  Special  meet- 
may  l)e  called  whenever  they  are  necessary.  See  Sect.  8.

Sect.   9.     A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  constitute   a  Quorum. 
quorum  ;  but  a  less  number  may  vote  to  send  for  absent 
members,  to  call  the  roll  and  record  the  names  of  absen- No  quorum, 
tees,  or  to  adjourn. 

Sect.  10.'    The  sessions  of  the  Board  shall  be  held,  as  a  Sessions  of  the 
rule,  with  open  doors  ;  but  when,  at  any  meeting,  the  busi-  ope^n'doors.'^'*'' 
ness  to  be  brought  before  the  Board  is  finished,  the  Board 
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shall  go  into  executive  session  if  the  Superintendent  so 
requests  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  comtnuuication,  or  if 
any  member  so  requests  for  the  purpose  of  addressing  a 
question  to  the  Superintendent.  The  Board  may  go  into 
executive  session  at  any  other  time  by  a  vole  of  a  majority 
of  those  present.  No  votes  shall  ever  be  taken  in  execu- 
tive session  except  a  vote  to  confirm  the  appointment,  re- 
moval, or  tiansfer  of  an  instructor,  or  to  adjourn. 

Sect.  11.  When  any  member  of  the  Board  wishes  to 
object  to  the  confirmation  of  any  appointment,  transfer,  or 
removal  made  by  the  Superintendent,  he  shall  so  state,  and 
the  matter  shall  be  taken  up  in  executive  session  at  the 
close  of  the  meeting. 

Sect.  12.  Business  shall  proceed  in  the  following  order, 
unless  the  Board  otherwise  directs  : 

1.  Unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

2.  Communications  from  the  Maj^or  and  City  Council. 

3.  Communications  from  the  Superintendent. 

4.  Reports  of  committees. 

5.  Motions,  orders,  resolutions,  petitions,,  etc. 

Sect.  13.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  in 
the  meetings  ;  he  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Boaixl  by  any  member,  which  appeal 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  He  may  take  part  in 
debate,  but  in  that  case  he  shall  leave  the  chair,  and  not 
resume  it  until  the  question  is  decided. 

Sect.  14.  The  presiding  officer  shall  order  the  yeas  and 
nays  on  any  question  whenever  one-fifth  of  the  members 
present  require  it. 

Sect.  15.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  when  motions  are 
made  naming  sums  or  fixing  times,  first  put  to  vote  the 
largest  sum,  or  the  longest  time.  When  a  question  is 
under  debate,  he  shall  entertain  no  motion  but  to  ^  adjourn, 
^  to  lay  on  the  table,  ^  for  the  previous  question,  ■*  to  post- 
pone to  a  day  certain,  °  to  commit  or  recommit,  '^  to  amend, 
or  '  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  above  order. 

Sect.  16.  The  presiding  officer  shall  consider  a  motion 
to  adjourn  to  be  always  in  order,  except  when  a  member 
has  the  floor,  or  a  question  has  been  put  and  not  decided. 
Motions  to  a'ljourii,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the 
table,  and  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  decided  with- 
out debate. 

Sect.  17.  The  presiding  officer  shall  put  the  previous 
question  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now 
put?"  And  its  adoption  shall  end  all  debate,  and  bring 
the  Board  to  a  vote  upon  pending  amendments,  if  there 
are  any  ;  and  then  upon  the  main  question.

establish,  to  repeal,  or  to  amend  any  rule  or  regulation,  and 
shall  report  in  writing,  stating  their  reasons  for  or  against 
such  rule,  regulation,  or  proposed  alteration  ;  and  no  such 
proposition  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Board  until  after  it  has 
been  referred  to  this  committee,  reported  upon,  and  after- 
wards read  at  two  different  meetings  of  the  Board.  The  Amendments, 
committee  shall  report  all  changes  in  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations so  as  to  give  in  full  the  wording  of  the  section  as 
amended. 

Sect.  26.     The  Committee  on  Accounts  shall  consider  Committee  on

and  report  upon  all  propositions  requiring  the  expenditure 
of  mone}'  before  the  final  action  of  the  Board,  except  such 
as  may  be  submitted  by  the  Committee  on  Salaries  and 
such  as  relate  to  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies 
and  the  Committee  on  School    Houses. 
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They  shall,  after  conference  with  the  other  committees, 
annually  prepare  and  present  to  the  Board  in  print,  on  or 
before  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  in  December, 
an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  public  schools  for  the 
next  financial  year.  Tiiis  estimate,  after  approval  by  a 
two-thirds  yea  and  nay  vote  of  the  Board,  shall  be  sent  to 
the  City  Auditor. 

After  the  appropriations  have  been  made  for  the  schools 
the  Committee  on  Accounts  shall  report  a  budget  of  ex- 
penditures divided  by  objects,  and  no  officer  or  committee 
shall  expend  for  any  object  a  greater  sum  than  that  pro- 
vided in  the  budget  approved  by  the  Board.  Every  pro- 
posal to  change  the  budget  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Accounts. 

They  shall  audit  all  pay-rolls  of  salaries  and  all  bills  of 
expenditure  authorized  by  the  Board,  or  the  Committee  on 
Supplies,  or  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  and  make 
requisition  on  the  Citv  Auditor  each  month  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  as  they  have  approved. 

They  shall  make  out  bills  for  tuition  of  uon-i-esident 
pupils  attending  the  public  schools,  and  transmit  the  same 
to  the  City  Collector  for  collection. 

The  Auditing  Clerk  shall  be  present  at  all  meetings  of 
the  committee,  certify  to  the  correctness  of  the  accounts, 
and  render  such  clerical  assistance  as  may  be  required. 
Annually,  at  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  he  shall  sub- 
mit, in  detail,  an  account  of  the  expenditures  for  the  pre- 
ceding 3'ear,  and  this  committee  shall  include  the  same  in 
a  printed  report  to  the  Board  in  March  of  each  year. 

Sect.  27.  The  Committee  on  School  Houses  shall  have 
authority  to  provide  temporary  accommodations  for  school 
purposes,  after  consultation  with  the  Superintendent  and 
the  Visiting  Committee  for  the  division.  They  shall  have 
authority  to  furnish  all  school  furniture,  and  to  order  to  be 
made  on  the  school  buildings  any  additions,  alterations, 
and  repairs,  for  school  purposes,  which  they  deem  to  be 
necessary,  or  which  are  ordered  bj'  the  Board  ;  but  the}' 
shall  not  erect,  or  make  any  alterations  in,  school  buildings 
without  the  approval  of  the  Board,  nor  shall  they,  except 
in  the  months  of  July  and  August,  when  the  Board  is  not 
in  session,  make  any  contracts  to  expend  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  without  the  approval  of  the  Board.  They 
shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  warming  and 
ventilation  of  the  several  school-houses. 

No  plans  for  the  erection  or  alteration  of  school  build- 
ings shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  until  they  have  been 
approved  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  Business  Manager. 
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No  school  buildino-  or  part  of  a  school  building  shall  be  P^e  of  school- 
used    for   other    purposes    than    the    regular  work  of    the  than  regular 
schools,   unless  the  consent  of    the    Superintendent  shall  ^^00,°^  ^^^ 
have  been  first  obtained.     After  it  has  been  obtained,  the 
committee    may   submit   to   the   Board  for    approval  any 
request  for  the  use  of  a  school  building  which,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  committee,  should  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  28.  The  Committee  on  Salaries  shall  consider  all  Committee  on 
propositions  to  establish  or  to  change  the  salaries  of  all 
persons  in  the  service  of  the  Board,  except  the  Business 
Manager  and  his  subordinates,  or  to  pay  for  extra  service 
in  teaching ;  and  shall  report  upon  them,  in  writing,  with 
their  reasons  for  or  against  such  propositions,  before  they 
are  acted  upon  by  the  Board.  In  the  month  of  June  of  Schedule  of

30.  '^  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  have  exclu-  gu^^pTies!''' "'^ 
sive  authority  to  furnish  all  materials  used  by  the  Board, 
its  otficers,  or  the  public  schools,  and  to    authorize  such 
expenditures,  other  than  salaries,  as   may  be  required   in 
teaching. 

They  shall,  if  it  be  deemed  expedient,  annually  adver-  Text-books, 
tise  for  proposals,  and  contract  with  responsible  parties, 
to  furnish  the  text-books  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Public  Statutes,  Chap.

They   shall   have   the   supervision    of   all   printing,   and  Printing. 
shall  furnish   such   as  may   be  required  by  the  Board,  its 
officers,  or  the  public    schools,  unless  otherwise  provided 
for ;  and  all  documents  and  reports  not  otherwise  ordered 
shall  be  limited  to  six  hundred  copies. 

They  shall   have   the    custody   and    management  of    all  City  property, 
property  belonging  to  the  city  which  is  held  by  this  Board, 
and  shall  authorize  such  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  care  and  protection  of  the  same. 

They  shall  employ  as  many  messengers  as  may  be  nee-  Messengers, 
essary  for    the  prompt  delivery   of   all  notices,    circulars, 
reports,  small  packages,  and  other  matter  required   to  be 
transmitted  by  the  School  Committee  and  its  officers. 
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The  Auditing  Clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  this  com- 
mittee, shall  record  their  transactions,  and  render  such 
other  assistance  as  shall  be  required.  Annuall}',  in  the 
month  of  February,  he  shall  submit  in  detail  an  account 
of  the  articles  purchased  and  furnished  to  the  several 
grades  of  schools  as  well  as  of  the  material  on  hand;  and 
annually,  in  the  month  of  March,  the  committee  shall 
include  the  same  in  a  printed  report  to  the  Board. 

They  shall  give  written  authority  to  the  Auditing  Clerk 
to  submit  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts  such  bills  as  are 
correct  and  duly  authorized. 

They  shall  have  authority  to  furnish  such  library  books 
for  the  schools  as  may  be  asked  for  on  the  requisition  of 
the  committee  in  charge,  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

No  new  text-books  shall  be  adopted,  except  on  condition 
that  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools  be  furnished  at  such 
a  reduction  from  the  wholesale  price  as  shall  be  agreed  to 
by  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  who  shall  see  that  this  con- 
dition is  complied  with,  and  that  the  book  is  introduced 
only  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  term. 

Sect.  31.  Every  proposition  for  the  introduction  of  a 
text-book,  book  of  reference,  globe,  ma|),  or  chart  mustcome 
from  or  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Text  Books  as  well 
as  the  Superintendent,  before  it  is  acted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  32.  The  Committee  on  Hygiene  and  Physical 
Training  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  subjects 
of  hygiene  and  physical  training  in  all  the  schools.  They 
shall  each  year  in  the  months  of  January  and  June  call  for 
a  report  from  each  master  upon  the  sanitary  condition  of 
all  buildings  under  his  charge,  and  shall  investigate  all 
complaints  and  report  the  condition  of  buildings,  with  sug- 
gestions, to  the  Committee  on  School  Houses.  They  shall 
make  a  written  report  to  the  Board  in  September. 

Sect.  33.  The  Committee  on  Truant  Officers  and  Jan- 
itors shall  have  the  general  supervision  and  control  of  the 
truant  officers  and  janitors  employed  in  connection  with 
the  public  schools  ;  they  shall,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
the  Board,  make  regulations  for  the  government  of 
these  persons  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  assign 
them  to  the  several  school  districts  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient.  When  vacancies  occur,  or  as  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Board,  this  committee  shall  nominate  suitable  per- 
sons for  truant  officers  and  janitors  ;  when  confirmed  by 
the  Board,  such  truant  officers  and  janitors  shall  hold  their 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  This  committee 
shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  appi'oval  of  the  Board,  one  of 
the  truant  officers  chief  of  the  truant  force.  Annually,  in 
September,  this  committee  shall  make  a  written  report  to 
the  Board. 
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Sect.  34.     The  Committee  on  Legislative    Matters  are  committee  on 
authorized  to  represent  the  Board  in  all  matters  relating  to  Mtttere^^*^ 
the  public  schools  of  Boston  coming  before  the  Legislature. 

Sect.  35.     Whenever  a  motion,  order,  or  resolution  is  Members  to

of  them  any  part  of  his  authorit}',  except  such  of  it  as 
relates  to  the  appointment,  transfer,  and  removal  of  in- 
structors and  other  officers,  to  the  approval  of  plans,  and 
to  recommendations  to  the  Board  or  other  relations  with  it. 
Such  delegated  authority  shall  be  exercised  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent,  and  he  shall  be  personally 
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responsible  tlierefoi-.  He  shall  iiave  autliority  to  make  such 
arrangements,  and  give  to  the  supervisors,  directors,  prin- 
cipals, and  instructors  of  special  objects,  such  directi(;as, 
not  contrary  to  the  regulations,  as  in  his  judgment  the  wel- 
fare of  the  teachers  and  of  the  schools  requires. 

Sect.  43.  He  shall,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Board,  appoint,  transfer,  and  remove  all  directoi's  and 
principals  of  schools,  and  he  shall,  subject  to  such  confirma- 
tion and  after  consultation  with  the  principal  of  the  school, 
if  any,  to  which  tlie  action  relates,  aud  with  the  director,  if 
the  action  relates  to  his  department,  appoint,  transfer,  and 
remove  all  other  instructors.  He  shall  have  authority  to 
appoint  on  his  own  authority  temporary  teachers  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  three  months,  but  this  period  shall  not 
be  extended  or  renewed  without  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Sect.  44.  Every  proposition  for  the  introduction  of  a 
text-book,  book  of  reference,  globe,  map,  or  chart  must 
come  from  or  be  referred  to  the  Superintendent,  as  well 
as  to  the  Committee  on  Text-Books,  before  it  is  approved 
by  the  Board,  except  that  books  purchased  by  requisitions 
on  scliool  funds,  or  received  as  gifts,  are  authorized  for  use 
as  reference  books ;  provided  they  are  appi'oved  by  the 
Superintendent.  No  new  book  shall  be  authorized  for  use 
in  the  schools  which  is  written  by  the  Superintendent  or  on 
which  he  has  any  copyriglit  or  royalty. 

Sect.  45.  He  shall  take  into  careful  consideration  every 
proposal  to  change  the  courses  of  study,  and  no  such  pro- 
posal shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board  until  it  has  been 
referred  to  him  and  reported  upon.  No  programme  of  a 
special  study  shall  be  put  into  use  in  any  school  until  it  has 
been  considered  by  him  and  approved  b}'  the  Board. 

Sect.  46.  He  shall  have  the  general  direction  and 
supervision  of  all  examinations  whether  of  pupils  in  the 
schools  or  of  candidates  for  positions  as  instructors,  and 
those  made  by  principals  or  teachers  in  the  schools  or 
classes  under  their  charge.  He  shall  have  power  to  order 
a  special  written  examination  of  any  class  in  the  schools, 
whenever  he  thinks  it  necessary.  In  schools  of  like  grade, 
written  examinations  shall  be  conducted  at  the  same  time 
in  each  study,  and  with  the  same  questions. 

Sect.  47.  All  propositions  for  changes  in  the  regula- 
tions or  in  district  lines  shall  be  referred  to  him,  and  he 
shall  report  upon  them  in  writing  before  they  are  acted 
upon  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  48.  He  shall  determine  the  forms  of  all  registers, 
record-books,  blanks,  and  cards  used  in  the  schools,  and 
shall  see  that  they  are  of  uniform  patterns.  He  shall  make 
investigations  as  to  the  number  and  condition  of  the  chil- 
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dren  of  the  city  who  are  not  attending  the  public  schools, 
and  shall  endeavor  to  ascertain  the  reasons  for  such  non- 
attendance,  and  to  suggest  and  apply  the  remedies. 

Sect.  49.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  March,  he  shall  Annual  report. 
present  to  the  Board,  in  print,  a  report,  giving  an  account 
of  the  duties  he  has  performed,  together  with  such  facts 
and  suggestions  relating  to  the  condition  of  the  schools, 
and  the  increase  of  their  efficiency  and  usefulness,  as  he  may 
deem  advisable.  He  shall  embrace  in  the  report  an  abstract 
of  the  semi-annual  returns  of  the  public  schools,  and  a 
schedule  showing  the  number  of  teachers  employed  He 
shall,  in  the  month  of  September  of  each  year,  present,  in 
print,  an  abstract  of  the  semi-annual  returns  for  the  pre- 
ceding half-year.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  other  duties. 
the  School  Committee  may  prescribe  or  from  time  to  time 
direct.

CHAPTER  VI. 

Duties  of  the  Secretary. 

Section  59.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  permanent 
record-book,  in  which  shall  be  regularly  recorded  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  the 
documents,  papers,  and  files  of  the  Board ;  and  may  nomi- 
nate such  assistants  as  shall  be  necessary,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board.

CHAPTER   X. 

The  /School  Faculty. 

Section  80.  There  shall  be  a  School  Faculty  consisting 
of  the  Superintendent  as  President,  of  the  Supervisors,  of 
the  Directoi's,  of  twenty  members  chosen  by  the  principals 
of  the  schools  from  among  their  own  number,  and  of  two 
members  from  each  division  chosen  by'  all  the  sub-masters  Election. 
and  other  instructors  within  that  division.  The  elected 
members  shall  serve  for  one  calendar  year  and  shall  be 
.chosen  at  meetings  held  in  December  of  the  previous  year. 
The  method  and  time  of  election  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Faculty  itself,  which  shall  also  have  power  to  decide 
contested  elections.

Section  84.  The  term  of  all  reappointed  instructors 
shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  September ;  that  of  all 
others  dating  from  the  time  when  they  enter  upon  their 
duties. 

Skct.  85.  In  all  official  records  and  documents,  con- 
taining the  names  of  teachers  or  pupils  in  the  public 
schools,  no  abbreviations  or  diminutives  shall  be  used,  but 
such  names  shall  be  expressed  in  full,  or  by  stating  at  least 
one  of  the  given  names  in  full. 

Sect.  86.  All  instructors  not  otherwise  provided  for 
shall  be  appointed  annually.  All  instructors  —  except 
those  of  the  Evening  Schools  and  Evening  Drawing  Schools, 
temporary  teachers,  and  special  assistants  —  who  have 
served  successfully  for  four  successive  years,  and  are  reap- 
pointed, shall  hold  their  office  during  good  behavior  and 
efficiency.  The  Superintendent  may,  at  any  time',  with  the 
confirmation  of  the  Board,  remove  or  transfer  an  instructor. 

Sect.  87.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  June,  the  Super- 
intendent shall,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board, 
appoint  instructors  for  the  public  schools  who  have  not 
been  appointed  for  a  tenure  of  office  during  good  behavior 
and  eflSciency. 

Sect.  88.  The  number  of  scholars  used  in  determining 
the  rank  of  instructors  to  be  nominated  for  the  annual  elec- 
tion shall  be  the  average  whole  number,  and,  in  ascertain- 
ing the  number  of  subordinate  teachers  of  all  ranks,  the 
greatest  whole  number  belonging  at  any  one  time  in  the 
several  schools  and  districts  for  the  current  school  year. 
At  other  times  than  the  annual  election  the  whole  number 
of  pupils  belonging  in  a  school  or  district,  when  action  is 
proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  be  used  in  ascertaining  the 
number  of  teachers  allowed  to  such  school  or  district.

Whenever  an  instruc- 
tor, who  has  been  elected  to  serve  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  Board,  is  promoted  in  rank,  he  may,  if  confirmed  by 
the  Board,  after  serving  one  year  on  probation  in  the  higher 
rank,  be  appointed  for  a  terra  of  office  during  the  pleasure

-Section  98.  Instructors  of  the  Latin  and  High  Schools 
shall  be  head-masters,  masters,  junior-masters,  assistant 
principals,  and  assistants.  In  Latin  and  High  Schools  of 
two  hundred  pupils  or  more,  the  principal  shall  be  a  head- 
master ;  and  in  those  of  less  than  two  hundred  pupils,  the 
principal  shall  be  a  master ;  2jrovided.  that  no  head-master 
who  was  in  the  service  of  the  city  April  1,  1886,  as  a  prin- 
cipal of  a  High  School  of  less  than  two  hundred  pupils, 
shall  be  reduced  iu  rank,  in  consequence  of  increasing  the 
number  of  pupils  used  in  determining  the  rank  of  princi- 
pals from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred. 

The  subordinate  instructors  in  the  Boys'  Latin  School 
and  the  English  High  School  shall  be  masters  and  junior- 
masters.  In  mixed  High  Schools  of  one  hundred  and  fift}' 
pupils  or  more  a  junior-master  may  be  appointed,  and  an 
additional  junior-master  may  be  appointed  for  every  addi- 
tional one  hundred  and  fifty  pupils,  and  in  the  Girls'  Latin 
School  and  the  Girls'  High  School  a  master  may  be  ap- 
pointed.

Section  107.  The  instructors  of  the  Evening  Drawing 
Schools  shall  be  masters,  principals,  and  assistants.

When- 
ever the  numbers  in  a  Kindergarten  entitle  it  to  five  in- 
structors, that  Kindergarten  shall  be  reorganized  so  as  to 
form  two  Kindergai'teus.  Whenever,  in  the  iudgment  of  ^p^"^^^  , 
the  Superintendent,  it  is  necessary,  he  may  appoint  a  special 
assistant,  whose  salary  shall  be  five  dollars  a  week.  When- 
ever, in  his  judgment,  the  assistance  of  an  attendant  is  re-  Attendant. 
quired  in  a  Kindergarten,  he  may  appoint  an  attendant, 
.whose  compensation  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  day  of  actual  service.

CHAPTER    XII.

six  years'  previous  service  ;  three  years'  credit  for  six  or 
more  years'  previous  service.  The  salary  of  no  teacher 
transferred  to  a  higher  rank  or  grade  of  schools  shall  be 
reduced. 

The  salar3'  of  a  teacher  who  has  been  absent  from  duty 
by  a  leave  of  absence  for  a  full  year,  and  who  does  not 
return  to  school  at  the  expiration  of  said  year,  shall  cease  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Auditing  Clerk  to  see  that 
the  name  of  such  teacher  is  dropped  from  the  pay-rolls.

Grammar  School  diplomas  shall  be  awarded  to  all  reg- 
ular members  of  the  niuth  grade  whose  scholarship  is  at 
least  passable,  and  whose  conduct  has  been  good.  The 
Grammar  School  diplomas  shall  entitle  the  holders  thereof 
to  admission  to  the  High  Schools,  but  those  pupils  whose 
scholarship  is  only  passable  shall  be  admitted  on  probation, 
the  probation  to  close  at  or  near  the  end  of  the  school  year, 
only  such  of  these  pupils  being  retained  as  in  the  opinion  of 
the  principal  and  of  the  Superintendent  are  able  to  pursue 
the  course  of  study  with  advantage  to  themselves  and  with- 
out detriment  to  the  school.  The  Secretary  of  the  School 
Board  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  send 
to  each  principal  of  a  Grammar  School  the  names  of  such  of 
his  pupils  as  are  to  be  admitted  to  the  High  Schools  uncon- 
ditionally and  on  probation  ;  and  to  the  several  principals 
of  the  High  Schools  the  list  of  those  that  are  entitled  to  an 
unconditional  admission  to  the  High  Schools,  and  to  an 
admission  on  probation. 

Diplomas  of  graduation  from  all  the  schools  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  and  the  principal  of 
the  school,  except  that  diplomas  awarded  to  pupils  in  the 
Evening  Drawing  Schools  shall  be  signed  by  the  President 
of  the  Board  and  the  Director  of  Drawing.  The  diplomas 
shall  be  presented  at  the  graduating  exercises,  by  any 
member  of  the  committee  in  charge;  and,  in  their  absence, 
by  any  other  member  of  the  Board,  the  Superintendent  of 
schools,  a  supervisor,  or  the  principal. 

Sect.  127.  Annually  in  the  month  of  June  the  prin- 
cipals of  the  Grammar  Schools  shall  report  to  the  Super- 
intendent, in  a  suitable  blank,  the  scholarship  of  the 
members  of  the  third  grades,  with  their  recommendations 
as  to  promotion  to  the  Grammar  Schools.  The  Supervi- 
sors, or  such  of  them  as  the  Superintendent  may  designate 
for  the  purpose,  shall  decide  what  pupils  shall  be  promoted. 
Cases  of  appeal  from  their  decision  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Superintendent,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent,  promotions  from  the  Pri- 
mary to  the  Grammar  Schools  may  also  be  made  on  the  first 
Monday  in  February  by  the  supervisor  assigned  to  those 
schools  in  consultation  with  the  principals  thereof.  Pro- 
motions of  individual  pupils  may  be  made  at  any  time  by 
the  principal  of  the  district  with  the  approval  of  the  super- 
visor in  charge. 

Sect.  128.  The  Superintendent  shall  determine  the 
proper  standards  to  be  attained  by  each  grade  and.  class  in 
the  several  studies  of  the  authorized  course,  and  the  best 
methods  to  bfe  pursued  in  reaching  them.  The  principals

Grammar  School,  Class  B.  To  assistants  of  Grammar, 
Primary,  and  Evening  Elementary  Schools. 

Kindergartens.     To  instructors  of  Kindergartens. 

Special.  To  instructors  of  special  studies  and  of  special 
schools. 

The  certificate  of  qualification  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Superintendent  and  at  least  a  majority  of  the  supervisors  ; 
and  no  certificate  shall  be  signed  in  blank.  The  certificate 
shall  make  the  holder  thereof  eligible  for  service  as  a 
substitute,  temporary  teaclier,  or  special  assistant,  or  for 
appointment  on  probation. 

Sect.  133.  The  .Superintendent  shall  grant  certificates 
of  service  to  all  instructors  in  their  res[)ective  grades, 
who  were  in  the  service  of  the  city  of  Boston  as  teach- 
ers, on  the  tenth  day  of  Jiinuary,  1876,  when  regularly 
confirmed;  and  also  to  the  teachers  of  the  Evening  High 
School  who  were  then  in  the  service  of  the  citv  ;  and  this 
certificate  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  conferred  by  the  certificate  of  qualification. 
The  Superintendent  may  report  to  the  Board,  for  special 
consideration,  all  cases  that  he  deems  exceptional. 

Sect.  134.  No  certificate,  the  holder  of  which  has  been 
out  of  the  service  of  the  city  for  a  term  of  two  years,  shall 
be  valid,  unless  renewed  by  the  Superintendent  after  careful 
investigation.  The  Superintendent  shall  revise,  at  least 
once  a  year,  the  list  of  certificated  teachers  who  are  avail- 
able for  service.  He  shall  strike  therefrom  the  names  of 
those  who,  after  a  fair  trial  and  careful  investigation,  are 
found  to  be  incompetent  teachers.  For  the  use  of  the 
Board,  and  the  committees  thereof,  a  classification  shall  be 
made  of  those  persons  whose  names  remain  on  the  list, 
according  to  their  excellence  and  their  pi'obable  fitness  for 
certain  positions.

CHAPTER   XV. 

Duties  of  the  Principals. 

Section  135.  Principals  shall  see  that  every  teacher 
appointed  in  their  schools  or  districts  is  supplied  with 
a  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations.     The  printed  pro- 
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ceedings  of  the  Bourd  shall  be  sent  regularly  to  the  prin- 
cipals of  schools,  who  shall  consider  them  oflScial  notices  of 
the  action  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  governed  accord- 
ingly. Principals  shall  immediately  inform  the  teachers  Special  copies  ' 
under  their  charge  of  any  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Re^,"i^fon°** 
Regulations  which  relate  to  the  duties  of  the  teachers,  and 
shall  see  that  such  amendments  are  properly  noted  in  the 
special  copies  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  placed  in  the 
different  school  buildings  under  their  charge.

Janitors  shall  be  required  to  use  extraordinary 
l)recautions  against  fire,  especialh'  when  the  scholars  are 
in  the  building.  The  principals  shall  inform  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  of  any  neglect  of  duty  or 
any  improper  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  janitors. 

Sect.  144.  Ail  complaints  from  parents  or  guardians 
shall  be  referred  to  the  principal  in  charge  of  the  school  or 
district.  The  principals  shall  patiently  hear  and  hnpar- 
tially  investigate  any  charges  or  complaints  which  may  be 
preferred  by  parents  or  others  against  teachers  in  their 
respective  schools  or  districts,  and  shall  use  their  best 
endeavors  to  redress  anj'  real  grievances. 

Sect.  145.  Annually  on  the  last  session  of  the  school 
day  next  prec'eding  the  22d  of  February  and  the  30th  of 
May,  the  principals  shall  assemble  the  pupils  of  the  High 
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and  Grammar  Schools  for  such  patriotic  exercises  as  they 
may  deem  advisable. 

Sect.  146.     Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  principal,  f,!u'anrofficer 
the  work  of  the   truant  officer  assigned  to  his  district  is 
not  satisfactorily  performed,  the  principal  shall  notify  the 
chief  truant  officer  of  the  fact.

CHAPTER  XVI. 

General  Regulations  of  the  Public  Schools. 

Section  148.  The  school  year  shall  commence  with  the  School  year, 
first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  and  there  shall  be  two 
terms  each  year  for  the  regular  work  in  the  schools  ;  the 
first  term  beginning  with  the  Tuesday  following  the  first 
Monday  in  September,  and  the  second  term  with  the 
first  Monday  in  February. 

Sect.    149.     In    every    school    building   there    shall   be  <^opy  of  ^^^"'.•^'' 
placed  an  interleaved  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  be  kept'in 
which  shall  always  be  open  to  the  teachers  of  the  build-  bu*jkun^°"' 
ing.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  some  teacher  —  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  principal  in  charge  —  to  carefully  note  in  said 
copy    all    amendments  passed  by  the   School  Committee. 
All  teachers  of  the  public  schools   are  required   to  make  Teachers  to  ob-

themselves  familiar  with  these  Regulations,  especially  with  lations. 
such  as  relate  to  their  individual  duties,  and  to  the  in- 
struction and  discipline  of  their  own  schools,  and  are  also 
required  to  see  that  the  Regulations  are  faithfully  observed. 
The  supervisors  shall  satisfy  themselves  that  teachers  on 
probation  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this 
section  before  recommending  such  teachers  for  confirma- 
tion ;  they  shall  also  include  a  statement  to  that  effect  iu 
their  reports  required  under  Section  92  of  the  Rules. 

Sect.   150.     The  teachers  shall   punctually  observe  the  General  duties, 
hours  appointed  for  opening  and  dismissing  the  schools, 
and  during  school  hours  shall  faithfully  devote  themselves 
to  their  duties.     In  all  intercourse  with  their  scholars  they 
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shall  strive  to  impress  on  their  minds,  botii  by  precept  and 
example,  the  great  importance  of  earnest  efforts  for  im- 
provement in  morals,  manners,  and  deportment,  as  well  as 
in  useful  learning. 

School  hours.  Sect.  151.  The  sessions  of  the  Normal,  Latin,  and 
High  Schools  shall  begin  at  nine  o'clock  A.M.  and  close 
at  two  o'clock  P.M.,  every  week-day  except  Saturday, 
when  there  shall  be  no  session.  The  morning  session  of 
the   Grammar  and    Primary  Schools   shall    begin  at   nine 

Recess.  o'clock  and  close  at  twelve  o'clock,  with  a  recess  of  twenty 

minutes  for  every  pupil  when  oue-hnlf  of  the  session  has 
expired.  The  afternoon  session  shall  begin  at  two  o'clock 
and  close  at  four  o'clock,  with  a  recess  of  ten  minutes  in 
the  Primary  Schools,  except  that  from  the  first  Monday 
in  November,  to  and  including  the  last  Friday  in  Janu- 
ary, the    afternoon   session    may  begin    at    half-past   one 

After  school,  o'clock,  aud  closc  at  half-past  three  o'clock.  Provided^ 
that  teachers  may  detain  pupils  in  the  afternoon  only, 
not  exceeding  thirty  minutes  after  the  regular  hour  for 
dismissing  school,  either  for  purposes  of  discipline  or  to 
make  up  imperfect  lessons  ;  but  no  scholar  shall  be  detained 
except  for  his  own  fault  or  neglect.  The  time  employed 
by  the  pupils  in  passing  out  from  and  reentering  the  school 
buildings  shall  be  included  in  the  time  assigned  for  recess  ; 
there  shall  be  as  little  delaj^  as  possible  in  reentering  the 

Recess.  school  building  after  recess.     If  a  recess  in  the  open  air  is 

impracticable,  the  pupils  shall  be  exercised  in  the  school- 
room. The  recesses  of  the  schools  shall  be  approved  by 
the  principals.  No  variation  of  the  school  hours  required 
by  this  section  shall  be  made  except  by  vote  of  the  Board. 

One  session.  Sect.   152.     When  the  schools  are  to  be  suspended  for 

the  afternoon,  on  account  of  stormy  weather,  the  Superin- 
tendent shall  cause  three  single  strokes  1  —  1  —  1  —  with 
twenty  seconds  intermission  between  each  to  be  struck  and 
repeated  by  the  fire-alarm  telegraph,  at  a  quarter  before 
twelve  o'clock ;  and  the  Primary  Schools  shall  be  dis- 
missed at  twelve  o'clock,  aud  the  Grammar  Schools  at  one 
o'clock. 

Sect.  153.  All  the  school-rooms  shall  be  opened,  and 
the  teachers  shall  be  present,  both  morning  and  afternoon, 
fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  for  the  session  to  begin. 

Sect.  154.  The  morning  exercises  of  all  the  schools 
shall  begin  with  the  reading  in  each  class-room,  by  the 
teacher,  of  a  portion  of  Scripture  without  note  or  comment ; 
and  no  other  religious  exercises  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
public  schools. 

Good  morals.  Sect.  155.  Gbod  morals  being  of  the  highest  importance 
to  the  pupils,  and  essential  to  their  progress  in  useful  knowl- 
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edge,  instruction  therein  shall  be  given  in  all  the  schools. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  instructors  to  secure  good  con-  Conduct  of 
duct  and  proper  deportment  on    the  part  of  their  pupils,  rchooVand 
both  iu  school  and  out,  and  especially  in  going  to  and  re-  o"'- 
turning  from  school. 

Sect.   156-     In  every  school  shall  be  kept  a  register,  in  Register. 
which  shall  be  recorded  the  names,  ages,  dates  of  admis- 
sion, and  places  of  residence  of  the  scholars  ;  and  in  addi- 
tion to  this,  other  records  shall  be  kept  of  the  absence  and 
tardiness  of   the    scholars,  and  of   their    class    exercises.  Records. 
which  shall    show    their  advancement    and  standing.      In 
every  school  there  shall  be  kept,  iu  suitable  books  furnished  CerUficates  of 
for  the  purpose,  a  record  of  all  certificates  of  thirty  weeks'  atteridroce  at 
attendance,  issued  to  pupils  who  leave  school  to  go  to  work.  to'^°°' jfg"'^'* 
These  certificates  shall  be  filled  out  by  the  teachers,  and 
indorsed  by  the  principal  of  the  district,  and  sent  to  the 
proper  authorit}-  to  be  signed  on  behalf  of  the  Board.     At 
the  expiration  of  the  time  during  which  such  pupils  may 
legally  work,  the  truant  officers  shall  see  that  they  return 
to  school,  or  that  a  record  is  made  of  the  reason  for  their 
not  returning. 

Sect.   157.     Applications  shall  be  made  for  school  regis-  Boots  and 
ters,  books  for  records,  blanks  for  monthly  reports,  and 
stationery,  to  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  who  will  furnish 
what  is  required  to  all  the  schools. 

Sect.  158.  Teachers  may  visit  other  schools  once  a  Teachers  may 
quarter  to  observe  their  methods  of  discipline  and  instruc-  gchoois^^' 
tion,  and  any  class  or  school  may  be  dismissed  for  this  pur- 
pose by  the  principal,  with  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 
Notice  of  the  closing  of  the  schools  for  this  purpose  shall 
■be  sent  by  the  principals  to  the  supervisors  in  charge. 
Teachers  in  buildings  used  by  the  city  for  election  purposes 
are  expected  to  make  such  visits  of  observation  on  the  days 
when  elections  are  held. 

vSect.   159.     All  instructors  shall  endeavor  to  maintain  Corporal  pun- 
such  discipline  in  their  schools  as  is  exercised  by  a  kind  and  '*  ™^°*' 
judicious  parent  in  his  family,  avoiding  corporal  punishment 
in  all  cases  where  good  order  can  be  preserved  by  milder 
measures ;    and    in  no  case  resorting  to  confinement  in  a         . 
closet   or  wardrobe,  or   to   any  cruel   or  unusual    punish- 
ment.    Corporal  punishment  shall   be  inflicted  only  after 
the  nature  of  the  offence  has  been  fully  explained  to  the 
scholar,  shall  not  be  inflicted  in  sight  of  other  scholars,  and 
shall  be  restricted  to  blows  on  the  hand  with  a  rattan.     At  Report  all  cases. 
the  close  of  the  day  each  instructor  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  principal  all  cases  of   corporal   punishment  during 
such  day,  stating  the  name  of  the  pupil,  the  amount  of  the 
punishment,  and  the  reason  for  its  infliction  ;  and  the  prin- 
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cipal  shall  mention  the  number  of  such  cases  in  his  monthly 
report  to  the  Superintendent.  The  reports  of  eases  of 
cori)oral  pnnisliment  required  by  Sections  140  and  159 
shall  be  made  on  blanks  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and 
shall  be  preserved  on  file  by  the  principal  of  each  district 
for  two  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  they  shall  be  de- 
stroyed. These  reports  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
members  of  the  School  Committee,  the  Superintendent,  and 
the  supervisors.  Corporal  punishment  shall  not  be  in- 
flicted upon  girls  in  Grammar  Schools,  or  upon  any  scholars 
in  the  High  Schools. 

Sect.  160.  Whenever  a  jnipil  has  left  school,  intending 
not  to  return,  or  when  a  pupil  has  been  absent  one  month, 
and  the  teacher  finds  on  inquiry  that  there  is  no  probability 
of  an  immediate  return,  the  teacher  shall  take  the  name  of 
such  pupil  from  the  list;  but  the  previous  absence  shall 
remain  recorded.  The  name  of  a  pupil  who  is  suspended 
from  school,  under  any  rule  of  the  Board,  shall  be  taken 
from  the  list.  Any  pupil  shall  be  recorded  as  absent  who 
has  not  been  in  school  at  least  one-half  of  the  session. 

Sect.  161.  Teachers  shall  give  vigilant  attention  to  the 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  their  school-rooms,  both  in 
winter  and  in  summer,  and  see  that  the  air  of  the  rooms  is 
effectually  changed  at  each  recess  and  at  the  end  of  each 
school  session. 

Sect.  162.  The  teachers  shall  so  arrange  the  dailj''  ex- 
ercises in  their  classes  that  every  scholar  shall  have,  each 
forenoon  and  afternoon,  some  kind  of  physical  exercise. 

Sect.  163.  No  instructor  shall  be  allowed  to  sell,  or 
keep  for  sale,  any  books,  stationer}',  or  other  articles 
required  for  use  in  the  schools. 

Sect.  164.  No  teacher  shall  keep  a  private  school,  or 
teach  in  any  public  school  other  than  that  in  which  he  is 
regularly  employed,  or  instruct   private   pupils  before  six 
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165.  Teachers  shall  not  award  diplomas  or  prizes 
pupils,  or  receive  any  present  of  money  or  other 
property  from  them.  No  contribution  for  any  purpose 
shall  be  permitted  in  any  public  school. 

Sect.  166.  No  advertisement  shall  be  read  to  the  pupils 
of  an}'  school  on  the  premises  thereof,  or  be  posted  on  the 
walls  or  fences  of  any  school  building  ;  and  no  agent  or 
other  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  any  school  prem- 
ises for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting,  either  to  teachers  or 
pupils,  any  book  or  article  offered  for  sale.  No  lists  of 
pupils  shall  be  given  by  teachers  to  any  person  not  an 
official  of  the  Board. 
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Sect.  1G7.  The  books  used  aud  the  studies  pursued  iu  Authorized 
all  the  public  schools  shall  be  such  only  as  are  authorized  studies''." 
by  the  Boaixl,  aud  under  the  provisions  of  Section  44  ;  and 
the  teachers  shall  not  permit  any  unauthorized  publications 
to  be  distributed  in  their  schools,  or  placed  in  their  libra- 
ries. Every  teacher  shall  be  at  liberty  to  use  such  books 
or  cards  as  he  may  deem  desirable  for  the  purpose  of  illus- 
tration or  for  examples  ;  but  such  books  or  cards  shall  not 
be  used  as  text-books  or  to  the  exclusion  or  neglect  of  the 
prescribed  text-books,  nor  shall  any  pupil  be  required  to 
furnish  himself  with  any  book  for  use  in  the  schools.

s  of  five  years  of  age,  and  are  not  disqualified  by  non- 

complialQce  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Board,  shall  be 
entitled  to  attend  the  public  schools  ;  but  neither  a  non-res-  Non-resident 
ideut  pupil,  nor  one  wlio  has  only  a  temporary  residence  p"p^'^- 
in  the  city,  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  or  to  lemain  in  any 
school,  unless  the  parent,  guardian,  or  some  other  respon- 
sible person  has  signed  an  agreement  to  pay  the  tuition  of 
such  scholar,  or  until  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts,  permitting  such  scholar  to  attend  the 
school,  has  been  transmitted  to  the  principal.

Sect.  170.  A  certificate  of  transfer  shall  be  required  Certificate  of 
of  pupils  moving  from  one  school  district  to  another,  t'''*^*^^''- 
Pupils  regularly  discharged  from  one  school  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  same  class  of  any  other  school,  which  they 
are  entitled  to  attend,  upon  presenting  their  certificates  of 
transfer.  In  every  case  of  transfer  two  cai'ds  shall  be 
given,  one  to  the  pupil  and  one  to  the  truant  officer. 

Sect.  171.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  Vaccination, 
public  schools  without  a  cei;tificate  of  a  physician  that  such 
pupil  has  been  vaccinated,  or  a  certificate  signed  by  a 
regular  practising  physician  that  such  child  is  an  unfit 
subject  for  vaccination  ;  but  this  certificate  shall  not  be 
required  of  pupils  who  are  transferred  from  one  public 
school  to  another.  In  the  case  of  all  admissions  of  pupils 
for  the  first  time  to  the  public  schools  the  principals  shall 
make  a  record  in  some  book,  accessible  for  reference,  of  the 
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fact  that  certificates  of  vaccination,  or  certificates  that  the 
pupils  are  unfit  subjects  for  vaccination,  have  been  pre- 
sented, giving  the  name  of  eacli  pupil,  the  date  of  admis- 
sion, and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  physician  by 
whom  the  certificate  is  signed.  No  child  sick  with  the 
whooping-cough  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  school ;  nor 
shall  any  child  be  allowed  to  attend  any  school  in  this  city 
while  any  member  of  the  household  to  which  such  child 
belongs  is  sick  with  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  or 
measles,  or  during  a  period  of  two  weeks  after  the  death, 
recovery,  or  removal  of  such  sick  person,  such  length  of 
time  being  certified  to  in  writing  to  a  teacher  by  a  physi- 
cian or  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Whenever,  by  reason  of 
the  structure  of  tenement  or  other  dwelling  houses,  fam- 
ilies live  in  close  contact  with  one  another,  so  as  to  be 
practically  as  one  family,  the  teachers  and  officers  of  the 
School  Board  shall  regard  such  houses  in  which  the  fam- 
ilies do  not  live  apart,  or  are  not  removed  from  contagion, 
as  one  household,  within  the  meaning  of  Chapter  64  of  the 
Laws  of  1884,  and  the  acts  in  addition  thereto.  When  chil- 
dren are  absent  from  school  on  account  of  sickness,  and 
whenever  the  principal  has  reason  to  suspect  the  existence 
of  contagious  diseases  in  any  household,  he  shall  be 
authorized  to  exclude  pupils  from  school  until  the  cases 
can  be  properly  investigated.  Pupils  shall  not  be  sent 
during  school  hours  to  the  houses  of  absent  pupils  to 
ascertain  the  reasons  for  such  absence.  The  principal  of 
any  school,  upon  the  receipt  of  information  satisfactory 
to  him  that  any  pupil  attending  a  school  under  his  charge 
has  visited  a  household  where,  at  the  time  of  such  visit, 
small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  or  measles  existed, 
shall  suspend  such  pupil  from  school  for  a  period  -of  two 
weeks  next  following  such  visit. 

Sect.  172.  Every  pupil  must  come  to  school  cleanly  in 
his  person  and  dress,  and  with  his  clothes  in  proper  repair  ; 
in  case  of  neglect  in  this  respect  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  teacher  to  send  him  home  to  be  suitably  prepared  for 
school. 

Sect.  173.  Tardiness,  unless  satisfactorily  explained, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  proper  penalty.  No  pupil  shall  be 
absent  a  part  of  any  session  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
instruction  elsewhere  ;  nor  shall  a  pupil  leave  before  the 
close  of  school  without  the  consent  of  the  teacher.  Pupils 
shall  not  be  considered  tardy  if  they  are  within  the  school 
building  at  the  hour  of  the  beginning  of  the  session.  Pupils 
detained  from  school  or  coming  late  should  present  an 
excuse,  but  scholars  should  not  be  sent  home  for  such 
excuse.      In  notifying  the  truant  officer  of  the  need  of   his 
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services,  the  teachers  shall  use  tlie  truant  cards  and  truant 
blanks  only,  on  which  the  details  in  each  case  shall  be 
clearly  stated. 

Sect.  174.  The  third  week  in  May  shall  be  public  week  Public  week. 
in  all  the  schools.  The  exercises  on  these  days  shall  be  of 
the  same  general  character  as  the  ordinary  exercises  of  the 
schools,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a  way  as  to  enable 
the  parents  and  other  visitors  to  judge  of  the  attainments 
of  the  scholars  in  the  studies  pursued  during  the  year. 

Sect.  175.     There  shall  be  graduating  exercises  of  the  Graduating 
Grammar  Schools  during  the  week  preceding  the  fourth  of  ®^®'''^^^®^- 
July,  and  of  the  High   Schools  at  such  times  during  the 
same  week   as  the  Board  may  direct,  due  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  the  members  by  the  Secretary.     The  pu-  Lengtb. 
pils'  part  in  the  graduating  exercises  shall  not  occupy  more 
than  one  hour,  and  shall  consist  of  singing,  reading,  and 
such  other  exercises  of  a  simple  kind  as  grow  naturally  out 
of  the  studies  pursued  during  the  year.     With  the  excep- 
tion of  singing,  the  graduating  exercises  in  all  the  schools 
shall  be  confined  to  the  graduating  classes,  and  no  public 
exhibition  of   proficiency  in  music,  drawing,  physical  exer-  other  exhibi- 
cises,  military  drill,  or  other  special  study  shall  be  given 
by  all  or  a  part  of  the  schools,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Board,  or  by  any  or  all  of  the  schools  of  a  district  without 
the  consent  of  the  committee  in  charge. 

Sect.  176.     An  exhibition   of  the  acquirements  of  the  5^"^^?*""*^ 

^  drawing. 

pupils  of  the  public  schools  in  music  or  in  drawing  shall 
be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  on  these 
branches  when  the  Board  shall  so  direct.  The  Annual  4°°"^'  ^^^^^' 
Festival,  complimentary  to  the  medal  and  diploma  scholars, 
shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  shall 
determine,  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  of  five 
members  of  the  Board,  to  be  appointed  at  the  first  meeting 
in  April. 

Sect.  177.  The  following  holidays  and  vacations  shall  ^^^'^^X!*"*^ 
be  granted  to  the  schools,  viz.  :  every  Saturday ;  the  first 
Monday  in  September  ;  the  half  day  before  Thanksgiving 
day  and  the  remainder  of  the  week  ;  the  half  day  before 
Christmas  day  ;  one  week,  commencing  with  Christmas  day  ; 
New  Year's  day;  the  Twenty-second  of  February;  Good 
Friday  ;  the  Nineteenth  of  April ;  the  week  immediately 
preceding  the  second  Monday  in  April ;  Decoration  day  ; 
the  Seventeenth  of  June  ;  and  to  the  Primary  Schools  from 
the  Friday  preceding  the  week  of  graduating  exercises  in 
the  schools ;  and  to  the  Normal,  High,  and  Grammar 
Schools  from  their  respective  graduating  exercises  to  the 
Tuesday  following  the  first  Monday  in  September.  The 
president  of  the  Board  is  authorized  to  suspend  the  schools. 
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uot  exceeding  six  sessions,  in  eaeli  municipal  year.  No 
other  holiday  shall  be  allowed  except  by  vote  of  three- 
foiu'ths  of  the  members  of  the  Board  present ;  and  no 
school  shall  be  suspended  on  any  other  occasion,  except  for 
important  reasons  peculiar  to  that  school,  and  then  only 
by  express  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 
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CHAPTER  XVII. 

Regulations  of  the  Kindergartens. 

Section  178.  The  Kindergartens  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  Director  of  Kindergartens  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Superintendent,  and  in  them  in- 
struction shall  be  given  to  children  of  three  and  one-half 
years  of  age  and  upwards.  The  sessions  of  these  schools 
shall  be  such  as  the  Board  shall  determine,  which  shall  also 
prescribe  the  course  of  instruction. 

Sect.  179.  Instructors  of  Kindergartens  shall  regularly 
devote  their  afternoons  to  visiting  in  the  families  of  the 
districts,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  interest  and  co- 
operation of  the  parents  in  Kindergarten  work,  and  of  pro- 
moting regularity  of  attendance.  If  any  child  is  absent 
for  three  successive  days,  the  instructor  shall  ascertain  the 
cause  of  absence  by  making  a  visit  to  the  child's  home.  No. 
corporal  punishment  nor  physical  restraint  of  any  kind 
shall  be  used  in  a  Kindergarten. 

Sect.  180.  Instructors  of  Kindergartens  shall  make 
reports  to,  and  be  under  the  care  and  direction  of,  the 
principals  of  the  school  districts  in  which  they  may  be 
placed,  who  shall  include  in  their  monthly  reports  to  the 
Superintendent  such  information  as  may  be  called  for. 
The  instructors  shall  be  visited  and  reported  upon  by  the 
supervisors;  and  in  general  shall  be  subject  to  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  so  far  as  applicable  to  them. 

Sect.  181.  Pupils  not  qualified  for  admission  to  any 
Primary  School  shall  take  the  course  in  the  Kindergartens. 
Any  pupil  in  the  Kindergartens,  deemed  by  the  principal 
of  the  district  qualified  for  promotion,  may  be  promoted  to 
a  Primary  School  before  the  end  of  the  year,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Superintendent.

School  Districts. 

Section  182.  *  The  cit}^  shall  be  divided  into  districts,  com- 
prising a  Grammar  School  and  a  certain  number  of  Primary 
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Schools,  as  the  Board  shall  designate,  each  district  taking 
the  name  of  the  Grammar  School.  The  several  districts 
shall  be  grouped  in  divisions,  as  follows:  No.  1,  the  Divisione. 
schools  of  East  Boston;  No.  2,  of  Charlestown  ;  No.  3, 
Bowdoiu,  Eliot,  Hancock,  Phillips,  and  Wells  districts ; 
No.  4,  Brimmer,  Prince,  Quincy,  and  Winthrop  districts; 
No.  5,  Dwight,  Everett,  Franklin,  Hyde,  and  Sherwin  dis- 
tricts ;  No.  6,  the  schools  of  South  Boston;  No.  7,  of 
Roxbury,  except  tlie  Lowell  District;  No.  8,  of  West 
Roxbury  and  Brighton,  and  the  Lowell  District;  No.  9, 
of  Dorchester. 


CHAPTER   XIX. 

Regulations  of  the   Primary  Schools. 

Section  183.  The  pupils  in  the  Primary  Schools  shall  be  Classification  of 
divided  into  three  grades,  and  each  grade  may  be  sub- 
divided, as  its  numbers  may  require.  The  schools  in  each 
district  shall  be  graded  under  the  direction  of  the  principal. 
The  lowest  grade  in  the  Primary  Schools  shall  be  desig- 
nated the  first  grade. 

Sect.   184.     Children  shall  be  admitted  to  those  schools  AdmiBsion. 
which  are  the  most  convenient  for  them  to  attend,  and  for 
which   they  are    qualified,  provided    such    schools  are  not 
already  full ;    and  in    all   cases  of   doubt   or   difliculty  in 
respect  to  the  admission  of  pupils,  the  teacher  shall  apply 
to  the  principal  for  advice  and  direction.     Teachers  of  the  Lowest  class, 
lowest   grade,   with  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent, 
may  decline  to  receive  pupils  after  October  31  or  March 
31,  or  whenever  the  number  of   pupils  shall  exceed   fifty- 
six  ;    but   a    record  shall  be  kept  by  each  teacher  of   the  Record, 
names    and   residences  of   all    applicants   who   have    been 
refused  admission,  so  that  the  Superintendent  may  know 
the  number  of  children  requiring  school  accommodations. 
Applicants  shall  be  admitted  in  the  order  of  application. 

Sect.  185.  The  regular  promotion  of  scholars  from  ^'''omotions. 
grade  to  grade  shall  be  made  on  the  Tuesday  following 
the  first  Monday  in  September  and  the  first  Monday  in 
February.  Promotions  of  individual  pupils  may  be  made 
at  any  time  by  the  principal  of  the  district,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  186.     The  course  of  study  shall  be  for  three  years.  Course  of  study. 
and  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Superintendent  and  approved 
by  the  Board, 
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Section  187.  The  pupils  in  the  Graiumav  Schools  shall 
be  divided  into  six  gi-ades,  and  each  grade  may  be  sub- 
divided as  its  numbers  may  require.  Tiie  lowest  grade 
in  these  schools  shall  be  designated  the  fourtli  grade. 
The  courses  of  study  shall  be  for  either  four  or  six  years, 
and  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Superintendent  and  appi-oved 
by  the  Board.  If  any  division  complete  the  course  of 
study  assigned  to  its  grade  previous  to  the  regular  time  for 
promotion,  it  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  principal,  begin 
upon  the  text-books  prescribed  for  the  next  higher  grade. 

Sect.  188.  Lessons  to  be  learned  out  of  school  shall  be 
such  as  a  pupil  of  good  capacity  can  learn  in  an  hour's 
study  at  most,  and  shall  not  be  required  from  the  pupils  in 
the  Pi'imary  Schools,  or  in  the  Grammar  Schools  below 
the  seventh  grade,  and  no  such  lessons  shall  be  required 
during  the  month  of  June,  except  from  the  ninth  grade. 
Lessons  to  be  studied  in  school  shall  not  be  such  as  to  re- 
quire a  pupil  of  ordinary  capacity  to  study  out  of  school  to 
learn  them. 

Sect.  189.  No  pupil  shall  be  placed  in  an  ungraded 
class  for  misconduct.  Sewing  shall  be  taught  in  any  un- 
graded class  of  girls,  if  the  Superintendent  and  principal 
deem  it  expedient.  Any  Primary  scholar,  over  eight  years 
of  age,  may  be  removed  to  an  ungraded  class  by  the  prin- 
cipal. 

Sect.  190.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  or  retained 
in  any  school  except  that  of  the  district  in  which  such 
pupil  lives,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Sect.  191.  Instruction  in  sewing  may  be  extended  into 
other  grades  of  the  Grammar  Schools  than  those  provided 
for  in  the  course  of  study,  by  the  Board,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  192.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principals  to 
superintend  the  organization  of  all  the  grades  of  the  Gram- 
mar Schools.  No  pupil  who  is  qualified  for  admission  to 
a  High  School  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  ninth  grade  of  a 
Grammar  School  after  the  close  of  the  year  in  which  he 
was  a  member  of  such  grade. 

Sect.  193.  In  the  arrangement  of  the  studies  and  reci- 
tations in  the  Grammar  Schools,  those  which  most  severely 
task  the  pupils. shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  assigned  to 
the  forenoon. 
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Sect.    194.     No  books   of  reference   belonging  to  any  Books  of  refer- 
public  school  shall  be  kept  out  of  the  school-house  during  ®°''®- 
school  hours.     The  master  shall  be  responsible  for  all  the 
books  of  reference,  globes,  maps,  and  charts  of  his  school, 
and    shall   annually,  in   the  month  of  September,  make  a 
correct  return  of  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Supplies.

Instruction  in  military  drill  shall  be  given  in 
the  High  Schools,  under  the  charge  of  a  special  drill  officer, 
to  all  boys  of  good  physical  condition,  who  are  thirteen 
years  old,  or  more.  'Fhe  time  occupied  in  drill  shall  not 
exceed  two  hours  in  each  week. 

Sect.   204.     The  Superintendent  shall  admit  pupils  eli- 

schooisinany  giblc  for  High  School  instruction  to  a  High  School,  in  any 
district  other  than  that  in  which  they  reside,  the  same  hav- 
ing been  first  designated  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  in 
a  written  communication  to  him,  and  no  pupil  shall  be 
transferred  from  one  High  School  to  another,  except  by  his 
permission. 
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CHAPTER    XXII. 

Regulations  of  the  Latin  Schools. 

Course  of  study.  SECTION  205.  The  coursc  of  study  for  the  Latin  Schools 
shall  be  for  six  years,  and  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Super- 
intendent, and  approved  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  206.  Graduates  of  the  Grammar  Schools  to 
whom  diplomas  have  been  awarded  shall  be  admitted, 
without  examination,  to  such  advanced  classes  as  their 
qualifications  may  entitle  them  to  enter.  Other  applicants 
for  admission  shall  be  at  least  eleven  years  of  age,  and 
shall  present  certificates  of  character  from  the  principals 
of  the  schools  they  last  attended,  and  pass  an  exa'mination 
equivalent  to  that  required  for  admission  to  the  seventh 
grade  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  on  the  third  Saturday  in 
June,  and  on  the  Tuesday-  following  the  first  Monday  in 
September,  the  questions  for  such  examinations  to  be 
adopted  by  the  Supervisors.  Candidates  for  admission  to 
the  Latin  Schools  must  present  a  written  statement  from 
parents  or  guardians  of  their  intention  to  give  such  candi- 
dates a  collegiate  education. 

Sect.  207.  Pupils  who  have  completed  the  course  of 
study  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  supervisors  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  diploma.

Regulations  of  the  Boston  Normal  School. 

Section  208.     The  Boston  Normal  School  is  established  Boston  Normal 
for  the  purpose  of   giving  professional  instruction  to  the 
young  women  who  intend  to  become  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  of    Boston.     The  course  of   study    in  this   school  Course  of  study, 
shall  be  for  two  years,  and  shall  be  divided  into  four  terms 
of  half  a  year  each. 

Sect.  209.     Candidates  for  admission  must  be  at  least  Candidates  for 
eighteen  years  of  age,  unless  an  exception  is  made  by  the  ^  ^'^^1°°- 
Superintendent,  and  must  be  recommended  for  admission 
by  the  master  of  the  last  school  they  attended.     Those 
who  have  completed  the  fourth  year  of  the  High  School 
course,  and  those  who  shall  have  received  from  a  univer- 
sity or  college,   which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superin- 
tendent  conjointly   with    the    head- master,    a    degree    or 
certificate  of  graduation,  will  be  admitted  without  exam- 
ination.    Those  who  shall  have  received  from  a  university  Examination 
or  college,  from  a  State  Normal  School,  or  from  such  other  for  admission, 
institutions  as  give  pedagogical  instruction,  approved  by 
the    Superintendent    conjointly    with    the    head- master,    a 
degree  or  certificate  of  graduation,  may  be  admitted  to  the 
first  class  if  they  prove  to  be  qualified,  and  may  take  the 
kindergarten  course  or  any  of  the  other  optional   courses 
in  one  year.     Other  candidates  must  show  to  the  Superin- 
tendent conjointly  with  the  head-master,   botli  by  exami- 
nation and  recommendation,  that  they  are  qualified.    Pupils 
shall  be  admitted  to  this  school  for  the  regular  and  special 
courses  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  school  year.     All  pupils  Probation, 
shall  be  put  on  probation,  and  as  soon  as,  in  the  opinion 
of   the   Superintendent  and    the   head-master,  they    prove 
unsuitable  for  this  school,  shall  be  discharged  by  the  com- 
mittee on  the  school,  if  they  deem  proper. 

Sect.  210.  Pupils  who  fail  of  promotion  or  graduation  Pupils  failing 
may  join  the  following  class  ;  but  no  pupil  shall  repeat  the  °  p'°™°  '°°- 
work  of  any  class  more  than  once. 

Sect.  211.     A  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  Normal  Ceniflcates  of 
School,  issued  after  the  year  1872,  shall  entitle  the  holder  qualification. 
to  receive   a  certificate  of  qualification,  Grammar  School, 
Class  B  ;  but  those  who  take,  the  kindergarten  course  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  certificates  of  qualification  as  teachers 
of  the  Kindergartens  and  Primary  Schools  only.      "When  Preference  to 
teachers  are  to  be  employed  in  the  public  schools,  graduates  feadaT^.^  "* 
of  this  school  shall  have  the  preference,  other  things  being 
equal. 

Sect.  212.     The  text-books  used  in  this  school  shall  be  Text-books, 
such  of  the  text-books  used  in  the  other  public  schools  of 
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the  city  as  are  needed  for  the  course  of  study,  and  such 
others  as  shall  be  autliorized  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  213.  This  school  shall  begin  on  the  Wednesday 
following  the  first  Monday  in  September ;  and  shall  close 
on  such  day  of  the  week  preceding  the  Fourth  of  July  as 
the  Superintendent  may  direct. 

Sect.  214.  The  head-master  shall  annually  make  a 
report  to  the  Superintendent,  which,  under  their  direction, 
shall,  in  whole  or  in  part,  be  printed,  with  a  catalogue  of 
the  school,  and  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  principals  of 
schools,  and  the  members  of  the  graduating  classes  of  High 
Schools. 

Sect.  215.  When  a  graduate  of  this  school  is  appointed 
as  teacher  in  an^^  public  school  of  this  city,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  head-master  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made  by 
his  assistants,  one  or  more  visits  to  her  school  for  the  pur- 
pose of  criticism  and  suggestions  in  regard  to  her  teaching. 

Sect.  216.  Such  instruction  shall  be  given,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Normal  School,  to  teachers  in  the  employ  of 
the  city,  as  the  Superintendent  may  direct.  Special  instruc- 
tion in  music  and  drawing  shall  be  given  in  this  school, 
under  the  direction  of  the  committees  on  these  departments. 

Sect.  217.  The  Superintendent  shall,  in  tlie  month  of 
September  of  each  year,  after  consultation  with  the  prin- 
cipals of  schools,  designate  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
teachers  in  the  public  schools — the  number  to  be  not  less 
than  fifty  —  to  act  as  training  teachers.  The  head-master 
shall  send  the  Normal  pupils  into  the  Training  School  and 
into  the  rooms  of  the  other  training  teachers  for  observa- 
tion and  practice  in  teaching,  under  his  direction,  four 
weeks  during  the  second  term,  eight  weeks  during  the 
third  term,  and  four  weeks  during  the  fourth  term  ;  and 
he  may  send  them,  under  proper  guidance,  to  study  the 
Museums  of  Natural  Historj'  and  Fine  Arts,  and  important 
manufacturing  industries.  The  principals  of  schools  in 
which  the  Normal  pupils  observe  and  practise  shall  report 
to  the  head-master,  in  writing,  their  opinion  of  the  teach- 
ing and  governing  ability  of  such  pupils.  Pupils  who  take 
the  Kindergarten  course  shall  be  required  to  observe  and 
practise  in  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  only  eigtit  weeks. 
Other  needed  observation   shall   be   made   in   the  Kinder- 


gartens; 


Sect.  218.  There  shall  be  a  post-graduate  course  of 
one  year  in  this  sciiool,  for  the  further  study  of  the  princi- 
ples of  education  and  methods  of  instruction,  and  for  ob- 
servation and  pVactice  in  teaching  ;  and  pupils  attending 
this  course  may  be  employed  as  substitutes,  or  temporary 
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teachers,  or  appointed  as  permanent  teachers.  Regular 
instruction  shall  be  provided  for  the  pupils  of  the  post- 
graduate class  for  one  term  only  ;  but  they  may  attend  the 
instruction  given  in  the  other  classes  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.

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CHAPTER    XXIV. 

Regulations  of  Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf. 

Section  225.  This  school  was  established  by  the  Boston 
School  Committee,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  as  a  day  school  for  deaf  children,  to  whom  it 
may  be  accessible. 

Sect.  226.  Pupils  over  five  years  of  age  are  admitted, 
in  accordance  with  an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1869 
(Public  Statutes,  Chap.  41,  Sect.  16)  : 

"With  the  approval  of  the  Board  [of  Education]  the 
Governor  may  send  such  deaf-mutes  or  deaf  children  as  he 
may  deem  fit  subjects  for  instruction,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Commonwealth,  for  a  term  not  exceediug  ten  years  in  the 
case  of  any  pupil,  to  the  Americau  Asylum  at  Hartford,  or 
to  the  Clarke  Institution  for  Deaf-mutes  at  Northampton, 
or  any  other  school  for  deaf-mutes  in  this  Commonwealth, 
as  the  parents  or  guardians  may  prefer." 

Sect.  227.  This  school  is  designed  to  give  an  elementary 
English  education,  but,  as  a  preparation  for  this,  it  must 
first  impart  to  pupils  entering  as  deaf-mutes  the  meaning 
and  use  of  ordinary  language.  It  aims  to  teach  all  of  its 
pupils  to  speak,  and  to  read  the  speech  of  others  from  their 
lips.  The  General  Regulations  of  the  Public  Schools, 
Chapter  XVI.,  so  far  as  applicable,  are  to  be  enforced  in 
this  school. 

Sect.  228.  Pupils  who  have  completed  the  course  of 
study  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  supervisors  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  diploma.  The  diploma  shall  be  signed  by  the  President 
of  the  Board  and  the  principal  of  the  school. 

Sect.  229.  The  sessions  of  this  school  shall  begin  at  9 
A.M.  and  close  at  2  P.M.,  on  ever}'  week  daj^'  except 
Saturday,  when  thei'e  shall  be  no  session. 
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CHAPTER  XXV. 

Regulations  of  the  Evening  Schools. 

Section  230.  Evening  Schools  for  adults,  and  such 
children  as  are  unable  to  attend  the  day  schools,  may  be 
established  by  the  Superintendent  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  as  follows  : 

1.  One  Evening  High  School  for  pupils  from  all  parts 
of  the  city  who  are  qualified  for  admission.  No  pupil  shall 
attend  this  school  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  geography. 

2.  Elementary  Evening  Schools  may  be  established, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  3. 
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3.  No  Eveniug  School  shall  be  established  unless  forty 
scholars  have  previously  pledged  themselves  to  attend  the 

same  resfularly  ;  and  any  Evening  School  shall  be  discon-  Discontinuance 
tinued  when  the  average  attendance  of  the  preceding  month  gchoofs!™^ 
has  fallen  below  thirty. 

4.  The  Superintendent   shall  have    the  general  charge 
and  supervision  of  tliese  schools. 

Sect.  231.     The  term  of  the  Evening  Schools  shall  begin  Term  of 
on  the  last  Monday  in  September,  and  close  on  the  second  schools^ 
Friday  in  March.     Tlie  two  weeks  immediately  preceding  Vacation. 
the  first  school  day  in  January  shall  be  vacation.     The  ses-  Sessions. 
sions  of  the  Evening  High  School  shall  begin  at  half-past 
seven  and  close  at  half-past  nine  o'clock  ;  the  sessions  of 
the  Elem'entary  Schools  shall  begin  at  seven  o'clock  and 
close  at  nine  o'clock,  on  the  five  evenings  of  the  week  from 
Monday  to  Friday,  both  inclusive,  the  evenings  of  legal  hol- 
idays excepted.     The  school-rooms  shall  be  open  and  the 
teachers  shall  be  present  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time 
for  the  session  to  begin. 

Sect.  232.  The  principal  shall  be  responsible  for  the  Examination, 
general  management  of  the  school.  The  principal  of  each  <^'^°^>  of  *pp1'- 
school,  with  as  many  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  shall 
be  in  attendance  at  the  school- rooms  for  the  examination, 
registry,  and  classification  of  applicants  for  admission,  on 
such  evenings  before  the  beginning  of  the  term  as  the 
Superintendent  may  designate. 

Sect.  233.  The  principals  shall  make  a  monthly  report  Monthly  report. 
to  the  Superintendent,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  the  month  following  that 
covered  by  such  report.  "The  principal  of  each  Evening  Records. 
School  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  the  attendance  of 
every  pupil,  and  once  each  month  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  234.     No  pupil  in  the  da}^  schools  shall  be  admitted  Admission  of 
to  an  Evening  School  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
Superintendent.     No  person  under  eighteen  years  of  age 
shall  be  received  as  a  pupil  of  any  Evening  School  until  he 
has  stated  to  the  principal  thereof  what  evenings  he  can 
probably  attend,  and  has  pledged  himself  to  attend  upon 
those  evenings  as  regularly  as  his  circumstances  will  per- 
mit.    No   pupil  shall  be  admitted    to  the   Evening  High 
School  who  is  unable  to  attend  -at  least  two  evenings  per 
week,  except  hy  permission  of  the  Supei'inteudent.     The 
principal  shall  enter  the  naiTie,  address,  and  the  evenings 
for  the  iattendance  of  each  pupil,  in  a  book  kept  for  the 
purpose.     Any  scholar  who  shall  absent  himself  from  the  jj^^^jj     ^  ^^ 
school  for  thi'ee  consecutive  evenings  on  which  his  attend-  pupil, 
ance  is  due  shall  be  discharged,  and  shall  not  be  readmitted 
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until  he  shall  liave  satisfactorily  explained  his  absence.  A 
principal  may  discharge  a  pupil  for  disobedience  or  improper 
conduct ;  and  such  pupil  shall  not  be  reinstated  without  the 
consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  235.  Public  examinations  or  exhibitions  may  be 
held  at  the  close  of  the  season,  with  the  consent  of  the 
committee  in  charge. 

Sect.  236.  The  text-books  used  in  the  Evening  Schools 
shall  be  such  only  as  are  duly  authorized  by  the  Board. 
The  principal  shall  be  responsible  for  all  books  owned  by 
the  city  ;  and  they  shall  not  be  taken  from  the  school-house. 

Sect.  237.  The  courses  of  study  for  the  Evening  Schools 
shall  be  arranged  by  the  Superintendent  and  approved  by 
the  Board. 

Sect.  238.  The  truant  officers,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
be  detailed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Committee  on  Truant 
Officers,  shall  render  such  service  in  connection  with  the 
Evening  Schools  as  may  be  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  239.  The  Superintendent  shall  report  to  the 
Board,  for  approval,  such  school-houses,  or  other  buildings, 
as  are  needed  for  the  use  of  the  Evenino-  Schools. 

Sect.  240.  The  Evening  Schools  shall  be  governed  b}' 
the  Regulations  of  the  School  Committee  other  than  those 
contained  in  this  chapter,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

Sect.  241.  A  certificate  for  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, good  deportment,  and  general  proficiency  shall 
be  awarded  by  the  Superintendent  to  pupils  in  the  Evening 
Schools,  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Certificates  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  principal.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  award  diplomas  to  such  members 
of  the  Evening  Elementary  Schools  as  shall  have  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  with  the  questions  adopted  by  the 
Supervisors. 

Sect.  242.  The  Supervisors  shall  award  certificates  of 
proficiency  in  the  dilferent  branches  of  study  to  such  pupils 
in  the  Evening  High  School  at  the  close  of  the  term  as  shall 
have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  with  questions 
adopted  by  the  Supervisors.  A  pupil  receiving  six  full 
certificates,  or  their  equivalent,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  diploma 
of  graduation  from  the  school.  Certificates  shall  be  signed 
by  the  Superintendent  and  the  principal  of  the  school. 
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CHAPTER  XXVI. 

Regulations   of  the    Free    Evening    Schools  for  Industrial 

Drawing. 

Section  243.  Evening  Schools  for  free  instruction  in  Evening  Draw- 
industrial  drawing,  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  ™^  Schools. 
of  Drawing,  may  be  established  in  such  of  the  school- 
houses,  —  with  the  consent  of  the  Committee  on  School 
Houses,  —  and  in  such  other  places  as  the  Superintendent 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  shall  from  time  to  time 
deem  expedient.

ings of  legal  holidays  excepted.  The  rooms  shall  be  open 
and  the  teachers  present  fifteen  minutes  before  the  begin- 
ning of  school  hours. 

Sect,  246.     The  teachers  of  each  school  shall  be  in  at-  Examination, 
tendance    at   the    school   buildings,   for    the   examination,  f^^[s,  '*^^^' 
registry,  and  classification  of  applicants  for  admission,  on 
such  evenings,  before  the  beginning  of  the  term,  as  the 
Director  may  designate. 

Sect.  247.     No  pei'son  shall  be  admitted  under  the  age  Age  for  admis- 
of  fifteen  years,  or  at  any  time  other  than  the  beginning  of  *^°°' 
the  term,  except  by  express  permission  of  the  Director. 

Sect.  248.  The  principals  shall  make  a  monthly  report  Monthly  report, 
to  the  Superintendent,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  the  month  following  that  cov- 
ered by  such  report.  The  principal  of  each  Evening  Draw-  Records. 
ing  School  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  the  attendance  of 
every  pupil,  and  once  each  month  shall  report  the  same 
to  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  249.  A  teacher  may  discharge  a  pupil  for  dis- Discharge  of 
obedience  or  improper  conduct,  with  the  consent  of  the^'^^*^* 
Superintendent,  and  shall  communicate  to  the  principal 
teachers  of  the  other  drawing  schools  the  names  of  all  pupils 
thus  dismissed.  No  pupil  discharged  for  misconduct  shall 
be  admitted  to  any  of  the  o|,her  drawing  schools,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  250.  A  general  exhibition  shall  be  held  at  the  Exhibitions, 
close  of  the  term,  and  diplomas  awarded  to  those  pupils  'P"™**®- 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of  Drawing,  have 
completed  the  course  creditably.  The  date  of  the  exhi- 
bition shall  be  determined  by  the  Director  of  Drawing,  and 
announced  in  the  schools  not  later  than  ten  days  prior  to 
the  close  of  the  term. 
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CHAPTER  XXVII. 

Regulations  of  the  Manual  Training  Schools. 

Section  251.  These  schools  are  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  manual  instruction  to  the  pupils  of  the  pub- 
lic schools.  The  morning  sessions  of  these  schools  shall 
begin  at  nine  o'clock  and  close  at  twelve  o'clock  ;  the  after- 
noon sessions  shall  begin  at  two  o'clock  and  close  at  four 
o'clock.  The  schools  of  cookery  shall  begin  on  the  second 
Monday  in  September  and  close  on  the  first  Friday  in  June. 

Sect.  252.  The  masters  of  districts,  wherever  classes 
in  manual  training  are  established,  shall  be  required  to 
furnish  scholars  from  the  grades  under  their  care,  the  num- 
ber to  be  determined  by  the  Superintendent.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  also  to  see  that  pupils  are  punctual  and  regular 
in  their  attendance,  and  are  not  excused  from  any  lesson 
without  imperative  reason.  Whenever  classes  are  detained, 
prompt  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  teachers. 

Sect.  253.  Pupils  of  classes  in  manual  training  shall 
attend  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  alternately,  when- 
ever practicable,  in  order  that  each  pupil  shall  have  an  equal 
amount  of  instruction.  Pupils  beginning  a  course  of  in- 
struction in  manual  training  shall  be  required  to  complete 
the  same,  unless  excused  by  the  Superintendent.  No  pupil 
shall  be  admitted  to  classes  in  domestic  economy  below  the 
seventh  grade,  unless  permission  is  given  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Sect.  254.  All  exhibitions  of  manual  training  shall  be 
in  charge  of  the  teachers  of  that  department. 

Sect.  255.  Such  records  shall  be  kept,  and  such  reports 
shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent,  as  he  shall  prescribe.

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CHAPTER    XXVIII. 

Regulations  of  the  Eastburn  School  Fund. 

Section  256.  The  interest  of  the  Eastburn  School  Fund 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  city  treasury,  from  time  to  time, 
as  needed,  by^  the  head-master  of  the  Normal  School,  on 
the  order  of  the  Auditing  Clerk,  on  vote  of  the  Committee 
on  Accounts. 

Sect.  257.  The  money  thus  received  shall  be  expended 
by  the  head-master,  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, for  the  benefit  of  deserving  and  poor  scholars  attend- 
ing the  Boston  Normal  School. 

Sect.  258.  The  head-master  shall  keep  an  account  of 
such  expenditures,  with  vouchers,  which  account  shall  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  School  Committee  ;    and  a 
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statement  of  the  expenditures  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Committee  on  Accounts,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and 
July. 

Sect.  259.     The  head-master's  account  shall  be  audited,  Auditing  of 
semi-annually,  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Ac-  pemiitures.^^ 
counts,  after  which  the  vouchers  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Committee  on  Accounts,  and  opened  only  thereafter 
to  the  inspection  of   the  Chairman  of   the    Committee  on 
Accounts. 


CHAPTER   XXIX. 

Regulations  of  the  Truant  Officers. 

Section  260.  The  several  school  districts  having  been  Asaignment  of 
so  grouped  together  as  to  make  the  labors  of  the  officers  as  °  '^^^^' 
nearly  equal  as  possible,  each  truant  officer  shall  be  as- 
signed to  one  of  these  groups,  and  shall  be  held  responsible 
under  these  regulations,  and  such  regulations  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  Truant  Officers  and  Janitors  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe,  for  the  judicious  and  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office.  The  Committee  on  Truant  Officers 
and  Janitors  shall  appoint  one  of  the  officers,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  as  chief  of  the  truant  force.  The 
truaut-oflflcers  shall  perform  their  duties  under  the  direction 
of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  261.  Each  truant  officer  shall  give  his  whole  time  tiJii^f. 
to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  ofl3ce,  except  as  may 
be  otherwise  provided  for  vacations  by  the  Committee  on 
Truant  Officers  and  Janitors.  He  shall  endeavor  to  procure  j)utjeg  ^f 
the  attendance  at  scliool  of  all  the  children  of  the  districts  officers, 
assigned  to  him  who  are  required  by  the  law  to  attend  school, 
and  especially  of  such  as  are  not  members  of  any  school, 
visiting  them  at  their  homes  or  places  of  employment,  or 
looking  after  them  in  the  streets  for  this  purpose  ;  and  he 
shall,  by  persuasion  and  argument,  both  with  the  children 
and  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  by  other  means  than 
legal  compulsion,  strive  to  secure  such  attendance.  He  shall, 
at  least  once  a  month,  consult  the  record-book  of  certificates 
of  attendance  issued  to  pupils,  and  see  that  such  pupils 
return  to  school  on  the  expiration  of  the  certificates,  or 
I'eport  the  reason  for  their  not  returning,  to  the  principal. 

Sect.  262.  The  truant  oflficers  shall  not  be  employed  ?,^Jf'!?Al^!i. 
to  inquire  into  the  occasional  absence  of  pupils  of  the 
public  scliools  who  are  not  suspected  of  truancy,  or  be  re- 
quired to  visit  those  suspended  by  principals,  unless  other- 
wise directed  by  the  Committee  on  Truant  Officers  and  Jan- 
tors.  When  their  services  are  requested  by  the  teachers  to 
inquire  into  the  absence  of  pupils  suspected  of  truancy,  the 
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truant  officers  shall  take  action  in  those  cases  only  which  are 
reported  to  them  with  the  details  properly  given  on  the 
regular  truant  cards  furnished  for  the  purpose.  When 
the  services  of  an  officer  are  required  by  a  teacher  for  any 
purpose  other  than  that  recited  above,  the  teacher  shall 
fill  out  the  special  blank  (Information  Card)  furnished  for 
the  purpose,  clearly  stating  the  details  and  the  information 
desired.  These  blanks  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
principal  of  the  district,  except  that  the  principal  may 
designate  one  teacher  in  such  school  buildings  in  his  dis- 
trict as  are  located  at  long  distances  from  the  Grammar 
School,  who  shall  countersign  Information  Card  in  place 
of  the  principal ;  a  list  of  such  teachers  to  be  sent  to  the 
chief  and  to  the  officer  of  the  district.  The  officers  shall 
investigate  all  cases  properly  referred  to  them,  and  report 
upon  them  as  soon  as  possible.  They  shall  note  on  the 
back  of  each  truant  card  and  information  card  the  date  on 
which  their  investigations  are  completed,  and  affix  their 
signatures.  These  cards  and  blanks  shall  be  returned  to 
the  principals,  who  shall  indorse  them  and  forward  them 
once  a  week  to  the  chief  truant  officer.  Truant  officers 
shall  act  in  those  cases  only  which  are  referred  to  them  by 
the  teachers,  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  this  regulation. 

Sect.  263.  The  truant  officers  shall  investigate  and  re- 
port upon  cases  which  may  be  referred  to  them,  in  writing,^ 
by  any  committee  or  member  of  the  Board,  the  Superin- 
tendent, the  chief  truant  officer,  or  a  principal. 

Sect.  264.  When  a  truant  officer  shall  be  unable,  in  a 
district  assigned  to  him,  to  procure  the  attendance  at 
school,  either  public  or  private,  of  any  child  who  is  an 
habitual  truant,  or  who  is  required  by  the  provisions  of 
statute  law  to  attend  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
officer  to  file  with  the  chief  truant  officer  a  written  state- 
ment, giving  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  child, 
the  names  of  the  parents  or  guardians  ;  and,  in  case  of 
truanc}',  the  name  of  the  school  attended  by  such  child, 
the  name  of  the  teacher,  and  the  number  of  instances  of 
supposed  truancy  during  the  three  months  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  filing  of  the  statement ;  thereupon  the  chief 
truant  officer,  if  in  his  judgment  the  case  is  a  proper  one 
for  prosecution,  shall  authorize  the  application  for  a  war- 
rant for  the  arrest  of  such  child  to  a  court  having  juris- 
diction. 

Sect.  265.  The  chief  truant  officer  shall  obtain  daily 
from  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  the  reports  of  all 
cases  of  scarlet. fever  and  other  diseases  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  and  the  several  truant  officers  shall  imme- 
diately give  notice  thereof  to  the  principals  of  the  schools 
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or  districts  assigned  to  them.  Truant  officers  shall  not 
visit  premises  where  contagious  diseases  are  believed  to 
exist,  unless  absolutely  necessary. 

Sect.  266.     Such  officers  as  may  be  detailed  by  the  chief  Service  in  Eveu- 
shall  attend  the  Evening  Schools  when  in  session,  and  shall  '"^   '^  °°  ^' 
render  such  services   in  connection  with  those  schools  as 
may  be  required  of  them  hy  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  267.  The  Committee  on  Truant  Officers  and  Jani- 
tors shall  make  such  further  regulations  for  the  government 
of  the  truant  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  may 
be  necessai-y.

One  feature  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Manual 
Training  for  1897  was  a  detailed  account  of  the  equipment,  aims,  and 
methods  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School.  The  purpose  of  that 
report  was  to  give  a  clear  idea  of  tlie  special  features  and  distinctive 
characteristics  of  the  school ;  and  it  was  not  deemed  desirable  to 
emphasize  its  present  needs  and  the  serious  limitations  under  which 
its  work  has  thus  far  been  carried  on.  In  spite  of  these  limitations, 
however,  the  results  already  achieved  have  been  highly  gratifying  in 
many  respects,  but  the  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  the  develop- 
ment of  the  school  will  be  arrested,  and  its  usefulness  greatly 
impaired,  if  effective  measures  are  not  at  once  adopted  to  secure 
increased  accommodations. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  present  structure  is  only  the  main 
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portion  of  the  original  design.  The  rear  wing,  which  was  to  contain 
the  library,  principal's  office,  physical  and  chemical  laboratories,  a 
drawing  room,  and  a  recitation  room,  has  not  been  erected.  The 
argument  used  to  justify  the  temporary  omission  of  this  wing  was 
that  the  laboratories  would  not  be  needed  during  the  first  year,  and 
that  the  wing  could  be  erected  while  the  school  was  in  session  in  the 
main  building.  The  present  plan  would  never  have  been  adopted 
had  it  been  foreseen  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  school  for  five  years  in  a  building  in  which  no  provi- 
sion had  been  made  for  many  features  that  are  universally  admitted 
to  be  indispensable  in  a  modern  high  school. 

At  the  outset,  attention  was  apparently  so  closely  focused  upon 
the  mechanical  appointments  that  the  pressing  needs  of  the  academic 
department  were  overlooked.  It  is  true,  indeed,  that  the  special 
function  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  the  peculiarly  valuable  training 
which  a  systematic  study  of  the  mechanic  arts  is  adapted  to  yield, 
but  this  training  can  be  given  successfully  only  in  connection  with  a 
substantial  academic  course  which  demands  all  the  facilities  required 
in  other  high  schools. 

The  equipment  of  the  mechanical  department  is  unsurpassed  by 
that  of  any  similar  institution  in  the  country,  but  the  limitations  of 
the  academic  department  are  such  as  to  make  satisfactory  work  im- 
possible. Fortunately,  however,  the  expenditure  of  the  relatively 
small  sum  required  to  complete  the  building  will  remove  the  most 
serious  difficulties,  and  increase  the  capacity  of  the  school  by  more 
than  two  hundred  pupils.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  school  indicates 
that  it  is  highly  appreciated  by  the  public,  but  it  has  now  reached  a 
condition  in  which  further  development  is  impossible  without  the 
additional  accommodations  originally  contemplated.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  membership  during  the  past  three  years  :

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  membership  in  September, 
1898,  will  be  considerably  in  excess  of  four  hundred,  if  it  is  possible 
to  receive  the  pupils  that  apply  for  admission.  Accommodations  for 
the  large  class  that  entered  last  September  were  secured  by  the  re- 
arrangement of  the  mechanical  departments,  and  by  other  improve- 
ments made  during  the  last  summer  vacation,  but  no  further  relief 
can  be  obtained  by  changes  in  the  main  building.  The  total  number 
of  desks  in  the  five  school-rooms  is  three  hundred  and  fifty,  and  only 
a  few  more  can  be  crowded  into  these  rooms.  But  the  difficulty  of 
seating  pupils  is,  by  no  means,  the  most  serious  one.  The  need  of 
additional  recitation  rooms  is  still  more  pressing.  The  total  number 
of  periods  per  week  for  which  a  class-room  will  be  required  for  the 
various  school  exercises  is  far  in  excess  of  the  number  of  periods  in 
which  a  room  will  be  available.  Unless  additional  accommodations 
are  provided,  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  on  the  work  contemplated 
by  the  course  of  study  without  subjecting  teachers  and  pupils  to  in- 
conveniences which  will  seriously  interfere  with  the  successful  prose- 
cution of  their  work. 

Again,  there  is  abundant  evidence  that  a  more  systematic  course 
of  study  for  a  fourth  year  is  demanded.  Chemistry  should  be  an 
important  factor  in  that  course,  but  under  present  conditions  it  can 
receive  no  attention.  The  best  that  can  now  be  done  in  physics  is  a 
very  unsatisfactory  substitute  for  the  work  originally  planned.  No- 
one  questions  the  necessity  for  employing  in  a  manual  training  school 
methods  calculated  to  show  the  application  of  scientific  principles  to 
the  mechanical  processes  taught  in  the  shops.  This  cannot  be  done 
without  laboratories  and  apparatus.  The  teaching  of  science  from  a 
text-book,  merely  as  an  information  subject,  is  an  unpardonable 
violation  of  the  most  firmly  established  principles  of  education. 

Moreover,  the  third-year  class  will  be  larger  next  September  than 
can  be  accommodated  in  the  machine  shop.  The  capacity  of  this 
shop  can  be  increased  slightly  by  the  purchase  of  a  few  much  needed 
machine-tools,  but  the  only  plan  which  will  meet  the  emergency  is 
to  extend  the  course  in  machine-shop  practice  over  the  third  and 
fourth  years,  and  give  each  pupil  a  lesson  on  alternate  days.  This 
plan  is  in  successful  operation  in  other  schools. 

In  view  of  the  facts  above  stated,  the  following  order  is  offered :    ,

The  Committee  on  School  Houses  report  that  plans 
and  specifications  for  an  addition  to  the  West  Roxbury 
High  School-house,  prepared  by  Andrews,  Jaques,  &

It  seems  to  your  committee  that  under  the  present 
Rules  and  Regulations  the  Superintendent  and  other 
professional  officers  of  the  Board  have  not  sufficient 
power  and  responsibility ;  that  the  members  of  thc 
Boai'd  are  over-burdened  with  unimportant  details  and 
executive  work  which  they  cannot,  in  the  nature  of 
things,  be  vVell  fitted  to  perform,  and  which  distract 
their    attention    from   matters    in    which    their    services 
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might  be  of  far  more  advantage  to  the  public  ;  and  that 
the  Board  very  much  needs  an  executive  officer  to  take 
charge  of  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  repair  of 
school-houses,  and  to  supervise  janitors.  Your  commit- 
tee have  endeavored  to  remedy  these  administrative 
defects  in  the  revised  Rules  and  Regulations  accompany^ 
ing  this  report,  and  also  recommend  certain  other  minor 
changes  which  thev  believe  desirable. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  changes  pro- 
posed in  the  draft  herewith  submitted  : 

1.  Powers  of  Superintendent : 

(«)  The  Superintendent  is  made  responsible  for  the 
recommendation  of  all  appointments,  transfers,  and  re- 
movals of  teachers.  He  is  required,  before  making- 
such  recommendations,  to  consult  with  the  Supervisors, 
and  with  principals  of  the  schools.  Such  recommenda- 
tions ai'e  to  lie  upon  the  table  for  two  weeks,  and  objec- 
tions thereto  are  to  be  considered  in  executive  session. 

(6)  Changes  in  the  course  of  study,  after  submis- 
sion to  the  School  Faculty,  are  to  be  recommended  by 
the  Superintendent. 

(c)  He  is  given  the  right  to  take  part  in  debates  in 
the  full  Board,  except  when  by  a  three-fourths  vote  the 
Board  goes  into  exclusive  executive  session. 

(of)  He  retains  all  the  powers  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  that  he  had  under  the  old  rules, 
and  is  made  the  general  executive  of  the  Board  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  instruction,  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for. 

2.  Powers  of  Supervisors  : 

(a)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  are  made  responsible 
for  recommending  to  the  Text-Book  Committee  all 
changes  and  additions  in  text-books. 

(6)  They  retain  the  control,  recently  vested  in  them, 
of  examinations  both  for  teachers  and  pupils. 
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(c)  Other  duties  are  to  be  performed  by  them  under 
the  direction  of"  the  Superintendent ;  but  as  a  Board 
they  may  make  recommendations  and  reports  both  to 
the  Superintendent  and  to  the  School  Committee. 
Their  power  and  influence  will  be  somewhat  increased 
by  the  amendments  proposed. 

3.      School-house  Agent ; 

(a)  A  School-house  Agent  is  to  be  chosen,  who  is  to 
be  the  general  executive  officer  of  the  Board  in  all  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  re- 
pair of  school-houses.  He  is  to  give  a  bond  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

(6)  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee 
on  School  Houses,  supervise  all  construction,  whether 
carried  on  under  an  architect  employed  by  the  Board, 
or  by  the  Building  Department  of  the  city,  and  gen- 
erally see  that  contracts  are  fulfilled. 

(c)  He  shall  purchase  school  furniture  under  the 
direction  of    the  Committee    on  Supplies. 

(d)  He  is  to  execute  in  the  name  of  the  Board  all 
contracts  authorized  by  the  Board. 

(e)  He  is  to  supervise  janitors,  and  to  report  negli- 
gence or  inefficiency  on  their  part,  but  is  not  to  interfere 
with  the  control  of  the  principals  of  the  schools  over 
janitors. 

(j)  He  may  order  incidental  repairs  on  school 
buildings  at  such  expense  in  the  aggregate  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  determined. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  institution  of  this 
office  will  result  in  greatly  increased  efficiency  on  the 
part  of  this  Board  in  obtaining  and  maintaining  proper 
school-house  accommodations.  We  shall  at  least  be 
able  to  hold  the  School-house  Agent  responsible  if  good 
results  are  not  obtained. 
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4.      Abolition     of     committees,     and    assignment    of 
visitors  : 

The  Committees  on  Drawing,  Evening  Schools,  Ex- 
aminations, Kindergartens,  Manual  Training,  Music, 
Nominations,  Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf,  and  all 
the  division  committees  are  abolished,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
the  President  is  to  appoint  one  or  more  members  of  the 
Board  as  visitors  to  all  schools  and  various  classes  ;  the 
visitors  are  charged  with  the  dut}'  of  making  annual  re- 
ports as  to  the  condition  of  these  schools  and  classes, 
and  any  proper  suggestions  at  any  time  relating  to  their 
administration. 

5.  Committee  on  School  Houses  : 

The  powers  of  this  committee  have  been  carefully 
defined  in  the  light  of  all  available  legislation  as  to 
the  powers  of  similar  committees  elsewhere.  The 
School-house  Agent  relieves  this  committee  of  much 
detail,  and  becomes  its  executive  hand.  They  are  made 
responsible  for  recommending  the  appointment  and  re- 
moval of  janitors,  and  for  drafting  regulations,  which 
are  to  be  printed  and  distributed  for  their  guidance. 
The  furnishing  of  school-houses  has  been  transferred 
from  this  committee  to  the  Committee  on  Supplies. 

6.  Legislative  Committee  : 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  watch  over 
legislation  which  may  affect  the  schools,  and  make  re- 
ports thereon  to  the  Board  for  instruction.  It  has  no 
authority  to  represent  the  Board  before  the  Legislature 
except  under  special  instructions. 

7.  The  old  Committee  on  Text-Books  is  made  the 
Committee  on  Courses  of  Study  and  Text-Books,  but 
recommendations  as  to  courses  of  study  come  to  it  from 
the  Faculty  and  Supeinntendent,  and  as  to  text-books, 
from  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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8.  Committee  on  Accounts  : 

The  powers  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts  are 
increased.  They  are  required  to  report  each  year  a 
budget  of  expenditure  divided  by  objects,  and  no  officer 
or  committee  shall  expend  for  any  object  a  greater  sum 
than  that  provided  in  the  budget,  and  approved  by  the 
Board.  This  gives  this  committee,  as  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board,  an  effective  control  over  the 
expenditures  of  other  committees.  But  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  appointment  and  removal  of  janitors  is 
transferred  to  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  so  that 
one  committee  may  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition 
of  school-house  accommodations. 

9.  The  School  Faculty  : 

A  School  Faculty  is  provided,  consisting  of  the 
Superintendent  as  President,  of  the  Directors,  and  of 
representatives  to  be  elected  by  High  School  principals. 
High  School  teachers,  Grammar  School  masters,  and 
Grammar,  Pi-imary,  and  Kindergarten  School  teachers, 
to  which  Faculty  shall  be  submitted  all  proposals  for 
changes  of  courses  of  study,  or  changes  of  rules  on 
hygiene,  etc.  The  Faculty  may  make  reports  and 
recommendations  to  the  Board  at  any  time. 

10.  Speaking  generally,  the  executive  work  of  the 
Board  is  transferred  from  sub-committees  which  do  not 
act  as  public  bodies,  into  the  hands  of  executive  officers, 
whose  acts  are  subject  to  approval  by  the  full  Board,  at 
its  regular  public  sessions. 

To  carry  out  these  recommendations,  your  committee 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order  : 

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  amended 
by  striking  out  everything  after  the  first  section,  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following  : 
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CHAPTER   I.

Sect.  3.     The  member  first   named  on  any  committee  Chairman, 
shall  be  the  chairman  thereof.     The  President  shall,  subject  vacancies  on 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  fill  vacancies  on  committees  ^°™™\\e')^®' 
when  they  occur. 

Sect.  4.  The  President  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  Visitors. 
of  the  Board,  assign  one  or  more  members  of  the  Board  as 
Visitors  of  each  of  the  several  districts  into  which  the 
Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  are  divided  ;  of  the  Normal 
School ;  of  the  Latin  and  High  Schools  ;  of  the  Kindergar- 
tens ;  of  the  Evening  Schools  ;  of  the  Horace  Mann  School 
for  the  Deaf ;  and  of  the  classes  in  Drawing ;  in  Music  ; 
and   in  Manual  Training. 

Sect    5.     Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board,  a  Vacancy  in 
Committee  on  Elections    shall    be    appointed,  which  shall 
consult  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 
report  to  the  convention  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the 
School  Committee,  on  the  day  of  election,  one  or  more  suit-  Candidates, 
able  candidates  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sect.  6.     Special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Appointment 
presiding  officer,  unless  otherwise  ordered  bv  the  Board.       °  committees.

Section  10.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  on  the  evenings  of  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesdays  in 
each  month,  except  July  and  August;  and  special  meetings 
may  be  called  whenever  they  are  necessary. 

Sect.  11.  Upon  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours'  notice 
special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the  Pres- 
ident, and  shall  be  called  upOn  the  written  request  of  three 
members  of  the  Board.

The  sessions  of  the  Board  shall  be  held,  as  a 
rule,  with  open  doors ;  but  when,  at  any  meeting,  the  bus- 
iness to  be  brought  before  the  Board  is  finished,  the  Board 
shall  go  into  executive  session,  as  provided  in  the  following 
section,  or  if  the  Superintendent  so  requests  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  communication,  or  if  any  member  so  requests 
for  the  purpose  of  addressing  a  question  to  the  Superin- 
tendent. The  Board  may  go  into  executive  session  at  any 
other  time  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  present.  ISIo 
votes  shall  be  taken  in  executive  session  except  a  vote  to 
confirm  the  appointment,  transfer,  or  removal  of  a  director, 
principal,  or  other  instructor,  or  to  adjourn. 

Sect.  14.  Appointments,  transfers,  and  removals  of  di- 
rectors, principals,  and  other  instructors,  presented  by  the 
Superintendent  for  the  approval  of  the  Board,  shall  be  cer- 
tified by  him  as  made  in  accordance  with  the  Rules  and 
Regulations,  or  accompanied  by  a  written  statement  of  the 
reasons  for  requesting  a  suspension  thereof,  and  shall  be  laid 
over  for  two  weeks  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Board. 
If  any  member  desires  further  information  with  regard  to 
any  such  appointment,  transfer,  or  removal,  he  may  file  a 
written  notice  to  that  effect  with  the  Secretary,  and  the 
Board  shall,  as  of  course,  go  into  executive  session  at  the 
close  of  the  regular  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  consider- 
ing such  appointment,  transfer,  or  removal,  before  taking 
final  action  thereon.

CHAPTER  IV. 

Duties  of  the  Sxiperintendent. 

Section  56.  A  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  in  the  month  of  June,  1898,  ^^^d  biennially 
thereafter,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years  from  the  fii'st  day  of  September  in  the  year  of  his 
election. 

Sect.  57.  The  Sni^erintendent  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  School  Board  in  all  matters  relating  to  in- 
struction. He  shall  see  that  all  regulations  of  the  public 
schools  and  all  orders  of  the  School  Committee  concerning 
the  supervision,  instruction,  and  management  of  the  schools, 
are  executed.  He  may  appoint  such  clerical  assistants  as 
shall  be  necessar}^,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board.

He  shall  have  authorit}"  to  make  such 
arrangements,  and  give  to  the  supervisors,  directors,  prin- 
cipals, and  instructors  of  special  subjects  such  directions, 
not  contrary  to  the  regulations  or  orders  of  the  Board,  as 
in  his  judgment  the  welfare  of  the  schools  requires.

of  the  school,  if  any,  to  which  the  action  relates,  and  with 
the  appropriate  director  if  the  action  relates  to  his  depart- 
ment. 

He  may  appoint  temporary  teachers  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding three  months,  such  appointments  to  be  reported  to 
the  Board  at  the  meeting  next  following,  but  this  period 
shall  not  be  extended  or  renewed  without  the  approval  of 
the  Board.

Sect.  108.  He  may  appoint  such  assistants  as  may  be 
necessai'}',  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  janitors 
of  the  school-houses,  and  shall  see  that  they  carry  out  all 
Reo-ulations  of  the  Board  and  directions  of  the  Committee 
on  School  Houses,  and  shall  report  all  cases  of  negligence 
or  inefficiency  to  the  Committee  on  School  Houses.

Section  112.  There  shall  be  a  School  Faculty  consisting 
of  the  Superintendent  as  President,  of  the  Supervisors,  of 
the  Directoi's,  of  three  members  chosen  by  the  principals  of 
the  Latin  and  High  Schools  from  among  their  own  number, 
of  three  members  chosen  by  the  subordinate  teachers  in  the 
Latin  and  High  Schools  from  among  their  own  number, 
of  ten  members  chosen  by  the  principals  of  Grammar 
Schools  from  among  their  own  number,  and  of  ten  mem- 
bers chosen  by  the  other  teachers  in  the  day  schools 
from  among  their  own  number.  The  elected  members  shall 
serve  for  one  calendar  year,  and  shall  be  chosen  at  meet- 
ings held  in  December  of  the  previous  year.  The  method 
and  time  of  election  for  the  year  1898  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  in  consultation 
with  the  Superintendent,  and  thereafter  by  the  Facult}- 
itself,  which  shall  also  have  power  to  decide  contested 
elections. 

Sect.  113.  All  changes  in  the  coui'ses  of  instruction,  in 
the  creation  of  new  grades  of  teachers  or  pupils  or  the 
change  of  the  old  ones,  all  changes  of  rules  on  hygiene, 
physical  training  or  discipline,  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
reported  upon  by  the  Faculty  before  being  acted  upon  by 
the  Board,  unless  the  Board  orders  otherwise. 

Sect.  114.  The  Facult}'^  maj^  consider  and  discuss  all 
questions  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  schools,  and  shall 
have  the  right  to  make  suggestions  or  present  petitions  or 
remonstrances  *to  the  Board. 

Sect.  115.  The  Facultj'  shall  meet  once  a  month  at  such 
regular  time  and  place  as  it  may  determine.     It  shall  also 
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meet  at  any  other  time  ou  the  call  of  the  Superintendent  or 
on  the  written  request  of  any  seven  of  the  members.

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CHAPTER  XI. 

Examinations  of  Candidates  for  Teachers'  Certificates. 

Section  125.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  shall  hold, 
each  school  year,  two  examinations  of  candidates  for  teach- 
ers' certificates  of  qualification  —  the  first  in  January  and  the 
second  in  April ;  and  shall  determine  which  grade  or  grades 
of  candidates  shall  be  invited  to  attend  these  examinations. 

Other  examinations  may  be  held  whenever,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Superintendent,  the  needs  of  the  schools  seem  to 
demand  the  same. 

The  Superintendent  shall  advertise  in  at  least  four  news- 
papers of  this  State  —  and  may  advertise  in  two  newspapers 
outside  this  State  —  the  grade  or  grades,  and  the  time  and 
place,  of  all  examinations  of  candidates  for  teachers'  certif- 
icates of  qualification,  except  such  examinations  as  are 
provided  for  in  Section  129  of  the  Regulations. 

Sect.  126.  Candidates  shall  be  required  to  make  written 
application,  in  their  own  handwriting,  stating  their  age, 
place  of  birth,  where  they  were  educated,  what  experience, 
if  any,  they  have  had  in  teaching,  and  in  what  grade  of 
schools  they  desire  to  be  employed  ;  but  this  application 
may  be  made  at  the  time  of  the  examination.  No  person 
shall  be  admitted  to  an  examination  who  is  not  a  graduate 
of  the  Boston  Normal  School  or  of  one  of  the  State  Normal 
Schools,  unless  such  person  has  had  at  least  one  year's 
experience  in  teaching  school,  or  is  a  college  graduate  who 
has  completed  a  satisfactory'  course  of  study  in  pedagogy. 
Candidates  for  the  certificate  of  qualification,  High  School, 
Class  A,  shall  be  graduates  of  colleges  in  good  standing, 
or  of  institutions  which  confer  degrees  of  a  corresponding 
grade. 

Sect.  127.  The  questions  for  the  examination  of  candi- 
dates shall  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
examination  of  candidates  shall  include  inquiry  into  the 
moral  character,  the  health,  and  the  aptness  to  teach  of 
the  applicants.  No  person,  except  the  Superintendent, 
the  Supervisors,  and  the  members  of  the  Board,  shall  be 
allowed  to  be  present  at  any  examination  of  candidates. 

Sect.  128.  *  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  grant  certifi- 
cates of  qualification,  after  examination,'  to  such  candidates 
as  he  shall  consider  entitled  to  them,  as  follows  : 
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High  ScJiooI,  Class  A.  To  masters,  and  junior-masters 
of  the  Normal  and  High  Schools,  and  principals  of  Even- 
ing High  Schools. 

High  School,  Class  B.  To  assistant  principals  and  assist- 
ants of  the  Normal  School,  and  of  day  and  evening  High 
Schools,  and  to  principals  of  Grammar  Schools. 

Grammar  /School,  Class  A.  To  masters  and  sub-masters 
of  Grammar  Schools,  principals  of  Evening  Elementary 
Schools,  and  assistants  of  Evening  High  Schools. 

Orammar  School,  Class  B.  To  assistants  of  Grammar, 
Primary,  and  Evening  Elementary  Schools. 

Kindergarteyis.     To  instructors  of  Kindergartens. 

Special.  To  instructors  of  special  studies  and  of  special 
schools. 

The  certificate  of  qualification  shall  be  signed  by  the  signed  by. 
Superintendent  and  at  least  a  majority  of  the  supervisors  ; 
and  no  certificate  shall  be  signed  in  blank.  The  certificate 
shall  make  the  holder  thereof  eligible  for  service  as  a 
substitute,  temporary  teaciier,  or  special  assistant,  or  for 
appointment  on  probation. 

Sect.  129.     If  a  vacancy  exist  in  a  subordinate    posi- Special  examin-

who  has  not  been  examined  as  required,  he  may  order  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  examine  specially  the  candidate, 
who,  if  qualified,  shall  receive  the  usual  certificate. 

Sect.   130.     No  certificate,  the  holder  of  which  has  been  Certificates  not 
out  of  the  service  of  the  city  for  a  term  of  two  years,  shall  ^'*^"^' 
be  valid,  unless  renewed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  after 
careful  investigation.      They  shall  revise,  at  least  once  a  List  of  certifl- 
year,  the  list  of  certificated  teachers  who  are  available  for 
service.      They  shall  strike  therefrom  the  names  of  those 
who,  after  a  fair  trial  and  careful  investigation,  are  found 
to  be  incompetent  teachers.

Section  151.  The  instructors  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
shall  be  masters,  sub-masters,  first  assistants,  and  assistants. 

2,  One  principal  shall  be  appointed  for  every  Grammar 
School.  In  schools  of  three  hundred  pupils,  or  more,  the 
principal  shall  be  a  master.  In  schools  of  one  hundred,  or 
more,  but  less  than  three  hundred,  the  principal  shall  be  a 
sub-master.  In  schools  of  less  than  one  hundred  the  prin- 
cipal shall  rank  as  first  assistant;  prooided,  that  as  vacan- 
cies occur  in  the  position  of  principal  of  Grammar  Schools, 
the  rank  of  the  persons  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancies,  if 
they  were  not  in  the  service  of  the  city  as  teachers  Oct.

3.  Beside  the  principal,  each  Grammar  School  of  one 
hundred  pupils,  or  more,  shall  be  allowed  one  instructor, 
of  whatever  rank,  for  every  fitfty-six  pupils  registered  ;  but 
in  schools  of  less  than  one  hundred,  the  principal  shall  be 
included  in  the  complement  of  teachers.  An  additional 
teacher  may  be  appointed  when  there  is  an  excess  of  thirty 
pupils  recorded,  or  one  may  be  removed  when  there  is  a 
deficiency  of  thirty  pupils.  One  ungraded  class  may  be 
established  in  each  Grammar  School  District,  for  the  in- 
struction of  children,  who,  from  age  or  other  reason,  are 
unqualified  for  the  regular  grades  of  the  Primary  and 
Grammar  Schools.  Additional  ungraded  classes  mav  be 
established  by  the  Board  in  any  district,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superintendent.  In  ungraded  classes 
one  teacher  shall  be  allowed  for  thirty-five  pupils.  The 
number  of  teachers  herein  allowed  shall  not  be  exceeded, 
unless  the  proper  grading  of  the  school,  or  the  insuflfi- 
ciency  of  the  seating  capacity  of  the  school-rooms,  shall 
require  such  excess.

Duties  of  the  Principals. 

Section  190.  Principals  shall  see  that  every  teacher 
appointed  in  their  schools  or  districts  is  supplied  with 
a  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  printed  pi-o- 
ceedings  of  the  Board  shall  be  sent  regularly  to  the  prin- 
cipals of  schools,  who  shall  consider  them  official  notices  of 
the  action  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  govei'ned  accord- 
ingly. Principals  shall  immediately  inform  the  teachers 
under  their  charge  of  any  amendments  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  which  relate  to  the  duties  of  the  teachers,  and 
shall  see  that  such  amendments  are  properly  noted  in  the 
special  copies  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  placed  in  the 
different  school  buildings  under  their  charge. 

Sect.  191.  Each  principal  shall  make  a  monthly  report 
to  the  Superintendent,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
on  or  before  the  fifth  school  day  of  the  month  following 
that  covered  by  such  report.  In  these  reports  the  prin- 
cipals shall  express  their  opinion  of  the  teaching  and  gov- 
erning ability  of  such  substitutes,  temporar}^  teachers,  and 
special  assistants  as  have  been  employed  in  the  course  of 
the  month  who  have  served  for  terms  longer  than  two 
weeks.  The  principals  shall  also  state  in  these  reports 
whether  the  services  of  the  truant  officers,  assigned  to 
their  several  districts,  have  been  satisfactorily  performed 
during  the  month  covered  by  the  report.  The  reports 
shall  be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  principals  and 
signed  by  them,  and  shall  be' kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  for  the  inspection  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  onl}^ 

Sect.  192.  The  principals  of  the  Grammar  Schools  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  their  office  in  the  Grammar  and  Pri- 
mary Schools,  and  in  the  Kindergartens  of  their  respective 
districts.  They  shall  have  the  special  charge  of  the  ninth 
grades.  The}'  shall  give  an  average  of  at  least  two 
hours  a  day  to  instruction  in  their  schools.  They  shall 
devote  the  remainder  of  their  time  to  the  general  duties 
of  their  office^  and  to  the  supervision  of  the  Primary 
Schools  and  the  Kindergartens  of  their  district,  each  of 
which  they  shall  visit  at  least  once  a  week. 

Sect.  193.  During  the  first  week  in  February  and  in 
July  in  each  year  each  principal  shall,  on  blanks  furnished 
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for  the  purpose,  make  to  the  Superintendent  returns  of  the 
number  of  pupils. 

Sect.   194.     Each  principal,  within   one  week  after  the  Notice  of 
appointment  of  a  teacher,  shall  send  to  the  Auditing  Clerk  of  teacher^" 
the  full  name  of  such  teacher,  with  the  date  of  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  the  office  ;  he  shall  also  give  immediate 
notice  to  the  Auditing  Clerk  when  any  teacher  has  been  ?^  *^5°^''''? 
transferred  to  another  school  or  district,  or  has  resigned 
or  been  removed. 

Sect.  195.     Every  principal  shall  require  all  subordinate  ^/corporar 
teachers  in  his  school  or  district  to  report  to  him,  at  the  punishment, 
close  of  each  day,  all  cases  of  corporal  punishment,  stating 
the  name  of  the  pupil,  the  amount  of  the  punishment,  and 
the  reason  for  its  infliction. 

Sect.    196.      A    principal    ma}^    suspend   a   pupil   from  Suspension  of 
school  for  violent  and  pointed  opposition  to  authority  in  ^"^^  *' 
any  particular  instance,  or  when  the  example  of  the  pupil 
is  very  injurious,  and  in  cases  where  reformation  appears 
to  be  hopeless  ;  but  he  shall  immediately  inform  the  Super- 
intendent,   and   the    parent   or    guardian,  of    his    action. 
If    any    pupil    so   suspended    shall   make   a    satisfactory  Apology, 
apology  to  the  teacher  or  to  the  principal  as  the  latter  shall 
direct,  and  give  promise  of  amendment,  he  shall,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Superintendent,  be  reinstated  in  the  school. 

Sect.  197.     Each  principal  shall  prescribe  such  rules  for  y^rdff^J.*^^ 
the  use  of  the  yards  and  out-buildings  as  shall  insure  their 
being  kept  in  a  neat  and  proper  condition  ;  he  shall  examine 
them  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose  ;  he 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  any  want  of  cleanliness  on  the 
premises  ;  and  when  anything  is  out  of  order  he  shall  give 
immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  School-house  Agent.    Each 
principal  shall  give  such  instructions  to  his  assistants  as  ^'i'^- 
will  prepare  them  to  act  prudently  and  promptly  in  case  of 
a  fire  in  the  school  building  ;  and  he  shall  so  train  the  pupils 
that,  at. a  given  signal,  they  will  leave  the  school  house  in 
order  and  speedily.     The  fire-alarm  signal  shall  be  given 
at  least  once  each  month  from  September  to  April.     Each  foh*oo?buMin°8 
principal  shall  see  that  the  outside  doors  of  all  the  school  to  be  kept  un-^ 
buildings  of  his  district  are  kept  unlocked  during  school  °°  ^ 
hours. 

Sect.  198.  The  principals  shall,  under  the  direction  of  Janitors, 
the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  have  the  control  of  the 
janitors,  and  shall  see  that  the  rules  for  their  government 
are  enforced.  Janitors  shall  be  required  to  use  extraordi-  Five. 
nary  precautions  against  fire,  especially  when  the  pupils 
are  in  the  building.  The  principals  shall  inform  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  of  any  neglect  of 
duty  or  any  improper  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  janitors.

Sect.  200.  Annually  on  the  last  session  of  the  school 
day  next  preceding  the  22d  of  February  and  the  30th  of 
May,  the  principals  shall  assemble  the  pupils  of  the  High 
and  Grammar  Schools  for  such  patriotic  exercises  as  they 
may  deem  advisable. 

Sect.  201.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  principal, 
the  work  of  the  truant  officer  assigned  to  his  district  is 
not  satisfactorily  performed,  the  principal  shall  notify  the 
chief  truant  officer  of  the  fact. 

Sect.  202.  Principals  shall  keep,  in  books  furnished  for 
the  purpose,  a  complete  inventory  of  such  gifts,  such  as 
pictures,  casts,  books,  apparatus,  etc.,  as  may  be  in  the 
possession,  or  as  may  hereafter  come  into  the  posses- 
sion, of  the  schools  under  their  charge.  Said  books 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  and  its  officers.  Paintings,  engravings,  casts, 
photographs,  etc.,  intended  for  the  adornment  of  the 
rooms  of  the  public  schools,  shall  first  be  approved  by  the 
Director  of  Drawing,  before  they  are  placed  upon  the 
walls  of  the  school  buildings.

CHAPTER  XVI. 

General  Regulations  of  the  Public  Schools. 

Section  206.  The  school  year  shall  commence  with  the 
first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  and  there  shall  be  two 
terms  each  year  for  the  regular  work  in  the  schools  ;  the- 
first  term  beginning  with  the  Tuesday  following  the  first 
Monday  in  September,  and  the  second  term  with  the 
first  Monday  in  February. 

Sect.  207.  No  school  building  or  part  of  a  school 
building  shall  be  used  for  other  purposes  than  the  work  of 
the  school,  unless  the  consent  of  the  Board  shall  have  been 
first  obtained. 

Sect.  208.  In  every  school  building  there  shall  be 
placed  an  interleaved  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations, 
which  shall  always  be  open  to  the  teachers  of  the  build- 
ing. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  some  teacher  —  to  be  des- 
ignated by  the  principal  in  charge  —  to  carefully  note 
in  said  copy  'all  amendments  passed  by  the  Board.  All 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  required  to  make  them- 
selves familiar  with  these  Regulations,  especially  with  such 
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as  relate  to  their  individual  duties,  and  to  the  instruction 
and  discipline  of  their  own  schools,  and  are  also  required 
to  see  that  the  Regulations  are  faithfully  observed. 

Sect.  209.  The  teacher's  shall  punctually  observe  the  General  duties, 
hours  appointed  for  opening  and  dismissing  the  schools, 
and  during  school  hours  shall  faithfully  devote  them- 
selves to  their  duties.  In  all  intercourse  with  their  pupils 
they  shall  strive  to  impress  on  their  minds,  both  by  precept 
and  example,  the  great  importance  of  earnest  efforts  for 
improvement  in  morals,  manners,  and  deportment,  as  well 
as  in  useful  learning. 

Sect.    210.     The   sessions   of   the   Normal,   Latin,  and  ^'=^°°i^^«""'8- 
High  Schools  shall  begin  at  nine  o'clock  A.M.  and  close 
at   two   o'clock   P.M.,  every    week-day  except    Saturday, 
when  there  shall  be  no  session.     The  morning  session  of 
the    Grammar  and    Primary  Schools    shall   begin  at   nine 
o'clock  and  close  at  twelve  o'clock,  with  a  recess  of  twenty  Recess, 
minutes  for  every  pupil  when  one-half  of  the  session  has 
expired.     The  afternoon  session  shall  begin  at  two  o'clock 
and  close  at  four  o'clock,  with  a  recess  of  ten  minutes  in 
the  Primary  Schools,  except  that  from  the  first   Monday 
in  November,  to  and  including  the  last  Friday  in   Janu- 
ary, the    afternoon   session    may  begin   at   half-past   one 
o'clock,  and    close  at  half -past  three  o'clock.     Provided^  After  school, 
that   teachers   may  detain    pupils  in   the    afternoon   only, 
not  exceeding    thirty  minutes  after   the  regular   hour  for 
dismissing  school,  either  for  purposes  of  discipline  or  to 
make  up  imperfect  lessons  ;  but  no  pupil  shall  be  detained 
except  for  his  own  fault  or  neglect.     The  time,  employed 
by  the  pupils  in  passing  out  from  and  reentering  the  school 
buildings  shall  be  included  in  the  time  assigned  for  recess  ; 
there  shall  be  as  little  delay  as  possible  in  reentering  the 
school  building  after  recess.     If  a  recess  in  the  open  air  is  Recess, 
impracticable,  the  pupils  shall  be  exercised  in  the  school- 
room.    No  variation  of  the  school  hours  required  by  this 
section  shall  be  made. 

Sect.  211.  When  the  schools  are  to  be  suspended  for  One  session, 
the  afternoon,  on  account  of  stormy  weather,  the  Superin- 
tendent shall  cause  three  single  strokes  1  —  1  —  1  —  with 
twenty  seconds  intermission  between  each,  to  be  struck  and 
repeated  by  the  fire-alarm  telegraph,  at  a  quarter  before 
twelve  o'clock;  and  the  Primary  Schools  shall  be  dis- 
missed at  twelve  o'clock,  and  the  Grammar  Schools  at  one 
o'clock. 

Sect.  212.     All  the  school-rooms  shall  be  opened,  and  Fifteen  minutes 
the'  teachers  shall  be  present,  both  morning  and  afternoon,  before  school. 
fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  for  the  session  to  begin. 

Sect.  213.     The   morning  exercises  of    all   the  schools  Morning  exer- 
shall  begin  with   the  reading   in  each  class-room,  by  the  "^^^' 
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teacher,  of  a  portion  of  Scripture  without  note  or  comment ; 
and  no  other  religious  exercises  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
public  schools. 

Sect.  214.  Good  morals  being  of  the  highest  importance 
to  the  pupils,  and  essential  to  their  progress  in  useful  knowl- 
edge, instruction  therein  shall  be  given  in  all  the  schools. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  instructors  to  secure  good  con- 
duct and  proper  deportment  on  the  part  of  their  pupils, 
both  in  school  and  out,  and  especially  in  going  to  and  re- 
turning from  school. 

Sect.  215.  In  every  school  shall  be  kept  a  register,  in 
which  shall  be  recorded  the  names,  ages,  dates  of  admis- 
sion, and  places  of  residence  of  the  pupils  ;  and  in  addi- 
tion to  this,  other  records  shall  be  kept  of  the  absence  and 
tardiness  of  the  pupils,  and  of  their  class  exercises,  which 
shall  show  their  advancement  and  standing. 

Sect.  216.  Applications  shall  be  made  for  school  regis- 
ters, books  for  records,  blanks  for  monthly  reports,  and 
stationery,  to  the  Committee  on  Supplies,  who  will  furnish 
what  is  required  to  all  the  schools. 

Sect.  217.  Teachers  may  visit  other  schools  once  eveiy 
three  months  to  observe  their  methods  of  discipline  and  in- 
struction, and  any  class,  grade  or  school  may  be  dismissed  for 
this  purpose  by  the  principal,  with  the  consent  of  the  Super- 
intendent. Notice  of  the  closing  of  the  schools  for  this 
purpose  shall  be  sent  by  the  principals  to  the  supervisors 
in  charge. 

Sect.  218.  All  instructors  shall  endeavor  to  maintain 
such  discipline  in  their  schools  as  is  exercised  by  a  kind  and 
judicious  parent  in  his  family,  avoiding  corporal  punishment 
in  all  cases  where  good  order  can  be  preserved  by  milder 
measures  ;  and  in  no  case  resorting  to  confinement  in  a 
closet  or  wardrobe,  or  to  any  cruel  or  unusual  punish- 
ment. Corporal  punishment  shall  be  inflicted  only  after 
the  nature  of  the  offence  has  been  fully  explained  to  the 
pupil,  shall  not  be  inflicted  in  sight  of  other  pupils,  and 
shall  be  restricted  to  blows  on  the  hand  with  a  rattan.  At 
the  close  of  the  day  each  instructor  shall  report  in  writing 
to  the  principal  all  cases  of  corporal  punishment  during 
such  day,  stating  the  name  of  the  pupil,  the  amount  of  the 
punishment,  and  the  reason  for  its  infliction  ;  and  the  prin- 
cipal shall  mention  the  number  of  such  cases  in  his  monthly 
report  to  the  Superintendent.  The  reports  of  cases  of 
corporal  punishment  required  by  Sections  195  and  218 
shall  be  made  on  blanks  prepared  for  the  purpose,  and 
shall  be  preserved  on  file  by  the  principal  of  each  district 
for  two  years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  they  sliall  be 
destroyed.  These  reports  shall  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  members  of   the   Board,  the   Superintendent,  and

Sect.  219.  Whenever  a  pupil  has  left  school,  intending  Absence.

of  an  immediate  return,  the  teacher  shall  take  the  narne  of 
such  pupil  from  the  list ;  but  the  previous  absence  shall 
remain  recorded.  The  name  of  a  pupil  who  is  suspended 
from  school,  under  any  rule  of  the  Board,  shall  be  taken 
from  the  list.  Any  pupil  shall  be  recorded  as  absent  who 
has  not  been  in  school  at  least  one-half  of  the  session.

Sect.  226.  The  books  used  and  the  studies  pursued  in  Authorized 
all  the  public  schools  shall  be  such  only  as  are  authorized  gtu^ies^."*^ 
by  the  Board,  and  under  the  provisions  of  Section  38  ;  and 
the  teachers  shall  not  permit  any  unauthorized  publications 
to  be  distributed  in  their  schools,  or  placed  in  their  libra- 
ries. Every  teacher  shall  be  at  liberty  to  use  such  books 
or  cards  as  he  may  deem  desirable  for  the  purpose  of  illus- 
tration or  for  examples ;  but  such  books  or  cards  shall  not 
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be  used  as  text-books  or  to  the  exclusion  or  neglect  of  the 
prescribed  texl-books,  nor  shall  any  pupil  be  required  to 
furnish  himself  with  any  l)Ook  for  use  in  the  schools. 

Sect.  227.  All  children  living  in  the  city,  who  are  three 
and  one-half  years  of  age  and  upwards,  and  are  not  dis- 
qualified by  non-compliance  with  the  Regulations  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  the  public  schools  ;  but 
neither  a  non-resident  pupil,  nor  one  wlio  has  only  a  tem- 
porary residence  in  the  city,  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  or  to 
remain  in  any  school,  unless  the  parent,  guardian,  or  some 
other  responsible  person  has  signed  an  agreement  to  pay  the 
tuition  of  such  pupil,  or  until  a  certified  copy  of  a  vote  of  the 
Committee  on  Accounts,  permitting  such  pupil  to  attend  the 
school,  has  been  transmitted  to  the  principal.  The  princi- 
pals shall,  at  the  commencement  of  each  term,  on  blanks 
furnished  for  the  purpose,  send  to  the  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts the  names  of  such  pupils,  and  of  their  parents  or 
guardians,  with  their  places  of  residence.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  that  committee  each  term  to  make  out  bills  for 
tuition,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  City  Collector  for 
collection. 

Sect.  22S  No  pupil  who  has  been  expelled  from  or  is 
under  suspension  in  one  school  shall  be  admitted  to  an- 
other, except  b}'  consent  of  the  Board. 

Sect.  229.  A  certificate  of  transfer  shall  be  required 
of  pupils  moving  from  one  school  district  to  another. 
Pupils  regularly  discharged  from  one  school  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  same  grade  of  any  other  school,  which  they 
are  entitled  to  attend,  upon  presenting  their  certificates  of 
transfer.  In  every  case  of  transfer  tv?o  cards  shall  be 
given,  one  to  the  pupil  and  one  to  the  truant  ofiScer. 

Sect.  230.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  any  of  the 
public  schools  without  a  certificate  of  a  physician  that  such 
pupil  has  been  vaccinated,  or  a  certificate  signed  by  a 
regular  practising  physician  that  such  child  is  an  unfit 
subject  for  vaccination  ;  but  this  certificate  shall  not  be 
required  of  pupils  who  are  transferred  from  one  public 
school  to  another.  In  the  case  of  all  admissions  of  pupils 
for  the  first  time  to  the  public  schools  the  principals  shall 
make  a  record  in  some  book,  accessible  for  reference,  of  the 
fact  that  certificates  of  vaccination,  or  certificates  that  the 
pupils  are  unfit  subjects  for  vaccination,  have  been  pre- 
sented, giving  the  name  of  each  pupil,  the  date  of  admis- 
sion, and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  physician  by 
whom  the  certificate  is  signed.  No  child  sick  with  the 
whooping-cough  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  school ;  nor 
shall  an}-  child  be  allowed  to  attend  any  school  in  this  city 
while  any  member  of  the  household  to  which  such  child 
belongs  is  sick  with  small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  or 
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measles,  or  during  a  period  of  two  weeks  after  the  death, 
recovery,  or  removal  of  such  sick  person,  such  length  of 
time  being  certified  to  in  writing  to  a  teacher  by  a  physi- 
cian or  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Whenever,  by  reason  of 
the  structure  of  tenement  or  other  dwelling  houses,  fam- 
ilies live  in  close  contact  with  one  another,  so  as  to  be 
practically  as  one  family,  the  teachers  and  officers  of  the 
School  Board  shall  regard  such  houses  in  which  the  fam- 
ilies do  not  live  apart,  or  are  not  removed  from  contagion, 
as  one  household,  within  the  meaning  of  Chapter  64  of  the 
Laws  of  1884,  and  the  acts  in  addition  thereto.  When  chil-  Contagious  dis- 
dren  are  absent  from  school  on  account  of  sickness,  and  ®^^®*" 
whenever  the  principal  has  reason  to  suspect  the  existence 
of  contagious  diseases  in  any  household,  lie  shall  be 
authorized  to  exclude  pupils  from  school  until  the  cases 
can  be  properly  investigated.  Pupils  shall  not  be  sent  Pupils  not  to  be 
during  school  hours  to  the  houses  of  absent  pupils  to  ptfpik.'  ^  ^^°* 
ascertain  the  reasons  for  such  absence.  The  principal  of 
any  school,  upon  the  receipt  of  information  satisfactoiy 
to  him  that  any  pupil  attending  a  school  under  his  charge 
has  visited  a  household  where,  at  the  time  of  such  visit, 
small-pox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  or  measles  existed, 
shall  suspend  such  pupil  from  school  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks  next  following  such  visit. 

Sect.  231.     Every  pupil  must  come  to  school  cleanly  in  Cleanliness, 
his  person  and  dress,  and  with  his  clothes  in  proper  repair  ; 
in  case  of  neglect  in  this  respect  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  teacher  to  send  him  home  to  be  suitably  prepared  for 
school. 

Sect.  232.     Tardiness,  unless  satisfactorily   explained.  Tardiness. 
shall  be   subject  to  a  proper  penalty.     No  pupil  shall  be 
absent  a  part  of  any  session  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  Absence, 
instruction  elsewhere  ;    nor  shall  a  pupil  leave  before  the 
close  of  school  without  the  consent  of  the  teacher.     Pupils 
shall  not  be  considered  tardy  if  they  are  within  the  school 
building  at  the  hour  of  the  beginning  of  the  session.  Pupils  Excuse, 
detained  from  school  or  coming  late  should  present  an  ex- 
cuse, but  they  should  not  be  sent  home  for  such  excuse,  xruants. 
In  notifying  the  truant  officer  of  the  need  of  his  services, 
the  teachers  shall  use  tlie  truant  cards  and  truant  blanks 
only,  on  which  the  details  in   each  case  shall  be  clearly 
stated. 

Sect.  233.  The  third  week  in  May  shall  be  public  week  P>iWicweek. 
in  all  the  schools.  The  exercises  on  these  days  shall  be  of 
the  same  general  character  as  the  ordinary  exercises  of  the 
schools,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a  way  as  to  enable 
the  parents  and  other  visitors  to  judge  of  the  attainments 
of  the  pupils  in  the  studies  pursued  during  the  year.  c    a    r 

Sect.  234.     Thei-e  shall  be  graduating  exercises  of  the  exercises"^ 
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Graramar  Schools  during  the  week  pi'eceding  the  fourth  of 
July,  and  of  the  High  Schools  at  such  times  during  the 
same  week  as  the  Board  may  direct,  due  notice  of  which 
shall  be  given  to  the  members  by  the  Secretary.  The  pu- 
pils' part  in  the  graduating  exercises  shall  not  occupy  more 
than  one  hour,  and  shall  consist  of  singing,  reading,  and 
such  other  exercises  of  a  simple  kind  as  grow  naturally  out 
of  the  studies  pursued  during  the  year.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  singing,  the  graduating  exercises  in  all  the  schools 
shall  be  confined  to  the  graduating  grades  and  classes,  and 
no  public  exhibition  of  proficiency  in  music,  drawing,  phys- 
ical exercises,  military  drill,  or  other  special  study  shall  be 
given  by  all  or  a  part  of  the  schools,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Board. 

Sect.  235.  The  Annual  Festival,  complimentai-y  to  the 
medal  and  diploma  scholars,  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Board  shall  determine,  under  the  direction  of  a 
committee  of  five  members  of  the  Board,  to  be  appointed  at 
the  first  meeting  in  April. 

Sect.  236.  The  following  holidays  and  vacations  shall 
be  granted  to  the  schools,  viz. :  every  Saturday ;  the  first 
Monday  in  September  ;  the  half  day  before  Thanksgiving 
day  and  the  remainder  of  the  week  ;  the  half  day  before 
Christmas  day  ;  one  week,  commencing  with  Christmas  day  ; 
New  Year's  day;  the  Twenty-second  of  February;  Good 
Friday  ;  the  Nineteenth  of  April ;  the  week  immediately 
preceding  the  second  Monday  in  April ;  Decoration  day  ; 
the  Seventeenth  of  June  ;  and  to  the  Primary  .Schools  from 
the  Friday  preceding  the  week  of  graduating  exercises  in 
the  schools ;  and  to  the  Normal,  High,  and  Grammar 
Schools  from  their  respective  graduating  exercises  to  the 
Tuesday  following  the  first  Monday  in  September,  The 
President  of  the  Board  is  authorized  to  suspend  the  schools, 
not  exceeding  six  sessions,  in  each  municipal  year.  No 
other  holiday  shall  be  allowed  except  b}'  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  of  the  Board  present ;  and  no 
school  shall  be  suspended  on  any  other  occasion,  except  for 
important  reasons  peculiar  to  that  school,  and  then  only 
by  express  permission  of  the  Superintendent.

CHAPTER  XVII. 

Regulations  of  the  Kindergartens. 

Section    240.     The   Kindergartens    shall    be  under   the 
charge  of  the  Director  of  Kindergartens  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  Superintendent,  and  in 
struction  shall  be  given  to  children  of  three 
years  of  age  and  upwards.     The  sessions  of 
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shall  be  such  as  the  Board  shall  determine,  which  shall  also 
prescribe  the  course  of  instruction. 

Sect.  241.     Instructors  of  Kindergartens  shall  regularly  ips'ructors  to

If  any  child  is  absent 
for  three  successive  days,  the  instructor  shall  ascertain  the 
cause  of  absence  by  making  a  visit  to  the  child's  home.  No 
corporal  punishment  nor  physical  restraint  of  any  kind 
shall  be  used  in  a  Kindergarten.

CHAPTER   XIX. 

Regulations  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

Districts.  SECTION  251.    The  cit}'  shall  be  divided  into  districts,  com- 

prising a  Grammar  School,  a  certain  number  of  Primary 
Schools,  and  a  Kindergarten,  or  Kindergartens,  as  the 
Board  shall  designate,  each  district  taking  the  name  of  the 
G-rammar  School. 

Special  permits.  Sect.  252.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  or  retained 
in  any  grammar  school  except  that  of  the  district  in  which 
such  pupil  lives,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Super- 
intendent. 

Section  253.  The  pupils  in  the  Grammar  Schools  shall 
be  divided  into  six  grades,  and  each  grade  ma}'  be  sub- 
divided as  its  numbers  may  require.  The  lowest  grade 
in  these  schools  shall  be  designated  the  fourth  grade. 
The  course  of  study  shall  be  for  either  four  or  six  years, 
and  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Superintendent  and  approved 
by  the  Board.  If. any  division  complete  the  course  of 
study  assigned  to  its  grade  pi-evious  to  the  regular  time  for 
promotion,  it  ma}^,  with  the  approval  of  the  principal,  begin 
upon  the  text-books  prescribed  for  the  next  higher  grade. 

Sect.  254.  Lessons  to  be  learned  out  of  school  shall  be 
such  as  a  pupil  of  good  capacity  can  learn  in  an  hour's 
study  at  most,  and  shall  not  be  required  from  the  pupils  in 
the  Primary  Schools,  or  in  the  Grammar  Schools  below 
the  seventh  grade,  and  no  such  lessons  shall  be  required 
during  the  month  of  June,  except  from  pupils  of  the  ninth 
grade.  Lessons  to  be  studied  in  school  shall  not  be  such 
as  to  require  a  pupil  of  ordinary  capacity  to  study  out  of 
school  to  learn  them. 

Sect.  255.  No  pupil  shall  be  placed  in  an  ungraded 
class  for  misconduct.  Sewing  shall  be  taught  in  any  un- 
graded class  of  ^irls,  if  the  Superintendent  and  principal 
deem  it  expedient.  Any  Primary  pupil,  over  eight  years  of 
age,  uiay  be  removed  to  an  ungraded  class  by  the  principal. 
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Sect.  256.     Instruction  in  sewing  may  be  extended  into  Extension  of 
other  grades  of  tlie  Grammar  Schools  than  those  provided  sewing. 
for  in  the  course  of  study,  by  the  Board,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superintendent. 

•Sect.  257.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principals  to  Organization, 
superintend  the  organization  of  all  the  grades  of  the  Gram- 
mar Schools.  No  pupil  who  is  qualified  for  admission  to  Graduates. 
a  High  School  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  ninth  grade  of  a 
Grammar  School  after  the  close  of  the  year  in  which  he 
was  a  member  of  such  grade. 

Sect.  258.     In  the  arrangement  of  the  studies  and  reci-  Forenoon

tatious  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  those  which  most  severely 
task  the  pupils  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  assigned  to 
the  forenoon.

The  master  shall  be  responsible  for  all  the 
books  of  reference,  globes,  maps,  and  charts  of  his  school, 
and   shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  September,  make  a 
correct  return  of  the  same  to  the  Committee  on  Supplies. 


CHAPTER   XX. 

Regulations  of  the  Latin  and  High  Schools. 

Section  263.     The  general   Regulations  of   the  Public  Latin  and  High 
Schools,  Chapter  XVI.,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  are  Schools, 
required  to  be  enforced  in  all  the  Latin  and  High  Schools. 

Sect.  264.     The  course  of  study  for  the  Latin  Schools  course  of  study, 
shall  be  for  six  years,  and  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Super- 
intendent, and  approved  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  265.      Graduates   of    the    Grammar    Schools    to  Admission  of 
whom  diplomas  have  been  awarded  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Grammar  °^ 
Latin  Schools,  without  examination,  or  to  such  advanced  Schools. 
classes  thereof  as  their  qualifications  may  entitle  them  to 
enter.       Other  applicants  for  admission  shall   be  at  least  other  appu- 
eleven  years  of  age,  and  shall  present  certificates  of  character 
from  the  principals  of  the  schools  they  last  attended,  and 
pass  an  examination  equivalent  to  that  required  for  admis- 
sion to  the  seventh  grade  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  on  the 
third  Saturday  in  June,  and  on  the  Tuesday  following  the 
first  Monday  in  September,  the  questions  for  such  examin- 
ations to  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     Candi- 
dates for  admission  to  the  Latin  Schools  must  present  a 
written  statement  from  parents  or  guardians  of  their  inten- 
tion to  give  such  candidates  a  collegiate  education. 

Sect.  266.    The  course  of  study  for  the  High  Schools  shall  Course  of 
be  for  three  years,  and  shall  be  arranged  by  the  Superin-  ye"ars.' 
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tendent  and  approved  by  the  Board.  An  advanced  course 
of  one  year  more  for  such  pupils  as  have  completed  the 
tliree  years'  course  shall  be  arranged  bj"  the  Superintendent 
and  approved  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  267.  The  examination  of  applicants  for  admission 
to  the  High  Schools  who  are  not  graduates  of  the  Grammar 
Schools  shall  take  place  on  the  third  Friday  and  Saturday 
in  June,  and  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  following  the 
first  Monday  in  September,  and  shall  be  conducted  at  the 
same  time  in  each  study,  and  with  the  same  questions, 
which  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Ap- 
plicants shall  present  certificates  of  good  character  from 
the  principals  of  the  schools  they  last  attended,  and  shall 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  which  shall  be  equivalent 
to  that  required  for  graduation  from  the  Grammar  Schools. 

Sect.  268.  Pupils  who  are  members,  but  not  graduates, 
of  Grammar  Schools,  or  who  have  been  members  of  such 
schools  at  any  time  within  the  current  municipal  year, 
shall  not  be  admitted  to  an  examination  for  admission  to 
any  High  School ;  provided^  that  boys  who  have  attained 
the  age  of  fourteen,  and  girls  who  have  attained  the  age 
of  fifteen,  though  members,  but  not  graduates,  of  Gram- 
mar Schools,  may  be  examined  at  the  appointed  time,  and 
admitted,  if  qualified  ;  and  the  principals  shall  grant,  or, 
for  suflScient  reason,  decline  to  grant,  the  required  certif- 
icate of  good  character. 

Sect.  269.  Pupils  under  the  age  of  thirteen  years  shall 
not  be  admitted  to  any  High  School  without  special  per- 
mission of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  270.  The  Superintendent  shall  admit  pupils  eli- 
gible for  High  School  instruction  to  a  High  School,  in  any 
district  other  than  that  in  which  they  reside,  the  same  hav- 
ing been  first  designated  by  their  parents  or  guardians,  in 
a  written  communication  to  him,  and  no  pupil  shall  be 
transferred  from  one  High  School  to  another,  except  by  his 
permission. 

Sect.  271.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  grant  certifi- 
cates of  proficiency  to  such  pupils  in  the  Latin  and  High 
Schools  as  have  satisfactorily  completed  a  part  of  the 
authorized  course  of  study.  These  certificates  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  principal  of  the 
school. 

Sect.  272.  Pupils  who  have  completed  the  course  of 
study  in  the  Latin  or  High  Schools  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  diploma, 
and  those  who  have  completed  the  advanced  course  in  the 
High  Schools  to  an  additional  diploma  on  the  same  con- 
dition. 
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Sect.   273.     AVhenever  any  question  is  vaised,  under  the  Questions  to  be 
Eegulations  of  tlie  Board,  in  regard  to  the  admission  of  peSntMiden^!^ 
an  applicant,  it  shall  be  decided  by  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  274.    Instruction  in  military  drill  shall  be  given  in  Miiitai-y  drill. 
the  Latin  and  High  Schools,  under  the  charge  of  a  special 
drill  officer,  to  all  boys  of  good  physical  condition,  who  are 
thirteen  years  old,  or  more.      Tlie  time  occupied  in  drill 
shall  not  exceed  two  hours  in  each  week. 


CHAPTER    XXI. 

Regulations  of  the  Boston  Normal  School. 

Section  280.     The  Boston  Normal  School  is  established  Boston  Normal 
for  the  purpose  of   giving  professional  instruction  to  the  ^'=^°°^- 
young  women  who  intend  to  become  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  of    Boston.     The  course  of   study   in  this   school  course  of  study, 
shall  be  for  two  years,  and  shall  be  divided  into  four  terms 
of  half  a  year  each. 

Sect.  281.     Candidates  for  admission  must  be  at  least  candidates  for 
eighteen  years  of  age,  unless  an  exception  is  made  by  the  ^^dmission. 
Superintendent,  and  must  be  recommended  for  admission 
by  the  master  of  the  last  school  they  attended.     Those 
who  have  completed  the  fourth  year  of  the  High  School 
course,  and  those  who  shall  have  received  from  a  univer- 
sity or  college,   which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superin- 
tendent  conjointly   with    the    head-master,    a    degree    or 
certificate  of  graduation,  will  be  admitted  without  exam- 
ination.    Those  who  shall  have  received  from  a  university  Examination 
or  college,  from  a  State  Normal  School,  or  from  such  other  for  admission, 
institutions'  as  give  pedagogical  instruction,  approved  by 
the    Superintendent    conjointly    with   the    head-inaster,    a 
degree  or  certificate  of  graduation,  may  be  admitted  to  the 
first  class  if  they  prove  to  be  qualified,  and  may  take  the 
kindergarten  course  or  any  of  the  other  optional   courses 
in  one  year.     Other  candidates  must  show  to  the  Superin- 
tendent conjointly  with  the  head-master,   both  by  exami- 
nation and  recommendation,  that  they  are  qualified.    Pupils 
shall  be  admitted  to  this  school  for  the  regular  and  special 
courses  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  school  year.     All  pupils  Probation. 
shall  be  put  on  probation,  and  as  soon  as,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  head-master,  they  prove 
unsuitable  for  this  school,  shall  be  discharged. 

Sect.  282.  Pupils  who  fail  of  promotion  or  graduation  PupUs  failing 
may  join  the  following  class  ;  but  no  pupil  shall  repeat  the  of  promotion, 
work  of  any  class  more  than  once. 

Sect.  283.     A  diploma  of  graduation  from  the  Normal  certificates  of 
School,  issued  after  the  year  1872,  shall  entitle  the  holder  qualification. 
to  receive   a  certificate  of  qualification,  Grammar  School, 
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Class  B ;  but  those  who  take  the  kindergarten  course  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  certificates  of  qualification  as  teachers 
of  the  Kindergartens  and  Primary  Schools  only.  When 
teachers  are  to  be  employed  in  the  public  schools,  graduates 
of  this  school  shall  have  the  preference,  other  things  being 
equal. 

Sect.  284.  The  text-books  used  in  this  school  shall  be 
such  of  the  text-books  used  in  the  other  public  schools  of 
the  city  as  are  needed  for  the  course  of  study,  and  such 
others  as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  285.  This  school  shall  begin  on  the  Wednesday 
following  the  first  Monday  in  September ;  and  shall  close 
on  such  day  of  the  week  preceding  the  Fourth  of  July  as 
the  Board  may  direct. 

Sect.  286.  The  head-master  shall  annually  make  a 
report  to  the  Superintendent,  which,  under  their  direction, 
shall,  in  whole  or  in  part,  be  printed,  with  a  catalogue  of 
the  school,  and  be  sent  to  tlie  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  principals  of 
schools,  and  the  members  of  the  graduating  classes  of  High 
Schools. 

Sect.  287.  When  a  graduate  of  this  school  is  appointed 
as  teacher  in  anj^  public  school  of  this  city,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  head-master  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made  by 
his  assistants,  one  or  more  visits  to  her  school  for  the  pur- 
pose of  criticism  and  suggestions  in  regard  to  her  teaching. 

Sect.  288.  Such  instruction  shall  be  given,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Normal  School,  to  teachers  in  the  employ  of 
the  city,  as  the  Superintendent  may  direct.  Special  instruc- 
tion in  music  and  drawing  shall  be  given  in  this  school, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Directors  of  these  departments. 

Sect.  289.  The  Superintendent  shall,  in  the  month  of 
September  of  each  year,  after  consultation  with  the  prin- 
cipals of  schools,  designate  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  —  the  number  to  be  not  less 
than  fifty  —  to  act  as  training  teachers.  The  head-master 
shall  send  the  Normal  pupils  into  the  Training  School  and 
into  the  rooms  of  the  other  training  teachers  for  observa- 
tion and  practice  in  teaching,  under  his  direction,  four 
weeks  during  the  second  term,  eight  weeks  during  the 
third  term,  and  four  weeks  during  the  fourth  term  ;  and 
he  may  send  them,  under  proper  guidance,  to  study  the 
Museums  of  Natural  History  and  Fine  Arts,  and  important 
manufacturing  industries.  The  principals  of  schools  in 
which  the  Normal  pupils  observe  and  practise  shall  report 
to  the  head-master,  in  writing,  their  opinion  of  the  teach- 
ing and  governing  ability  of  such  pupils.  Pupils  who  take 
the  kindergarten  course  shall  be  required  to  observe  and 
practise  in  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  only  eight  weeks. 
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Other  needed  observation   shall  be   made  in  the  Kinder- 
gartens. 

Sect.  290.  There  shall  be  a  post-graduate  course  of  ^ost-gi-aduate 
one  year  in  this  school,  for  the  further  study  of  the  princi- 
ples of  education  and  methods  of  instruction,  and  for  ob- 
servation and  practice  in  teaching  ;  and  pupils  attending 
this  course  may  be  employed  as  substitutes,  or  temporary 
teachers,  or  appointed  as  permanent  teachers.  Regular 
instruction  shall  be  provided  for  the  pupils  of  the  post- 
graduate class  for  one  terra  only  ;  but  they  may  attend  the 
instruction  given  in  the  other  classes  for  the  rest  of  the 
year. 

Sect.   291.     The  course  of  study  in  this  school  is  pur- ^Jouree  of  study, 
sued  with  special  reference  to  teaching,  and  is  as  follows  :

The  Rice  Training  School  is  intended  to  |"j^j,°|°8^ 
give  the  pupils  of  the  Normal  School  a  practical  knowledge 
of  the  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline  in  the  public 
schools  of  Boston. 

Sect.  293.    The  head-master  of  the  Normal  School  shall  ^^f^^;™^^*^'"'* 
have  the  direction  of  the  observation,  practice,  and  methods 
of  instruction  in  the  Training  School,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  294.     The  principal  of  the  Training  School  shall  P'^'^'J^pai  of 
perform    in  that  school   the  usual   duties  of   master  of   a  School. 
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Grammar  School,  and  such  duties  in  connection  with  the 
Normal  School  as  the  Superintendent  ma}'  direct. 

Sect.  295.  The  course  of  study  in  the  Training  School 
shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  Grammar  and  Primary'  Schools 
of  the  cit}'. 

Sect.  296.  The  instructors  in  the  Normal  School  shall 
perform  such  service  in  the  Training  School  as  the  head- 
master may  direct. 


CHAPTER   XXII. 
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Regulations  of  Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf. 

Section  298.  This  school  was  established  by  the  Boston 
School  Committee,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  as  a  day  school  for  deaf  children,  to  whom  it 
may  be  accessible. 

Sect,  299.  Pupils  over  five  years  of  age  are  admitted, 
in  accordance  with  an  act  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1869 
(Public  Statutes,  Chap.  41,  Sect.  16)  : 

''  With  the  approval  of  the  Board  [of  Education]  the 
Governor  may  send  such  deaf-mutes  or  deaf  children  as  he 
may  deem  fit  subjects  for  instruction,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Commonwealth,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years  in  the 
case  of  any  pupil,  to  the  American  Asylum  at  Hartford,  or 
to  the  Clarke  Institution  for  Deaf-mutes  at  Northampton, 
or  any  other  school  for  deaf-mutes  in  this  Commonwealth, 
as  the  parents  or  guardians  may  prefer." 

Sect.  300.  This  school  is  designed  to  give  an  elementary 
English  education,  but,  as  a  preparation  for  this,  it  must 
first  impart  to  pupils  entering  as  deaf-mutes  the  meaning 
and  use  of  ordinary  language.  It  aims  to  teach  all  of  its 
pupils  to  speak,  and  to  read  the  speech  of  others  from  their 
lips.  The  General  Regulations  of  the  Public  Schools, 
Chapter  XVI.,  so  far  as  applicable,  are  to  be  enforced  in 
this  school. 

Sect.  301.  Pupils  who  have  completed  the  course  of 
study  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  diploma. 

Sect.  302.  The  sessions  of  this  school  shall  begin  at  9 
A.M.  and  close  at  2  P.M.,  on  ever}'  week  da}'  except 
Saturday,  when  there  shall  be  no  session. 
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CHAPTER    XXIII. 

Regulations  of  the  Evenmg  Scliools. 

Section  305.     Evening  Schools    for   adults,    and    such  fj^oo^s^estab 
children  as  are  unable  to  attend  the  day  schools,  ma^^  be  lished. 
established  by  the  Superintendent  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  as  follows  : 

1.  One  Evening  High  School  for  pupils  from  all  parts  admS"""*"" 
of  the  city  who  are  qualified  for  admission.     No  pupil  shall 

attend  this  school  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  exam- 
ination in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  geography. 

2.  Elementary    Evening   Schools  may   be    established.  Establishing  of

3.  No  Evening  School  shall  be  established  unless  forty 
pupils  have  previously  pledged  themselves  to  attend    the 

same  regularly ;  and  any  Evening  School  shall  be  discon-  ^/EvenhiT"''^ 
tinned  when  the  average  attendance  of  the  preceding  month  Schools. 
has  fallen  below  thirty. 

4.  The  Superintendent   shall  have    the  general  charge 
and  supervision  of  these  schools. 

Sect.  306.     The  term  of  the  Evening  Schools  shall  begin  Evening 
on  the  last  Monday  in  September,  and  close  on  the  second  Schools. 
Friday  in  March.     The  two  weeks  immediately  preceding  Vacation, 
the  first  school  day  in  January  shall  be  vacation.     The  ses-  '^^^^^o"^- 
sions  of  the  Evening  High  School  shall  begin  at  half-past 
seven  and  close  at  half-past  nine  o'clock  ;  the  sessions  of 
the  Elemental'}'  Schools  shall  begin  at  seven  o'clock  and 
close  at  nine  o'clock,  on  the  five  evenings  of  the  week  from 
Monday  to  Friday,  both  inclusive,  the  eveningsof  legal  hol- 
idays excepted.     The  school-rooms  shall  be  open  and  the 
teachers  shall  be  present  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time 
for  the  session  to  begin. 

Sect.  307.  The  principal  shall  be  responsible  for  the  ftr™f°ap°ii.' 
general  management  of  the  school.  The  principal  of  each  cants. 
school,  with  as  many  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  shall 
be  in  attendance  at  the  school-rooms  for  the  examination, 
registry,  and  classification  of  applicants  for  admission,  on 
such  evenings  before  the  beginning  of  the  term  as  the 
Superintendent  may  designate. 

Sect.  308,  The  principals  shall  make  a  monthly  report  Monthly  report, 
to  the  Superintendent,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  the  month  following  that 
covered  by  such  report.  The  principal  of  each  Evening  I'ecords. 
School  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  the  attendance  of 
every  pupil,  and  once  each  month  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  309.     No  pupil  in  the  day  schools  shall  be  admitted  ^upa'''°''  °^ 
to  an  Evening  School  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
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Superintendeut.  No  person  under  eighteen  years  of  age 
shall  be  received  as  a  pupil  in  any  Evening  School  until  he 
has  stated  to  the  principal  thereof  what  evenings  he  can 
probably  attend,  and  has  pledged  himself  to  attend  ui)on 
those  evenings  as  regularly  as  his  circumstances  will  per- 
mit. No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Evening  High 
School  who  is  unable  to  attend  at  least  two  evenings  per 
week,  except  b}'  permission  of  the  Superintendent.  The 
principal  shall  enter  the  name,  adth-ess,  and  the  evenings 
for  the  attendance  of  each  pupil,  in  a  book  kept  for  tlie 
purpose.  Any  pupil  who  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
school  for  three  consecutive  evenings  on  which  his  attend- 
ance is  due  shall  be  discharged,  and  shall  not  be  readmitted 
until  he  shall  have  satisfactorily  explained  his  absence.  A 
principal  may  discharge  a  pupil  for  disobedience  or  improper 
conduct ;  and  such  pupil  shall  not  be  reinstated  without  the 
consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  310.  Public  examinations  or  exhibitions  may  be 
held  at  the  close  of  the  season,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Superintendent. 

Sect.  311.  The  courses  of  study  for  the  Evening  Schools 
shall  be  arranged  by  the  Superintendent  and  approved  by 
the  Board. 

Sect.  312.  The  truant  officers,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
be  detailed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Committee  on  Truant 
Officers,  shall  render  such  service  in  connection  with  the 
Evening  Schools  as  may  be  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  313.  The  Superintendent  shall  report  to  the 
Board,  for  approval,  such  school-houses,  or  other  buildings, 
as  are  needed  for  the  use  of  the  Evening  Schools. 

Sect.  314.  The  Evening  Schools  shall  be  governed  by 
the  Regulations  of  the  School  Committee  other  than  those 
contained  in  this  chapter,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

Sect.  315.  A  certificate  for  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, good  deportment,  and  general  proficiency  shall 
be  awarded  b}^  the  Superintendent  to  pupils  in  the  Evening 
Schools,  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Certificates  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  principal.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  award  diplomas  to  such  members 
of  the  Evening  Elementary  Schools  as  shall  have  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  with  the  questions  adopted  by  the 
Supervisors. 

Sect.  316.  The  Supervisors  shall  award  certificates  of 
proficiency  in  the  different  branches  of  study  to  such  pupils 
in  the  Evening  High  School  at  the  close  of  the  term  as  shall 
have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  with  questions 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  A  pupil  receiving  six 
full  certificates,  or  their  equivalent,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
diploma  of  graduation  from  the  school.  Certificates  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Superintendent  and  the  principal  of  the  school. 
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CHAPTER   XXIV. 

Kegulations   of  the    Free    Evening    Schools  for  Industrial 

Drawing. 

Section  320.  Evening  Schools  for  free  inslruction  in  Evening  Draw- 
industrial  drawing,  under  the  direction  of  the  Master  of  '"^^ 
Evening  Drawing  Schools,  may  be  established  in  such  of 
the  school-houses,  —  with  the  consent  of  the  Committee 
on  School  Houses,  —  and  in  such  other  places  as  the  Super- 
intendent with  the  approval  of  the  Board  shall  from  time 
to  time  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  321.     There  sliall   be  one  term  of    the   Evening  Term. 
Drawing  Schools,  beginning  on  the  third  Monday  in  Octo- 
ber and  continuing  for  sixty-six  working  nights. 

Sect.  322.  The  schools  shall  be  opened  at  half-past  sessions, 
seven  o'clock,  and  closed  at  half-past  nine  o'clock,  on 
Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  of  each  week,  the  even- 
ings of  legal  holidays  excepted.  The  rooms  shall  be  open 
and  the  teachers  present  fifteen  minutes  before  the  begin- 
ning of  school  hours. 

Sect.  323.     The  teachers  of  each  school  shall  be  in  at-  Examination, 
tendance   at   the    school   buildings,   for    the   examination,  cants?  ^^^ ' 
registry,  and  classification  of  applicants  for  admission,  on 
such  evenings,  before  the  beginning  of  the  term,  as  the 
Master  may  designate. 

Sect.  324.     No  person  shall  be  admitted  under  the  age  Age  for  admis- 
of  fifteen  years,  or  at  any  time  other  than  the  beginning  of 
the  term,  except  by  express  permission  of  the  Master. 

Sect.  325.     The   Master  shall  require  the  principal   of  Record  of 
each  Evening  Drawing  School  to  keep  an  exact  record  of 


the  attendance  of  evei-y  pupil,  and  shall  notify  the  Super-  uigcontinuance 
intendent  when  the  average  number  of  pupils  requires  the  of  school, 
discontinuance    of    any   school,    or   the   dismissal   of   any 
teacher.     At  tlie  end  of  the  term  tlie  Master  shall  make  a  Report  at  end 
full  report  of  the  attendance  in  each  of  the  Evening  Draw- 
ing Schools  to  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  326.  A  teacher  ma}'  discharge  a  pupil  for  dis- Discharge  of 
obedience  or  improper  conduct,  with  the  consent  of  the^"^*®' 
Superintendent,  and  shall  communicate  to  the  principals 
of  the  other  P^vening  Drawing  Schools  the  names  of  all 
pupils  thus  dismissed.  No  pupil  discharged  for  misconduct 
shall  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  other  Evening  Drawing 
Schools,  without  the  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

Si':CT.  327.     A  general  exhibition   shall  be  held  at  the  Exhibitions, 
olose  of  the  term,  and  di|)lonQas  awarded  to  those  pupils    '^  °™'*^' 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Master,  have  completed  the 
course  creditably.     The   date    of    the    exhibition  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Master,  and  announced   in  the   schools 
not  later  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  close  of  the  term. 
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Section  330.  These  schools  are  established  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  manual  instruction  to  the  pupils  of  the  pub- 
lic schools.  The  morning  sessions  of  these  schools  shall 
begin  at  nine  o'clock  and  close  at  twelve  o'clock  ;  the  after- 
noon sessions  shall  begin  at  two  o'clock  and  close  at  four 
o'clock.  The  schools  of  cookery  shall  begin  on  the  second 
Monday  in  September  and  close  on  the  first  Friday  in  June. 

Sect.  331.  The  principals  of  districts,  wherever  classes 
in  manual  training  are  established,  shall  be  required  to 
furnish  scholars  from  the  grades  under  their  care,  the  num- 
ber to  be  determined  by  the  Superintendent.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  also  to  see  that  pupils  are  punctual  and  regular 
in  their  attendance,  and  are  not  excused  from  any  lesson 
without  imperative  reason.  Whenever  classes  are  detained, 
prompt  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  teachers. 

Sect.  332.  Pupils  of  classes  in  manual  training  shall 
attend  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  alternatel}',  when- 
ever practicable,  in  order  that  each  pupil  shall  have  an  equal 
amount  of  instruction.  Pupils  beginning  a  course  of  in- 
struction in  manual  training  shall  be  required  to  complete 
the  same,  unless  excused  by  the  Superintendent.  No  pupil 
shall  be  admitted  to  classes  in  domestic  economy  below  the 
seventh  grade,  unless  permission  is  given  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Sect.  333,  All  exhibitions  of  manual  training  sliall  be 
in  charge  of  the  teachers  of  that  department. 

Sect.  334.  Such  records  shall  be  kept,  and  such  reports 
shall  be  made  to  the  Superintendent,  as  he  shall  prescribe. 
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CHAPTER  XXVI. 

Regulations  of  the  Eastburn  School  Fund. 

Section  337.  The  interest  of  the  Eastburn  School  Fund 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  citj^  treasury,  from  time  to  time, 
as  needed,  by  the  head-master  of  the  Normal  School,  on 
the  order  of  the  Auditing  Clerk,  on  vote  of  the  Committee 
on  Accounts. 

Sect.  338.  The  money  thus  received  shall  be  expended 
by  the  head-master,  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintend- 
ent, for  the  benefit  of  deserving  and  poor  scholars  attend- 
ing the  Boston  Normal  School. 

Sect.  339.'  The  head-master  shall  keep  an  account 
of  such  expenditures,  with  vouchers,  which  account 
shall   be    open   to    the   inspection    of   the   Board ;    and    a 
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statement  of  the  expenditures  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Committee  on  Accounts,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and 
July . 

Sect.  340.     The  head-master's  account  shall  be  audited,  AudUingTof 
semi-annually,  by  the  -Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ac-  penduures. 
counts,  after  which  the  vouchers    shall    be  filed  with  the 
Auditing  Clerk,  and  opened  only  thereafter  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 


CHAPTER    XXVII. 

Regulations  of  the   Truant  Officers. 

Section  341.  The  several  school  districts  having  been  ^^j^g°™''°*  °f 
so  grouped  together  as  to  make  the  labors  of  the  officers  as 
nearly  equal  as  possible,  each  truant  officer  shall  be  as- 
signed to  one  of  these  groups,  and  sliall  be  held  responsible 
under  these  regulations,  and  such  regulations  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  Truant  Officers  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe, 
for  the  judicious  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.  The  Committee  on  Truant  Officers  shall  appoint 
one  of  tlie  officers,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  as 
chief  of  the  truant  force.  The  truant  officers  shall  perform 
their  duties  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 

Sect.  342.  Each  truant  officer  shall  give  his  whole  time  f^^^ief. 
to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  except  as  may 
be  otherwise  provided  for  vacations  by  the  Committee  on 
Truant  Officers.  He  shall  endeavor  to  procure  the  attend-  Duties  of 
ance  at  school  of  all  the  children  of  the  districts  assigned  officers. 
to  him  who  are  required  by  the  law  to  attend  school, 
and  especially  of  such  as  are  not  members  of  any  school, 
visiting  them  at  their  homes  or  places  of  employment,  or 
looking  after  them  in  the  streets  for  this  purpose  ;  and  he 
shall,  by  persuasion  and  argument,  both  with  the  children 
and  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  by  other  means  than 
legal  compulsion,  strive  to  secure  such  attendance.  He  shall, 
at  least  once  a  month,  consult  the  record-book  of  certificates 
of  attendance  issued  to  pupils,  and  see  that  such  pupils 
return  to  school  on  the  expiration  of  the  certificates,  or 
report  the  reason  for«  their  not  returning,  to  the  principal. 

Sect.  343.  The  truant  officers  shall  not  be  employed  Occasional ab- 
to  inquire  into  the  occasional  absence  of  pupils  of  the  ^^°*'^  °  ^"^^^  ^° 
public  schools  who  are  not  suspected  of  truancy,  or  be 
required  to  visit  those  suspended  by  principals,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Truant  Officers. 
When  their  services  are  requested  by  the  teachers  to 
inquire  into  the  absence  of  pupils  suspected  of  truancy,  the 
truant  officers  shall  take  action  in  those  cases  only  which  are 
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reported  to  them  with  the  details  properly  given  ou  the 
regular  truant  cards  furnished  for  the  purpose.  When 
the  services  of  an  officer  are  required  l)y  a  teacher  for  any 
purpose  other  than  that  recited  above,  tlie  teacher  shall 
fill  out  the  special  blank  (Information  Card)  furnished  for 
the  purpose,  clearly  stating  the  details  and  the  information 
desired.  These  blanks  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
principal  of  the  district,  except  that  the  principal  may 
designate  one  teacher  in  such  school  buildings  in  his  dis- 
trict as  are  located  at  long  distances  from  the  Grammar 
School,  who  shall  countersign  Information  Card  in  place 
of  the  principal ;  a  list  of  such  teachers  to  be  sent  to  the 
chief  and  to  the  officer  of  the  district.  The  officers  shall 
investigate  all  cases  properly  referred  to  them,  and  report 
upon  them  as  soon  as  possible.  They  shall  note  on  the 
back  of  each  truant  card  and  information  card  the  date  on 
which  their  investigations  are  completed,  and  affix  their 
signatures.  These  cards  and  blanks  shall  be  returned  to 
the  principals,  who  shall  indorse  them  and  forward  them 
once  a  week  to  the  chief  truant  officer.  Truant  officers 
shall  act  in  those  cases  only  which  are  referred  to  them  by 
the  teachers,  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  this  regulation. 

Sect.  347.  The  truant  officers  shall  investigate  and  re- 
port upon  cases  which  may  be  referred  to  them,  in  writing, 
by  any  committee  or  member  of  the  Board,  the  Superin- 
tendent, the  chief  truant  officer,  or  a  principal.

the  name  of  the  teacher,  and  the  number  of  instances  of 
supposed  truancy  during  the  three  months  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  filing  of  the  statement ;  thereupon  the  chief 
truant  officer,  if  in  his  judgment  the  case  is  a  proper  one 
for  prosecution,  shall  authorize  the  application  for  a  war- 
rant for  tlie  arrest  of  such  child  to  a  £;ourt  having  juris- 
diction. 

Sect.  349.  The  chief  truant  officer  shall  obtain  daily 
from  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health  the  reports  of  all^ 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  other  diseases  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  and  the  several  truant  officers  shall  imme- 
diately give  notice  thereof  to  the  principals  of  the  schools 
or   districts  assigned  to  them.

Following  out  the  line  of  policy  that  caused  the  Legis- 
lature in  its  wisdom  to  fix  a  limit  for  the  entire  expenses 
of  the  city,  it  is  but  natural  to  expect  that  the  expendi- 
tures of  all  departments  of  the  city  must  conform  in 
some  manner,  to  the  end  that  the  law  can  be  complied 
with,  and  at  the  same  time  not  cripple  any  of  the  several 
departments. 
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This  committee  admit  the  justice  of  the  argument 
that  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  city  to  comply  with 
a  nine-dollar  limit,  if  any  department  of  the  city  could 
legally  incur  expenses  to  an  unlimited  amount ;  yet,  on 
the  other  hand,  we  believe  that  the  citizens  of  Boston 
demand  that  as  much  of  the  revenue  of  the  city  should 
be  used  as  may  be  necessary  for  a  liberal  support  of  the 
schools. 

Your  committee,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
matter,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  not  less  than 
two  dollars  and  eighty  cents  ($2.80)  on  a  thousand  of 
the  average  assessed  valuation  of  the  city  for  the  past 
five  years  will  be  needed  to  meet  the  net  running  ex- 
penses of  the  schools  for  the  present  financial  year,  two 
dollars  and  ninety  cents  ($2.90)  for  the  financial  year 
1899-1900,  after  which  three  dollars  ($3.00)  at  least 
wall  be  required  for  subsequent  years. 

Your  committee  would  also  request  to  have  incorpo- 
rated in  the  bill  the  provision  that  any  unexpended  balance 
of  any  year  be  carried  forward  for  use  in  subsequent 
years.

The  heating  is  by  four  furnaces  ;  the  ventilation  is  by 
means  of  galvanized-iron  ducts  from  each  room,  through 
which  the  vitiated  air  is  drawn  to  the  basement  to  a 
central  aspirating  flue,  and  thence  through  the  flue  to 
the  roof.  The  heating  apparatus  is  in  fair  condition. 
The  sanitaries  are  the  dry  closet  system,  the  fecal  matter 
remaining  in  a  brick  trough  under  seats,  where  it  is 
burnt  out  at  certain  intervals,  the  smoke  and  odors  pass- 
ing off"  through  a  chimney  to  the  external  air.  The 
urinal  is  also  known  as  the  dry  closet  system,  no  water 
being  used  in  connection  therewith. 

The  expense  of  installing  mechanical  ventilation,  i.e., 
a  cone  wheel  and  an  electric  motor  in  aspirating  shaft, 
substituting  modern  appliances  for  the  present  sanitaries 
and  urinals,  providing  new  traps,  properly  vented,  for 
sinks  and  wash-bowls,  would  be  approximately  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.

vious appropriations  and  expenditures  for  these  purposes, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

The  present  appropriation  for  the  Harris  District 
(Mary  Hemenway)  Grammar  School-house  amounts  to 
$123,760.06,  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  sufficient  for 
its  completion.  Your  committee  were  advised,  however, 
to  make  certain  changes  in  the  heating  and  ventilating 
system  designed  to  increase  its  efficiency,  which  were 
adopted  after  careful  consideration,  and  under  the  advice 
of  experts.  Your  committee  have,  also,  in  the  exercise 
of  their  best  judgment,  ordered  various  other  altera- 
tions both  in  the  building  and  in  the  grading  of  the  lot, 
which  they  are  satisfied  will  promote  the  comfort  of  the 
teachers  and  pupils,  and  add  to  the  appearance  of  the 
school.  These  changes  will  increase  the  cost  of  the 
building  to  something  over  $129,000,  and  your  com- 
mittee accordingly  recommend  the  further  appropriation 
of  $6,000  from  which  they  expect  to  be  able  to  save  a 
small  balance. 

The  original  order  passed  by  this  Board  Nov.  9,  1897, 
contemplated  the  taking  of  but  25,000  square  feet  for  a 
site  for  the  new  East  Boston  High  School.  This  order 
was  returned  by  the  Mayor  with  a  letter  addressed  to 
him  by  the  Board  of  Sti*eet  Commissioners  suggesting 
that  the  taking  be  enlarged,  and  the  school  estate  made 
an  abutter  on  Louisiana  place.  The  Board  accordingly 
rescinded  the  first  order  and  passed  another  requesting 
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the  taking  of  26,300  square  feet.  Subsequently  it  was 
discovered  by  actual  survey  that  the  description  furnished 
this  Board,  of  the  site  proposed  to  be  taken,  was  incorrect, 
and  the  second  order  was  returned  by  the  Mayor  without 
his  approval.  A  third  order  was  then  passed  requesting 
the  taking  of  27,500  square  feet,  which  the  present  site 
contains.  The  appropriation  made  by  the  Board  for  the 
purchase  of  this  lot  was  $58,000,  which  was  approxi- 
mately the  price  for  which  the  original  site  had  been 
tendered  by  the  former  owners.  Of  course  enlarging 
the  size  of  the  lot  some  2,500  square  feet  has  increased 
the  cost  correspondingly.  The  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners has  now  agreed  upon  terms  of  settlement  with 
all  the  former  owners  of  the  site,  the  cost  of  which 
will  be  as  follows,  including  a  slight  additional  expense 
recently  incurred  :

It  has  been  the  experience  of  your  committee  to  find 
as  each  new  school-house  neared  completion,  that  the 
building  can  be  improved  by  additions  to,  or  modifica- 
tions of,  the  original  plans  and  specifications,  the  neces- 
sity for  which  frequently  does  not  present  itself  until  the 
building  is  nearly  ready  for  occupancy.  With  regard 
to  the  new  Primary  School-house  on  Vernon  and  Auburn

Dear  Sir  :  In  answer  to  the  order  of  the  Common  Council  bear- 
ing date  of  the  7th  inst.,  concerning  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Dudley  School-house,  the  Board  of  Health  begs  to  state  that,  on 
examinatioij  of  this  school-house  in  December  last  and  again  on  the 
12th  inst.,  we  find  no  traps  to  sinks.  The  water-closets  and  urinals 
situated  in  the  basement  are  inadequately  flushed,  and  some  of  them 
are  out  of  order.  The  basement  is  unventilated,  and  offensive  odors 
from  the  closets  and  urinals  reach  the  school-rooms.  The  ventilat- 
ing apparatus  for  the  school-rooms  appears  to  be  ineffective,  and 
complaints  are  made  of  strong  down  draughts  through  the  exhaust 
ducts,  making  the  school-rooms  at  times  very  uncomfortable. 

To  remedy  this  faulty  condition  the  Board  would  respectfully 
recommend  that  the  ventilating  shafts  be  extended  through  the  roof, 
and  provided  with  sufficient  power  by  fan  or  heat  to  secure,  an 
adequate  and  constant  upward  current  of  air ;  that  the  urinals  and 
closets  in  tlie  basement  be  repaired,  provided  with  better  means  of 
flusliing  and  ventilation.

The  cooperation  of  your  Board  has  rendered  possible  a  new  work, 
which  we  believe  to  be  of  distinct  value,  and  we  desire  to  share  with 
you  the  many  and  spontaneous  expressions  of  grateful  appreciation 
which  these  lectures  have  elicited.

I  transmit  herewith  a  certified  copy  of  chapter  400  of  the  Acts  of 
1898,  entitled  "  An  Act  relative  to  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools 
of  the  City  of  Boston,"  which  has  now  become  a  law,  and  I  invite 
your  careful  attention  to  its  provisions.  In  view  of  the  time  whicli 
lias  already  elapsed  since  the  beginning  of  the  financial  year,  I  de- 
sire to  urge  the  importance  of  the  speedy  passage  by  your  committee 
of  the  school  budget,  as  provided  by  this  act. 

The  necessity  of  keeping  school  expenses  for  the  future  strictly 
within  the  limits  which  have  now  been  fixed  by  the  Legislature  is 
obvious,  and  I  need  not  urge  upon  your  committee  that  its  appro- 
priation order  should  not  only  be  framed  so  as  to  come  within  the  limit 
for  the  present  year,  but  on  such  a  basis  as  to  keep  the  school  expen- 
ditures of  next  year  and  of  subsequent  years,  with  their  necessary 
increases,  within  the  limits  provided  by  this  act.

CHAPTER   400   OF    THE   ACTS    OF    1898. 

AN    ACT    RELATIVE     TO    THE    SDPPORT    OF     THE    PUBLIC     SCHOOLS    OF 
THE    CITY    OF     BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
forthwith,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  March  in  each  year  thereafter,  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  its 
members,  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  make  appropriations  for  the 
support  of  the  public  schools  of  said  city  for  the  financial  year, 
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including  repairs  and  alterations  on  school  buildings.  Such  appro- 
priations shall  be  made  by  items  specifying  the  purposes  for  which 
the  money  is  to  be  expended.  Such  appropriations,  which  shall  be 
included  within  the  tax  limit  of  said  city  for  municipal  purposes  as 
now  established  by  law,  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate,  upon  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  the  average  valuation  of  the  taxable  property 
in  said  city  as  ascertained  under  the  provisions  of  law  limiting  the 
rate  of  taxation  in  said  city,  the  following  sums  for  the  periods 
specified,  to  wit:  For  the  financial  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  January  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  two 
dollars  and  eighty  cents;  for  the  financial  year  ending  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred,  two  dollars  and 
eighty-five  cents ;  and  for  the  financial  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  and  for  each 
financial  year  thereafter,  two  dollars  and  ninety  cents ;  and  any  vote 
or  appropriation  requiring  a  larger  assessment  than  as  above  speci- 
fied shall  be  void,  and  said  School  Committee  shall  have  no  authority 
to  incur  any  liability  or  make  any  expenditure  in  excess  of  such 
appropriations,  anything  in  any  statute  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. Of  the  total  amount  authorized  to  be  appropriated  as 
aforesaid,  an  appropriation  of  which  the  several  items  shall  amount 
to  not  less  than  twenty-five  cents  upon  each  one  thousand  dollars  of 
said  average  valuation  shall  be  expended  only  for  such  repairs  and 
alterations  upon  school  buildings  as  said  School  Committee  shall 
order. 

Sect.  2.  The  votes  of  said  School  Committee  making  such 
appropriations  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  orders  or  votes 
of  the  City  Council  appropriating  money,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  provisions  of  law  in  respect  to  approval  by  the  Mayor,  except 
that  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  said  School  Com- 
mittee, taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  any  such 
appropriation  over  the  veto  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  3.  After  an  order  or  vote  of  said  School  Committee  making 
an  appropriation  shall  have  gone  into  effect,  the  aggregate  amount 
so  appropriated  shall  be  certified  by  the  School  Committee  to  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  and  shall  be  included  by  said  assessors  in  the 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  in  said  city  for  such  year. 

Sect.  4.  Any  balance  of  an  appropriation  so  made  by  said  School 
Committee  remaining  unexpended  at  the  close  of  any  financial  year, 
and.  not  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift, 
trust,  or  special  appropriation,  and  any  amount  within  the  limit 
above   defined  for    such  year  not  appropriated  by  said  committee 
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shall  be  added  to  tlie  amount  which  said  committee  may  appropriate, 
as  herein  authorized,  for  the  financial  year  next  ensuing. 

Sect.  5.  The  proceeds  of  any  sale  of  any  school  lands  or  build- 
ings shall  be  held  in  the  city  treasury  of  said  city,  and  used  only  for 
the  purchase  of  land  or  the  construction  of  buildings  for  school  pur- 
poses, but  shall  not  be  so  used  without  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in 
writing  in  each  specific  case.  Such  proceeds  shall  be  expended  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eight 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eigliteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  and  acts  in 
amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto. 

Sect.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

In  obedience  to  an  order  of  the  School  Committee,  passed  March 
22,  1898,  T  have  made  careful  investigation  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  the  requirements  as  to  the  vaccination  of  children  admitted 
to  the  public  schools  are  strictly  observed,  especially  as  to  pupils 
entering  the  Kindergartens.  I  have  found  that  in  a  few  instances 
children  have  been  admitted  to  the  Kindergartens  without  the  proper 
vaccination  certificate.  The  attention  of  the  principals  of  the  dis- 
tricts in  which  such  admissions  had  been  made  has  been  called  to  the 
importance  of  a  strict  observance  of  the  Regulations  in  this  matter, 
and  I  recommend  that  no  further  action  by  the  School  Committee  is 
necessary  at  this  time.

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Under  cliapter  178  of  the  Acts  of  1885  the  city  of 
Boston  is  limited  in  the  amount  that  can  be  raised  by 
taxation  to  a  certain  percentage  of  the  taxable  property, 
after  being  reduced  by  the  amount  of  all  abatements 
allowed  to  the  31st  day  of  December  in  the  year  pre- 
ceding. 

In  the  sanie  manner  the  law  recently  passed  limits  the 
School  Committee  in  their  expenditures  for  the  public 
schools  for  the  present  year  to  $2.80  per  thousand  of 
the  valuation  as  ascertained  by  the  Statutes  of  1885, 
plus  the  estimated  income. 

In  accordance  with  said  Statute  the  Assessors  of  the 
city  of  Boston  report  that  the  average  valuation  which 
forms  the  basis  for  computing  the  sum  allowed  the 
School  Committee  for  the  present  year  amounts  to 
$951,638,949.  Two  and  -^^^-^  dollars  on  each  thousand 
of  this  valuation  amounts  to  $2,664,589,  and  to  this 
should  be  added  the  estimated  income,  placed  at 
$36,000,  making  the  legal  limit  which  the  School  Com- 
mittee can  use  for  running  expenses  the  current  year 
$2,700,589. 

The  Statutes  provide  that  of  the  total  amount  author- 
ized not  less  than  twenty-five  cents  upon  each  thousand 
dollars  of  said  average  valuation  shall  be  expended  only 
for  such  repairs  and  alterations  upon  school  buildings  as 
the  School  Committee  shall  order;  and,  therefore,  of  the 
amount  allowed  for  the  present  year  $237,909  at  least 
must  be  appropriated  for  repairs,  etc. 

In  accordance  with  these  statements  your  committee 
would  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders  :

Whereas,  It  was  the  manifest  duty  of  said  Fleischer  to  the  public, 
one  of  whose  elected  servants  he  has  traduced,  to  this  Board,  whose 
committee  he  has  in  general  terms  charged  with  corruption,  to  the 
member  whose  character  and  conduct  he  has  assailed,  to  specify  the 
particular  acts  or  omissions  which  he  has  thus  publicly  characterized 
as  "  rotten,"  and  to  press  for  appropriate  investigation  and  action  by

Mr.  Anderson  stated  that  two  members  of  the  com- 
mittee dissented  from  this  report,  and  presented  the 
following  minority  report,   signed  by  himself: 

When  this  committee  first  considered  the  proposed  revision  of  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  I  argued  in  committee  tliat  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  appointment,  transfer,  and  removal  of  teachers,  and  of 
the  courses  of  study,  should  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
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rather  than  by  the  Superintendent  alone.  I  was  unable  to  convince 
the  committee  that  my  position  was  correct,  and  yielded  my  opinion 
so  far  as  not  to  dissent  from  a  report  embodying  what  seemed  as  a 
whole  a  desirable  reform.  Maturer  consideration,  together  with  the 
counsel  of  persons  whose  experience  and  ability  entitle  their  judg- 
ment to  great  weight,  has  so  strengthened  the  view  I  have  from  the 
beginning  held  that  on  these  points  I  am  constrained  to  dissent.  I 
shall  not  here  set  forth  in  detail  the  arguments  for  my  position,  but 
one  or  two  points  may  well  be  stated. 

1.  It  is  not  expedient  or  wise  to  abandon  a  system  which  has  been 
tried  and  not  found  wanting  for  an  untried  system,  which  in  practical 
operation  may  probably  work  in  quite  a  different  way  from  that 
anticipated  by  its  authors.  About  one  year  ago  the  majority  of  this 
Board  thought  that  the  system  of  selecting  teachers  through  Division 
Committees,  without  a  regularly  required  report  from  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  had  in  practice  demonstrated  itself  defective,  and  should 
be  abandoned.  Accordingly,  the  Rules  were  so  amended  as  to 
require  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  all  cases  of  the  appointment, 
transfer,  and  removal  of  teachers,  to  make  recommendations  which 
should  be  reported  to  the  full  Board.  This  system  is  now  working 
well;  no  defect  or  abuse  has  been  pointed  out;  no  practical  reasons 
for  a  change  exist;  if  there  is  any  reason  for  a  change  it  rests  in 
theory,  pure  and  simple.  I  prefer  the  teachings  of  experience  to  the 
arbitrary  dogmas  of  theory. 

2.  But  from  the  standpoint  of  theory  alone  I  maintain  that,  at 
least,  in  a  large  city  like  Boston,  the  recommendations  should  come 
from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  a  whole,  and  not  from  their  Chair- 
man, the  Superintendent,  alone.  It  is  universally  conceded  that 
their  advice  should  be  sought  and  mainly  followed  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, if  he  should  be  the  sole  recommending  power.  To  make  him 
solely  responsible,  then,  is  to  hold  him  accountable  for  judgments 
not  of  his  own,  but  of  other  people  ;  this  is  neither  just  nor  expedientv 

Again,  the  deliberation  and  discussion  incident  to  an  administration 
by  a  Board  of  seven  constitute  an  important  safeguard  against  hasty 
or  ill-advised  appointments. 

Again,  it  is  much  more  difficult  for  persons  endeavoring  to  use 
political  or  personal  influence  in  behalf  of  candidates  not  the  best 
to  embarrass  or  control  a  Board  of  seven,  whose  ballots  may  probably 
be  secret,  the  result  only  being  known,  than  it  is  to  embarrass  or 
control  a  single  man.  The  life  of  a  Superintendent,  under  the  pro- 
posed Rules,  would  be  very  miserable  and,  officially,  very  short;  he 
cannot  do  his  duty  without  making  numerous  enemies,  and  enemies 
are  always  more  active  and  vociferous  than  friends,  not  to  say  than 
a  passive  and  non-observant  public. 
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3.  The  arguments  in  magazine  articles  as  to  the  beauties  of  one- 
man  power,  written  mainly  by  men  exercising  or  desirous  of  exercis- 
ing the  autocratic  government  which  they  so  laud  and  magnify,  do 
not  convince  me  that  a  method  of  administration  from  whose  abuses 
the  human  race  has  for  centuries  struggled  to  extricate  itself  should 
now_  be  readopted,  because  the  fallibility  of  human  nature  has 
remained  evident  in  democratic  institutions.  In  New  England  we 
have  been  brought  up  under  the  town-meeting  system  of  govern- 
ment, and  our  people  believe  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  that 
system,  where  it  is  practicable  to  apply  them.  One-man  power  has 
never  been  a  part  of  that  system,  but  in  decisions  by  Boards  com- 
posed of  several  the  people  of  New  England  habitually  acquiesce. 
It  is  not  sound  policy  to  run  counter  to  the  ingrained  prejudices 
and  political  habits  of  the  community.  If  the  West  and  South  like 
miniature  despotisms  in  their  school  administration,  let  them  have 
them.  When  they  have  demonstrated  that  this  method  results  in  an 
educational  system  producing  men  and  women  better  able  to  cope 
with  the  problems  of  active  life,  and  not  merely  beautiful  from  the 
administrative  standpoint,  it  will  be  time  for  us  here  to  endeavor  to 
believe  that  one  man  knows  more  than  seven. 

4.  I  have  thus  far  spoken  only  of  the  appointment,  transfer,  and 
removal  of  teachers.  As  to  making  courses  of  study,  I  am  unable 
to  see  how  on  any  theory  this  duty  falls  within  the  scope  of  the  func- 
tions which  have  been  arbitrarily  defined  as  "  executive,"  and  there- 
fore said  to  be  properly  vested  in  one  man.  That  one  man  should 
make  the  courses  of  study  for  the  Boston  public  schools  seems  to 
me  too  absurd  a  proposition  for  argument. 

I  therefore  offer  the  following  amendments,  the  result  of  which  is 
to  transfer  the  power  of  making  recommendations  as  to  the  appoint- 
ment, transfer,  and  removal  of  teachers,  and  of  courses  of  study, 
from  the  Superintendent  alone  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  a 
whole.  If  these  amendments  are  adopted,  the  Superintendent  is  still 
the  executive  head  of  the  School  Department,  and  the  Supervisors 
are  in  many  respects  the  assistants  to  the  Superintendent.  Under 
the  Rules  as  I  would  have  them  the  Superintendent  would  have  all 
the  power  any  one  man  could  well  exercise.

city  there  would  still  be  a  need  of  special  training  for  the  better 
fitting  of  State  Normal  School  graduates  to  teach  in  the  Boston 
schools.  Other  cities,  notwithstanding  the  existence  of  State  Normal 
schools,  have  found  city  training  schools  a  necessity.  And  a  city 
training  school  is  only  cur  Normal  School  under  another  name.  The 
number  of  teachers  now  coming  from  outside  the  city  is  consider- 
able, and,  taking  them  grade  by  grade,  the  number  of  failures  among 
them  is  about  the  same  as  among  the  graduates  of  our  Normal 
School.  The  failures  come  mainly,  not  from  lack  of  scholarship, 
but  from  defects  of  temperament  and  personality.  These  defects 
when  serious  are  not  removed  by  any  sort  of  professional  training.

1.  We  believe  that  a  school  under  Boston  management  can  give 
more  definite  preparation  for  teaching  in  Boston  schools  than  a  school 
under  State  management,  which  necessarily  prepares  for  the  State  at 
large. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  personal  influence  and  suj)ervision  of 
the  teacher  over  the  individual  pupil  is  of  the  utmost  importance. 
Such  influence  and  supervision  can  be  greater  in  a  school  of  the 
size  of  the  Boston  Normal  School  than  in  a  much  larger  institution.

In  a  State  Normal  School  in  Boston 
the  numbers  would  undoubtedly  be  so  large  as  to  make  it  extremely 
difficult  to  provide  equal  opportunities  for  professional  training. 

For  these  and  other  reasons  we  believe  that  a  Normal  School 
should  form  an  integral  part  of  the  school  system  of  Boston,  and 
ask  that  your  Board  rescind  the  vote  abolishing  tlie  Boston  Normal 
School,  and  that  a  hearing  be  given  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  inter- 
ested in  the  subject.

Gentlemen:  On  Nov.  24,  1896,  your  Board  passed  the  following 
order  :  "  Ordered,  That  there  be  paid  to  James  T.  Maher  the  sura  of 
$10,570.95  as  payment  for  the  estate  at  the  corner  of  Chambers  and 
Poplar  streets,  taken  by  the  Board  May  22,  1896,  the  taking  being 
recorded  tlie  same  date,  for  school  purposes,  on  said  Maher  giving 
to  the  city  a  deed  for  the  same  which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the 
Law  Department.  Passed.  Approved  by  the  Mayor,  May  27,  1896." 
Soon  after  the  receipt  of  the  above  order  this  department  was 
notified  of  the  pendency  of  a  bill  in  equity  brought  by  other  parties 
against  Maher,  in  which  bill  these  parties  claimed  to  be  the  owners 
of  the  land,  and  that  the  deed  under  which  the  grantor,  Maher, 
claimed  was  obtained  ijy  fraud.  The  amount  was  so  large  that  we 
declined  to  pay,  or  call  the  title  satisfactory,  until  this  suit  was  dis- 
posed of,  which  it  was  a  few  months  ago  by  the  entry  of  a  finding 
for  the  defendant.  As  the  result  of  the  litigation  showed  that  Maher 
had  a  good  title,  I  suppose  the  city  had  no  legal  reason  for  not  pay- 
ing the  money,  and  if  suit  is  brought  on  the  order  that  interest  prop- 
ably  will  be  awarded.  I  understand  from  Judge  Corcoran,  who  is 
counsel  for  Mr.  Maher,  that  he  has  seen  your  Board  and  that  your 
Board  is  willing  to  pay  interest.  So  understanding,  I  have  agreed 
with  him  that  a  fair  sum  to  be  allowed  for  interest  would  be  $1,000, 
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that  being  a  little  less  than  the  interest  on  the  award  from  Jan.  1, 
1897,  to  date,  and  making  no  allowance  for  any  further  delay.  If  I 
am  correctly  informed  as  to  your  willingness  to  allow  interest  under 
these  circumstances,  I  would  advise  that  you  rescind  the  former 
vote  and  pass  a  new  vote  awarding  James  T.  Maher  tlie  sum  of 
$11,570.95,  and  informing  the  School  Committee  of  your  action,  in  the 
same  manner  as  was  done  in  tlie  case  of  Elmer  F.  Hudson,  executor 
of  the  estate  of  Keuhen  Smith.  Tlie  settlement  of  the  Hudson-Smith 
matter  was  made  in  accordance  with  a  letter  from  this  department,

on  the  table.  At  the  meeting  of  July  19  the  orders  were  taken  up  for  [See  p.  406.] 
consideration  at  the  instance  of  your  committee,  and  the  Board  placed 
itself  on  record  as  in  favor  of  continuing  the  present  schedule  of 
salaries  for  the  ensuing  year  by  a  vote  of  11  to  7.  Subsequently,  at 
the  same  meeting,  the  whole  matter,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  was 
recommitted  to  your  committee,  who  were  confronted  with  the  fol- 
lowing situation  : 

First,  The  certainty  of  a  deficit  under  the  limitations  of  chapter 
400  of  the  Acts  of  1898.  This  deficit  was  anticipated  by  the  Board 
when,  at  the  meeting  of  March  22,  a  protest  was  entered  against  the 
passage  of  any  bill  that  would  prevent  the  School  Committee  from 
carrying  out  their  agreement  with  the  instructors  in  the  public 
schools,  as  expressed  in  the  schedule  of  salaries  adopted  in  the 
summer  of  1896.  At  the  same  meeting  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
reported  that  "  no  less  than  $2.80  on  a  thousand  of  the  average 
assessed  valuation  of  the  city  for  the  past  five  years  will  be  needed 
to  meet  the  net  running  expenses  of  the  schools  for  the  present 
financial  year,  $2.90  for  the  financial  year  1899-1900,  after  which 
$3.00  at  least  will  be  required  for  subsequent  years."  The  Legislat- 
ure, however,  saw  fit  to  fix  the  limit  of  expenditure  for  the  financial 
year  ending  Jan.  31,  1899,  at  $2.80,  for  the  following  year  at  $2.85, 
and  for  subsequent  years  at  $2.90,  thus  reducing  the  estimated 
amount  necessary  for  the  proper  support  of  the  public  schools  about 
$50,000  for.  the  year  ending  Jan.  31,  1899,  and  about  $100,000  for 
the  following  year.  The  first  section  of  the  Act  referred  to  provides 
that  "  Any  vote  or  appropriation  requiring  larger  assessment  than  as 
above  specified  shall  be  void,  and  said  School  Committee  shall  have 
no  authority  to  incur  any  liability  or  make  any  ex;penditure  in  excess 
of  such  appropriation,  anything  in  any  statute  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding."    In   this   connection   it   may  be   interesting,  though 
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hardly  necessary,  to  quote  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  as 
rendered  in  response  to  an  inquiry,  as  follows  :  "  Any  member  voting 
for  an  expenditure  exceeding  this  appropriation  renders  himself  per- 
sonally liable  therefor." 

Second,  From  the  action  of  the  Board  at  its  last  two  meetings,  it  is 
evident  that  a  majority  of  the  members  are  opposed  to  the  reductions 
recommended  in  t!ie  report  of  this  committee  submitted  on  June  30. 
It  is  also  evident  that  a  majority  are  opposed  to  any  change  in  the 
present  schedule,  believing  that,  notwithstanding  certain  inequalities 
and  apparent  injustices,  it  is  manifestly  unwise  to  undertake  the 
making  of  a  new  schedule  at  the  present  time.  A  still  greater  ob- 
jection to  a  general  change  of  salaries  this  year  arises  from  the  fact 
that  unless  relief  is  secured  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  a 
deficit  of  approximately  $100,C00  for  tJie  financial  year  ending  Jan. 
31,  1900,  will  probably  render  necessary  the  adoption  of  a  new 
schedule  of  salaries. 

At  the  meeting  of  July  26  a  report  was  submitted  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Accounts,  showing  that  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  committee 
for  the  year  ending  Aug.  31,  1899,  will  exceed  the  available  appro- 
priation by  the  sum  of  $30,304. 

To  meet  this  emergency  your  committee  recommend  the  discon- 
tinuance of  compensation  to  training  teachers,  which  amounts  to 
about  $4,500  per  annum,  and  that  the  salary  of  every  person  (Superin- 
tendent, Supervisors,  Secretary,  Auditing  Clerk,  Instructors,  Janitors, 
etc.)  in  the  employ  of  the  School  Conmiittee  be  reduced  ten  per  cent, 
from  the  amount  due  them  for  the  month  of  August,  1899,  with  the 
exception  of  those  whose  salary  for  said  month  will  be  less  than  $60. 
In  computing  the  proposed  reduction  no  account  is  to  be  taken  of  any 
fraction  of  ten  dollars.  The  saving  thereby  effected  would  amount 
to  about  $15,500,  to  which  should  be  added  the  $4,500  for  the  com- 
pensation of  training  teachers,  making  a  total  of  $20,000.  If  no 
additional  Kindergartens  or  Manual  Training  Schools  are  established 
during  the  ensuing  year,  a  further  saving  of  about  $3,000  will  result, 
making  a  total  of  $23,000,  leaving  $7,804  to  be  saved  in  other 
directions,  which  your  conimiitee  are  assured  can  be  done.  Your 
committee  believe  that  this  assessment,  whicli  does  not  in  any  way 
change  the  present  schedule,  is  absolutely  fair,  and  does  not  touch 
instructors  receiving  small  salaries,  will  be  borne  cheerfully  by  every 
one  concerned.  Furthermore,  should  the  Legislature  at  its  next  ses- 
sion afEord  the  relief  that  is  anticipated,  or  should  the  required  saving 
be  effected  in  other  directions,  the  amount  deducted  from  the  salary 
of  each  individual  for  the  month  of  August,  1899,  can  be  added  to 
his  or  her  salary  for  the  month  of  September,  1899,  and  in  recom- 
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meinling  such  action,  if  it  be  found  possible,  to  the  following  Board, 
your  committee  are  convinced  that  tlie  moral  obligation  thereby  im- 
posed will  be  cheerfully  and  readily  recognized. 

Your  committee  also  recommend  that  the  scale  of  salaries  for 
teachers  of  sewing  be  rearranged  to  correspond  with  the  maximum 
salary  to  be  paid  assistants  in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools 
during  the  ensuing  year;  and  that  the  salary  of  the  assistant  princi- 
pal in  the  Roxbury  High  School  be  somewhat  increased,  both  of 
tliese  recommendations  being  repeated  from  their  report  submitted 
June  30,  and  that  the  salaries  of  all  other  instructors  continue  in 
accordance  with  the  schedule  adopted  in  September,  1897.  Your 
committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders  :

Dear  Sir:  It  is  proposed  to  signalize  the  participation  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Paris  Exposition  of  1900  by  the  erection  in  Paris, 
in  the  name  of  the  youth  of  our  land,  of  a  monument  to  the  early 
friend  and  defender  of  our  liberties.  General  La  Fayette,  the  same  to 
be  unveiled  and  dedicated  July  4,  United  States  Day,  at  the  Exposi- 
tion. 
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In  this  connection  we  send  you  herewith  a  prospectus  of  the  pro- 
posed monument. 

Tlie  idea  of  the  erection  of  a  monument  to  the  patriot  friend  of 
Washington  by  the  children  and  youth  of  America,  we  believe,  will 
appeal  not  only  to  your  pride  as  an  American  citizen,  but  to  your 
patriotism  as  well.  The  plan  of  the  Special  Commission,  appointed 
by  the  Commissioner-General,  outlined  in  the  prosjiectus,  is  largely 
a  siiggestion  for  guidance  in  the  matter  of  your  cooperation,  so  neces- 
sary to  the  success  of  the  movement.  It  is  desired,  where  possible, 
to  raise  the  fund  for  the  monviment  by  a  general  admission  to  school 
exercises,  to  be  held  universally  on  October  19,  La  Fayette  Day;  but 
where  this  is  impracticable,  particularly  among  the  smaller  children, 
the  pupils  should  be  asked  to  solicit  from  their  parents  or  acquaint- 
ance contributions  of  from  one  to  ten  cents,  to  be  donated  to  the 
fund  from  your  school. 

Your  enthusiastic  aid  is  so  essential  that  the  Commissioner  cannot 
urge  you  too  strongly  to  take  the  matter  up  in  your  community  and  in 
your  school.  Much  depends  upon  your  efforts,  and  we  trust  you  will 
call  to  your  aid  such  influences  as  the  local  conditions  may  suggest.

Your  com- 
nlittee  were  impressed  by  the  arguments  presented  by 
the  petitioners,  but,  however  fully  they  might  be  in 
sympathy  with  the  efforts  of  organized  labor  to  obtain 
just  recognition  in  the  distribution  of  public  work,-  and 
the  proposition  that  citizens  of  Boston  and  local  bid- 
ders  should  be  preferred  m   the   award  of    contracts. 
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where  such  preference  does  not  prejudice  the  public  in- 
terest, they  feel  that  it  is  clearly  not  within  their  power 
to  change  the  present  form  of  contract  upon  their  own 
responsibility,  especially  as  the  rules  provide  that  all 
contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  unless 
the  Board  shall,  for  good  cause  shown,  otherwise  order.

It  might  seem  fitting  that  some  apiiropriate  words  should  accom- 
pany the  gift,  but  to  the  people  of  Dorchester  who  knew  Dr.  Cushing 
as  citizen  and  pliysician  there  is  no  need  that  any  word  of  eulogy  be 
spoken  ;  to  those  who  did  not  know  laim  such  words,  if  any  are  to  be 
spoken,  should  not  come  from  me,  bound  as  I  am  by  ties  of  relation- 
ship and  affection. 

I  desire,  however,  in  simple  justice,  to  make  known  one  character- 
istic act  of  his  life  which  has,  from  his  modesty,  never  been  recognized, 
and  which  showed  his  generous  nature  and  patriotic  spirit.  At  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  he  was  at  the  height  of  his  practice 
and  desired  to  volunteer  as  surgeon.  Persuaded  that  his  duty  partly 
lay  at  home,  and  that  his  rather  delicate  constitution  might  impair 
his  service,  he  offered  his  services  to  Governor  Andrew  for  any 
emergency.  He  gave  them  gratuitously  in  the  examination  of  all 
who  apj)lied  for  enlistment  in  the  Dorchester  company  of  tlie  Eleventh 
Massachusetts  Regiment,  and  of  others  enlisting  from  Dorchester. 
After  the  bloody  battles  on  the  Peninsular,  in  May,  1862,  he  was  sum- 
moned, with  many  other  physicians,  to  go  to  the  front  as  a  surgeon, 
and  from  the  thirteenth  of  May  to  the  twenty-eighth  of  June  was  on 
duty  at  Chesapeake  Hospital,  near  Hampton,  Virginia,  treating 
Union  and  Confederate  sick  and  wounded.  He  there  contracted  a 
sickness  from  which  he  did  not  recover  for  a  year.

For  this  service  he  declined  any  compensatiori.  He  received,  through 
Surgeon-General  Dale,  "the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  for  the  ahle,  prompt  and  humane  discharge  of  duty  incident  to 
the  emergency."  General  Dale  further  wrote,  "I  am  also  honored 
with  the  duty,  by  the  direction  of  His  Excellency,  of  thanking  you  in 
hehalf  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  great  personal  sacrifice  you 
made  to  uphold  the  dignity,  honor  and  usefulness  of  the  humane 
profession." 

Because  of  Dr.  Cushing's  patriotic  refusal  to  accept  compensation 
his  name  was  not  included  in  the  official  list  of  surgeons  in  the  State 
records,  nor  in  the  "  Roll  of  Honor  of  Harvard  University,"  of  which 
he  was  a  graduate.  Shortly  before  his  death  Ijaartially  remedied  this 
injustice  by  placing  copies  of  the  official  documents  in  the  office  of 
the  Adjutant-General  and  in  the  library  of  Harvard  University,  and 
I  trust  I  may  be  pardoned  for  taking  this  opportunity  of  perjpetuating 
the  fact  of  his  generous  and  patriotic  service. 

Whatever  told  for  the  good  of  the  people  of  Dorchester  found  sup- 
port in  Benjamin  Gushing,  whether  in  public  matters  or  in  individual 
cases,  his  public  spirit,  conscientiousness,  kindness  and  generosity 
always  guiding  his  action.  It  seems,  therefore,  iitting  that  his  name 
and  face,  so  familiar  to  the  present  generation,  should  have  a  lasting 
remembrance.

ber  last.  District. 

There  is  one  Kindergarten  in  the  Tileston  District  at  the  present 
time  in  which  there  are  59  children.  There  are  three  parts  of  the 
district  not  accommodated  by  the  present  kindergarten,  having  their 
centres  respectively,  first,  near  the  Morton-street  School,  second,  at 
the  corner  of  Walk  Hill  street  and  Blue  Hill  avenue,  and  third,  near 
the  Tileston  School  building.  If  kindergartens  were  established  at 
these  three  centres  the  number  of  children  whose  parents  would  prob- 
ably desire  to  send  them  are  at  the  first  30,  at  the  second  18,  and  at 
the  third  25.  There  is  no  room  in  the  Morton-street  building  nor  in 
the  Tileston  building.  There  are  stores  near  each  of  the  centres 
above  indicated  which  can  probably  be  hired  for  kindergarten  pur- 
poses. 

Considering  the  relatively  small  number  of  children  to  be  accom- 
modated at  each  of  these  centres,  and  the  expense  which  would  be 
entailed  by  hiring  accommodations,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
inexpedient  to  establish  any  more  kindergartens  in  the  Tileston 
District  at  the  present  time.

street  was  opened  for  the  free  use  of  the  public  on  October  15,  and  to 
suggest  the  desirability  of  requesting  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  this  location  to  encourage  its  regular  use 
by  such  of  their  pujjils  as  are  not  provided  with  good  bathing  facilities  at 
home.  The  Bath  Trustees  and  myself  desire  to  encourage  the  largest 
use  of  public  bathing  facilities  by  children,  as  well  as  by  adults,  and 
with  this  object  in  view  it  has  been  decided  that,  while  a  charge  of  one 
cent  is  ordinarily  made  for  the  use  of  a  towel,  and  the  same  charge  for  a 
small  piece  of  soap,  on  Saturday  afternoons  these  will  be  furnished  free 
to  school  children.  I  trust  that  the  opening  of  this  finely  equipped 
public  bath-house  will  lead  the  teachers  of  our  public  schools  to  i^lace 
more  emphasis  in  future  u^ion  the  importance  of  personal  cleanliness 
from  a  moral,  as  well  as  from  a  hygienic,  standpoint,  in  order  that  our 
school  children  may  be  educated  to  make  full  use  of  the  excellent 
bathing  facilities  which  the  city  is  now  supplying.  All  of  the  teachers 
of  the  public  schools  have  been  invited  to  inspect  the  new  bath-house  on 
Dover  street,  and  the  Bath  Trustees  and  myself  earnestly  invite  their 
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co-operation  and  will  welcome  any  suggestions  from  them  as  to  the 
further  development  or  better  administration  of  our  public  bathing 
facilities.  Besides  the  bath-house  on  Dover  street,  facilities  for  bathing 
are  also  provided  in  the  public  gymnasium  on  Paris  street,  East  Boston, 
and  they  will  also  be  provided  before  long  at  the  gymnasium  on  Com- 
monwealth Park,  South  Boston,  which  is  nearing  completion,  and  at 
the  swimming-pool,  the  construction  of  which  will  soon  be  begun,  on 
East  Ninth  street,  Ward  15,  South  Boston.

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your  body  to  the  very  successful  houses  for 
results  which  have  been  attained  in  the  City  of  New  York  by  the  free  evening  lect- 
courses  of  public  lectures,  attended  last  year  by  nearly  seven  hundred  ^^^^  '■o  t  e 
thousand  persons,  which  have  been  carried  on  for  ten  years  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  I  transmit  herewith  for  your 
information  an  article  from  a  recent  magazine  giving  a  history  of  these 
lectures,  with  their  scope  and  purposes.  I  wish  lo  direct  your  ijarticular 
attention  to  the  point  that  such  courses  of  lectures  afford  extensive  and 
varied  opportunities  for  the  continuance  of  education  in  adult  Ufe,  and 
that  the  plan  involves  a  much  larger  utilization,  with  a  slight  additional 
cost,  of  a  very  expensive  school  jilant.  In  view  of  the  very  large  sums 
of  money  which  this  city  has  invested,  and  is  still  investing,  in  school 
buildings,  it  is  certainly  important  from  a  mere  economical  standpoint 
that  these  should  be  put  to  the  largest  possible  uses  for  the  benefit  of  the 
community.  It  hardly  seems  intelligent  to  confine  the  use  of  expensive 
school  buildings,  many  of  them  containing  halls  well  adapted  for 
lectures,  to  the  hours  when  the  schools  are  in  session;  and  if  there  is 
among  the  i^eople  of  this  city  as  much  of  a  thirst  for  knowledge  as  has 
been  demonstrated  to  exist  among  ihe  people  of  New  York  —  and  we 
surely  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  this  is  the  case  —  it  would  certainly 
seem  wise  to  extend  very  greatly,  in  every  section  of  the  city,  the 
facilities  for  public  instruction,  and  to  offer  them  to  adults  as  well  as  to 
the  young,  when  it  can  be  done  at  such  a  comparatively  small  additional 
expenditure. 

I  do  not  overlook  the  very  admirable  and  comprehensive  work  which 
is  being  accomi^lished  by  the  evening  schools  conducted  by  your  Board, 
but  it  seems  to  me  that  their  work  is  different  from  that  of  the  popular 
lecture,  and  that  there  are  a  large  number  of  people  who  would  attend 
interesting  and  instructing  lectures  near  their  own  homes,  given  by 
men  of  recognized  standing  in  their  respective  branches  of  study  and 
illustrated  by  experiments  or  stereof)ticon  views,  who  do  not  care  to  take 
formal  lessons  in  an  evening  school,  and  are  unable  to  attend  at  a  central 
point  such  courses  of  lectures  as  are  given  by  the  Lowell  Institute. 
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It  will  doubtless  be  stated  that  however  desirable  it  might  be  to  add 
such  courses  of  lectures  to  the  instruction  now  given  under  the  direction 
of  the  School  Committee,  its  funds  do  not  permit  the  undertaking  of  this 
work  at  the  jjresent  time.  In  order  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  without 
conceding  that  it  is  a  real  one  except  for  the  balance  of  this  financial 
year,  and  to  make  it  possible  to  secure  at  least  a  small  beginning  during 
the  coming  winter  in  work  of  this  character,  I  desire  to  ask  your  Board  to 
give  its  permission  to  have  some  of  the  school  halls  in  different  sections 
of  the  city  used  for  this  purpose;  and  if  such  permission  is  given,  I  will 
at  least  make  the  attempt  to  secure,  either  by  appropriation  from  the 
City  Council  or  by  private  subscription,  sufficient  funds  to  start  the 
experiment,  and  I  will  further  undertake  to  organize  an  advisory  com- 
mittee to  secure  lecturers  and  make  the  necessary  arrangements,  unless 
your  Board  desires  to  place  the  matter  at  once  under  the  charge  of  a  com- 
mittee of  its  own  number.  I  make  this  suggestion  with  no  desire  to  enter, 
as  the  executive  head  of  the  city,  a  field  which  may  be  considered  as 
coming  within  the  scope  of  the  general  powers  and  duties  of  the  School 
Committee,  in  its  relation  to  public  education,  but  merely  with  the  object 
of  getting  this  work  started  in  some  manner  within  the  next  few  months, 
so  that  Boston  may  be  the  second  city — as  the  work  already  done  by 
New  York  i3revents  her  from  being  the  first  —  to  establish  in  this  manner 
a  comi^rehensive  system  of  adult  instruction. 

In  some  parts  of  the  city  it  may  be  possible  to  use  ward-rooms  or  other 
public  halls,  which  can  be  had  without  the  payment  of  rent,  but  in  many 
districts  the  only  halls  suitable  for  such  a  purpose  are  to  be  found  in  the 
school  buildings,  and  it  therefore  seems  necessary  to  make  this  request 
for  their  use.  I  have  already  called  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
City  Council,  and  have  requested  that  body  to  join  with  me  in  this  appli- 
cation for  their  use.  I  trust  that  the  School  Committee  will  recognize 
the  value  and  importance  of  this  work,  and,  if  it  cannot  inaugurate 
it  directly  itself,  will  be  willing  to  give  its  hearty  co-operation  towards 

starting  it.

Board  better  and  more  economically  to  provide  for  the  repair,  warm-  '     •  i  *• ' 
ing,  cleaning  and  A^entilation  of  the  several  school-houses,  reported  jjgg(jgjj 
that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  matter,  and  beg  leave  to  [See  p.  512.] 
submit  the  following  report : 

By  chapter  408,  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  the  School  Committee  was  giA^en 
"full  power  and  control  of  the  design,  construction,  erection  and 
furnishing  of  all  school  buildings,"  subject  only  to  the  fact  that  con- 
tracts for  these  purposes  must  be  apj)roved  by  the  Mayor.  The 
additions,  alterations  and  repair  of  school-houses,  inckiding,  of 
course,  the  installing  of  any  warming  and  ventilating  plant,  remain  ' 

under  chapter  297  of  the  Acts  of  1889,  which  provides  (section  6)  that 
"the  School  Committee  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  order 
to  be  made  on  the  school  buildings  any  additions,  alterations  and 
repairs  for  school  purposes  which  it  deems  necessary." 

Now,  the  Cori^oration  Counsel,  whose  opinion  is,  of  course,  binding 
upon  the  City  Aviditor,  unless  a  contrary  decision  is  rendered  by  the 
courts,  has  given  his  opinion  that  this  merely  authorizes  the  School 
Committee  to  order  additions,  alterations  and  repairs,  and  that  their 
execution  falls  within  the  province  of  the  Mayor.  The  School  Com- 
mittee has  steadily  refused  to  accept  that  construction  of  the  statute, 
and  the  result  has  been  a  sort  of  tacit  compromise  whereby  the  School 
Committee  has  employed  officials  in  the  Department  of  Public  Build- 
ings to  take  charge  of  the  repairs.  These  officials,  being  responsible 
to  two  masters,  find  it  really  impossible  to  be  completely  responsible 
to  either,  and  the  result  is  that  the  School  Committee  is  held  to 
account  for  work  which  it  cannot  really  control.  It  ought  not  to  be 
so  held  unless  it  can  organize  its  work,  and  commit  it  to  agents  whom 
it  can  completely  control  and  hold  responsible  to  itself.  This,  of 
course,  is  far  from  being  the  case  under  the  present  arrangement. 
The  Public  Buildings  Department,  for  example,  does  indeed  submit 
the  bills  to  the  School  Committee  for  approval,  but  it  renders  no 
regular  accounts  of  its  expenditures.  In  June  last  the  Committee  on 
School  Houses  passed  a  vote  requesting  the  Department  of  Public 
Buildings  to  submit  to  them  a  regular  monthly  accoiint  of  expendi- 
tures, and  the  department  is  i3re]paring  to  do  so ;  but  up  to  the  present 
time  no  such  accounts  have  been  received. 

It  is  clear  that  any  such  system  of  divided  resfionsibility  means  the 
negation  of  all  responsibility ;  that  neither  the  Mayor  nor  the  School 
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Committee  is  really  responsible  for  the  repairs  of  school  buildings 
to-day,  nor  can  any  such  responsibility  be  fixed  until  one  authority 
or  the  other  is  given  sole  and  undisputed  power  to  do  the  necessary 
work.  The  system  is  bad  and  cannot  be  made  to  work  satisfactorily 
until  such  a  change  is  made.  The  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters 
presented  the  case  to  the  Legislature  last  year,  but  without  success. 

Nor  would  the  construction  of  the  statute  contended  for  by  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  —  that  is,  that  the  School  Committee  should  order 
the  repairs,  and  that  they  should  be  executed  by  the  Mayor  —  put 
things  upon  a  better  footing.  The  question  of  whether  a  particular 
addition,  alteration  or  repair  is  to  be  ordered  will  depend  very  largely 
upon  what  it  is  to  cost.  The  question  whetlier  a  heating  or  venti- 
lating api^aratus,  for  example,  had  better  be  repaired  or  replaced, 
depends  in  many  cases  on  what  the  cost  of  the  repair  will  be.  Last 
winter  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  desiring  to  hire  the  Chauncy 
Hall  School,  to  afford  additional  accommodations  for  the  Girls'  Latin 
School,  obtained  a  report  from  the  Public  Buildings  Department  that 
the  cost  of  the  necessary  repairs  would  be  $4,500;  but  when  the  bills 
came  in  it  was  found  that  those  repairs  had  cost  about  $12,500,  although 
no  suggestion  had  been  given  to  the  committee  that  they  were  costing 
more  than  the  estimates.  Now,  in  such  a  case,  if  the  committee  had 
known  what  the  repairs  would  cost,  they  would  undoubtedly 
not  have  hired  the  building.  The  only  method  to  avoid  such  occur- 
rences is,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  to  allow  one  authority  to  do  all  the 
work  upon  school  buildings,  and  to  organize  for  that  purpose  a 
department  solely  responsible  to  itself.  The  new  rules  already  pro- 
vide for  the  appointment  of  a  School-house  Agent,  and  we  recommend 
that  the  School  Committee  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  such  an 
amendment  to  the  Acts  of  1889  as  will  give  to  the  School  Committee 
the  power  to  make,  by  means  of  its  own  officials,  the  necessary 
additions,  alterations  and  repairs  upon  school  buildings.

The  following  table  shows  the  actual  apjiropriations  made  by  the 
School  Committee  under  the  Acts  referred  to.  In  a  number  of 
instances  the  actual  expenditure  was  less  than  the  appropriation, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  which  was  subsequently  transferred 
to  another  object,  and  in  such  cases  the  fact  is  stated  under  the 
heading  "  Remarks."  In  other  instances  appropriations  or  unex- 
pended balances  of  appropriations  made  by  the  City  Council  for  new 
school-houses,  or  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  school  purposes, 
previous  to  the  passage  of  chapter  408  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  were 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee  in  connection 
with  the  funds  granted  said  committee  by  the  Legislature,  and  this 
inforraatinn  is  also  given  under  the  same  heading.  The  absence 
of  any  remark  indicates  that  the  actual  expenditure  exhausted  the 
appropriation :

Under  chapter  408  of  the  Acts  of  1895  the  damages  sustained  by  any 
person  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  lands  for  school  purposes  are  deter- 
mined by  agreement  between  said  person  and  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  said  board  or  person  may, 
within  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  taking,  have  the  damages 
determined  by  a  jury.  It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  School 
Committee,  therefore,  to  make  any  agreement  with  regard  to  the 
prices  to  be  paid  for  land  taken  or  purchased  for  school  i^urposes, 
that  power  resting  entirely  in  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 
In  a  number  of  instances,  however,  before  the  passage  of  an  order 
by  the  School  Committee  requesting  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners to  take  a  parcel  of  land,  written  or  oral  options  had  been 
secured  from  the  owners  at  certain  prices,  and  these  prices  w^ere, 
in  every  case  but  one,  the  prices  which  were  subsequently  agreed  to 
by  the  owners  and  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners.  Such  estates 
are  designated  by  a  *  in  the  table  which  follows.  This  table  does  not 
show  in  a  number  of  instances  the  excess  in  the  price  paid  over  the 
assessed  value  of  certain  lots,  for  the  reason  that  only  a  portion  of  a 
parcel  assessed  for  a  certain  amount  has  been  taken,  and  there  is 
no  way  of  determining  the  assessed  value  of  that  particular  portion 
apart  from  the  remainder  of  the  property. 
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The  foregoing  statement  shows  that  in  some  cases  the  prices  paid 
were  largely  in  excess  of  the  assessed  valuations,  and  your  committee 
are  therefore  requested  to  state  the  reasons  why,  in  their  judgment, 
such  excess  has  been  paid.  Inasmuch  as  the  prices  paid  for  estates 
taken  at  the  request  of  the  School  Committee  are  determined  by 
agreement  between  the  former  owners  and  the  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners, your  committee  cannot,  of  course,  give  the  reasons  which 
governed  the  action  of  that  Board  in  agreeing  to  the  prices  paid. 
Your  committee  believe,  however,  that  in  a  number  of  instances  the 
assessments  were  considerably  below  the  real  value  of  the  property 
taken,  and  that  in  other  instances  due  weight  was  properly  given  to 
the  fact  that  certain  estates  taken  in  congested  sections  of  the  city  had 
returned  a  surprisingly  large  income  to  their  former  owners. 

Taking  these  facts  into  consideration,  your  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  in  those  cases  where  the  School  Committee  had  obtained 
options  before  requesting  the  taking  of  the  parcels  desired,  the  prices 
thereby  tacitly  established  were  not  unreasonably  high,  and  the  settle- 
ments made  were  fair  to  the  city  as  well  as  to  the  owners.  It  should 
be  stated  that  in  one  instance  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  were 
able  to  arrive  at  a  settlement  for  an  amount  considerably  less  than  had 
been  named  to  the  School  Committee.  It  should  also  be  remembered 
that  when  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  enlarge  an  existing  site,  the  Com- 
mittee is  not  free  to  make  a  selection  within  a  liberal  radius,  but  is 
obliged  to  take  property  that  actually  adjoins  the  lot  in  question,  and 
its  choice  is  thereby  frequently  limited  to  two  alternatives,  and  more 
often  it  is  found  that  for  various  reasons  one  particular  lot,  or  none  at 
all,  must  be  taken.  *  [The  i)rincij)le  is  well  recognized  that  the  owner 
of  an  estate  taken  against  his  will  is  entitled  to  something  more  than 
the  actual  value  of  his  property,  but  it  is  not  always  easy  to 
determine  just  what  that  amount  should  be.] 

Whether  any  additional  legislation  would  enable  the  School  Com- 
mittee better  and  more  economically  to  obtain  proper  lots  and  erect 
thereon  proper  buildings  for  school-house  purposes,  is  an  important 
question.  The  School  Committee  has  been  subjected  to  considerable 
adverse  criticism  on  account  of  alleged  exorbitant  prices  paid  for 
sites,  more  especially  with  regard  to  one  particular  lot,  which  has 
been  wholly  undeserved.  If  the  committee  is  to  be  held  responsible 
in  the  public  mind  for  the  prices  paid  for  lands  taken  or  purchased 
for  school  purposes,  it  should  have  a  voice  in  the  determination  of 
these  prices,  more  particularly  as  it  makes  the  appropriations  to  cover 
the  amounts  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  agrees  to  pay.  This 
object  might  be  attained  by  requiring  the  School  Committee  to  approve 
the  settlements  agreed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  for 
lands  taken  or  purchased, and  if  this  approval  be  withheld,  obliging  the 
owners  to  seek  their  remedy  in  court.  It  seems  to  your  committee 
that  this  plan  would  enable  the  School  Committee  to  benefit  by  any 
favorable  terms  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  might  be  able  to 
make,  while  it  would  effectually  protect  the  body  making  the  appro- 
priations from  being  obliged  to  furnish  what  it  might  consider  an 
excessive  amount  for  a  particular  lot,  on  account  of  the  action  of  an

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independent  board  whose  funds  are  in  no  way  affected  by  tlie  sum  it 
agrees  to  pay. 

The  School  Committee  formerly  labored  under  a  serious  disadvan- 
tage with  regard  to  the  cost  of  sites  acquired  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  408  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  inasmuch  as  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  was  required  to  take  such  lands  for  school  purposes 
as  the  School  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  designated ; 
and  the  owners  of  such  estates  were  naturally  inclined  to  exact  the 
highest  possible  price  obtainable. 

To  enable  the  city  to  obtain  lots  at  more  reasonable  prices  chapter 
202  of  the  Acts  of  1897  was  passed,  which  provides  that 

"The  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Boston  before  selecting  a 
site  for  a  public  school  shall  give  notice,  by  advertisement  in  at  least 
three  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  city,  that  sealed  proposals 
to  sell  to  the  city  land  for  such  site  within  or  near  the  school  dis- 
trict designated  in  the  notice  will  be  received  at  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  committee  until  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  on  the  four- 
teenth day  after  the  date  of  such  notice,  and  will  then  be  publicly 
opened  and  read,  and  that  a  public  hearing  will  be  given  by  the  whole 
school  committee  or  a  sub-committee  thereof,  at  a  place  and  time 
designated  in  the  notice,  which  time  shall  be  not  less  than  three 
weeks  subsequent  to  the  date  of  such  notice,  at  which  such  proposals 
and  the  suitableness  of  the  lands  offered  will  be  considered,  and 
after  such  hearing  the  school  committee  may  select  and  designate 
such  lands  for  such  site  as  they  shall  deem  best  adai^ted  therefor, 
and  as  the  mayor  shall  approve." 

This  provision  for  competition  between  real  estate  owners  who 
may  desire  to  sell  land  to  the  city,  your  committee  believe  to  be  emi- 
nently wise,  and  well  calculated  to  promote  the  securing  of  school- 
house  sites  at  reasonable  prices. 

Longer  experience  in  the  planning  and  erection  of  school-houses 
will  undoubtedly  result  in  better  and  more  im^jroved  buildings,  and 
in  increased  economy  in  the  cost  of  their  construction.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  erect  school-houses  in  Boston  in  compliance  with  the  stringent 
building  requirements  in  force  here  for  the  cost  that  obtains  in 
neighboring  cities  and  towns,  and  the  modern  school-house  with  its 
exxjensive  and,  in  many  cases,  complicated  heating  and  ventilating 
apparatus,  and  the  many  conveniences  that  are  now  regarded  as 
essential  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  teachers  and  puj)ils,  is  very 
different  from  the  building  of  twenty  years  ago  which  was  regardedby 
the  School  Committee  of  that  time  with  pride  and  satisfaction. 

Your  committee  desire,  however,  to  embrace  this  opportunity  to 
call  attention  to  the  need  of  further  legislation  in  order  that  the  con- 
struction of  additional  Grammar  and  Primary  School-houses  to  provide 
for  our  constantly  increasing  school  population  may  not  cease,  and 
submit  the  following  table,  which  shows  very  concisely  what  has 
been  accomplished  in  this  direction  during  the  past  four  years.  The 
passage  of  chapter  149  of  the  Acts  of  1898  has  enabled  the  School 
Committee  to  undertake  the  construction  of  new  High  School  build- 
ings in  South  Boston,  East  Boston  and  Dorchester,  and  of  additions 
to  the  West  Roxbury  and  Mechanic  Arts  High  School-houses,  but  no 
funds  are  available  after  the  present  year  for  new  Grammar  and 
Primary  accommodations,  and  the  construction  of  such  buildings 
must  cease  unless  additional  §ums  are  provided  from  some  source.

In  addition,  the  sum  of  $10,000  has  been  expended  on  alterations  of 
the  Rice  School-hotise,  nearly  the  same  amount  on  the  Lewis  School- 
house,  and  an  addition  of  two  rooms  to  the  Bowditch  School-house 
is  now  approaching  completion.  Plans  and  specifications  are  also  in 
course  of  preparation  for  a  new  Grammar  School-house  on  Quincy 
and  Perth  streets,  Dorchester,  to  contain  fifteen  rooms  and  a  hall, 
which  will  soon  be  presented  for  the  approval  of  the  Board. 
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Notwithstanding  this  considerable  addition  to  the  school  plant,  the 
need  of  further  accommodations  is  still  urgent  and  indeed  imperative. 
The  rent  paid  this  year  for  hired  rooms  and  buildings  will  ap]proxi- 
mate  $30,000  or  4  per  cent,  on  $750,000.  The  average  annual  increase 
in  the  number  of  pupils  belonging  to  the  public  schools  for  the  three 
years  1895-98  is  2,484,  and  if  the  average  amount  that  was  spent  for 
new  school-houses  for  each  additional  pupil  during  the  years  1890-97 
should  be  s]3ent  for  the  accommodation  of  an  addition  to  the  school 
population  of  that  average  number  for  the  next  five  years,  the  annual 
expenditure  for  the  purpose  would  exceed  $650,000.  Inasmuch  as  a 
considerable  number  of  these  pupils  will  attend  the  High  Schools,  the 
amount  mentioned  is  probably  greater  than  would  actually  be  re- 
quired under  an  economical  administration,  especially  as  $850,000 
will  be  available  during  the  next  three  years  for  new  High  School- 
houses.  Taking  these  facts  into  consideration,  your  committee  believe 
that  the  sum  of  $500,000  should  be  expended  annually  during  the 
ensuing  five  years  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  408  of 
the  Acts  of  1895  for  additional  Grammar  and  Primary  school  accom- 
modations. Your  committee  recommend  that  the  School  Committee 
petition  for  such  legislation  as  will  carry  into  effect  the  recommenda- 
tions contained  in  this  report.

The  method  and 
time  of  election  for  the  year  1898  shall  be  determined  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rules  and  Regulations  and  thereafter  by  the  Faculty 
itself,  which  shall  also  have  the  power  to  decide  contested  elections. 
The  Faculty  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  from  among  its  mem- 
bers of  a  Vice-President,  who  shall  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  and  of  a  Secretary  who  shall  -keep  a  record  of  all  proceed- 
ings of  the  Faculty,  and  who  shall  be  paid  for  this  service  by  the 
Board.

In  response  to  the  order  passed  Nov.  8,  1898,  "  That  the  Super- 
intendent be  requested  to  consider  and  report  upon  a  more  gen- 
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eral  extension  in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  of  provisions 
enabling  the  brighter  children  to  complete  the  course  in  less  than 
the  regular  number  of  years  " : 

I  have  to  report  that  the  order  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  consideration,  and  the  conclusions  of  that  Board 
are  expressed  in  the  following  statement: 

"  Experience  has  shown  that  under  the  conditions  existing  in 
our  schools,  most  children  need  nine  years  to  do  the  work  laid 
out  in  our  course  of  study,  according  to  the  standards  that  have 
been  set.  Several  hundred  children  complete  the  course  in  less 
than  nine  years,  and  about  as  many  require  a  longer  time.  It  is 
probable  that  in  the  case  of  some  of  those  graduating  in  less  than 
nine  years,  concessions  are  made  in  applying  the  standards.  But 
■such  concessions  are  probably  more  general  in  the  case  of  those 
who  go  more  slowly. 

"  The  shortening  of  time  is  accomplished  in  various  ways.  In 
1894  a  four  years'  course  of  study  for  the  grammar  schools  was 
adopted.  This  course  has  been  put  in  operation  in  a  number  of 
schools,  and  many  children  are  moving  more  rapidly  in  conse- 
quence. In  some  schools  time  is  gained  by  shortening  the  pri- 
mary course,  groups  from  the  kindergarten,  or  those  specially 
selected,  doing  the  primary  work  in  two  years.  In  other  schools, 
the  most  forward  of  the  children  entering  the  grammar  school 
are  at  once  put  upon  fifth-grade  work,  thus  saving  a  year. 

"Another  method,  less  formal,  but  reaching  a  much  larger 
number  of  children,  is  continual  readjustment  going  on  in  all  the 
grades,  by  which  children  showing  ability  to  do  more  advanced 
work  are  given  opportunity  in  higher  classes.  This  process  is 
not  new,  but  has  received  new  impetus  from  the  adoption  of  the 
four  years'  course,  and  from  the  earnest  words  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, in  his  report  for  the  year  1895. 

"  This  method  is  available  when  the  four  years'  course  is  not 
practicable,  but  it  calls  for  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  indi- 
vidual pupils  by  all  the  teachers,  and  for  more  constant  vigilance 
of  the  principals.  To  increase  this  knowledge  and  this  vigilance 
seems  likely  to  prove  most  effective  in  accomplishing  the  end 
suggested  by  the  query  of  the  Committee,  namely,  the  more  rapid 
advancement  of  the  bright  pupils.  As  teachers  come  to  recog- 
nize more  fully  the  capacity  and  needs  of  individuals,  the  inter- 
ests of  all  will  be  more  carefully  conserved.  The  personal  efforts 
of  the  Supervisors  are  unremittingly  directed  to  this  end. 

"But  the  formidable  difficulty  pointed  out  in  the  report  re- 
ferred to  above  still  remains.  So  long  as  the  size  of  the  classes 
remains  as  it  is,  so  long  will  individuals  suffer.  All  teachers  find 
it  difficult,  most  teachers  find  it  impossible,  to  acquire  that  accu- 
rate knowledge  of  their  individual  pupils  which  is  necessary  for 
most  effective  work.     The   so-called  '  bright '  pupils,  however, 
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are  not  those  who  suffer  most.  For  them  the  limitations  are  only 
temporai-y,  and  when  these  are  removed  native  ability  soon 
asserts  itself,  and  they  speedily  find  their  proper  places.  But  for 
those  whose  development  is  slow,  the  loss  of  individual  attention 
in  direction  and  help  at  this  critical  period  of  their  school  life  is 
irreparable. 

"While  we  believe  in  hastening  the  progress  of  pupils  so  far  as 
is  wise,  we  would  not  wish  it  understood  that  we  have  any  sym- 
pathy with  the  thought  that  the  grammar-school  course  of  study 
is  a  necessary  evil  to  be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  that  mem- 
bership in  a  grammar  school  is  a  situation  of  peril,  from  which 
children  should  be  rescued  at  the  earliest  moment. 

' '  The  excellence  of  a  grammar  school  is  not  tested  by  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  who  are  hurried  through  it,  but  by  its  work  in  de- 
veloping the  characters  of  all  its  members.  There  are  schools  in 
the  city  in  which  puj)ils  could  hardly  stay  too  long. 

"  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  no  further 
legislation  is  necessary. " 

Accordingly,  I  report  recommending  no  further  legislation  at 

the  present  time.

In  the  Aberdeen  Primary  School  at  the  present  time  there  are 
twenty  (20)  children,  ten  from  the  Aberdeen  district  proper  and 
ten  from  other  parts  of  the  Bennett  District.  The  parents  of  the 
former  signed  a  petition  for  one  session  from  nine  o'clock  A.M., 
to  one  o'clock  P.M.  It  appears  that  some  of  those  who  signed 
that  petition  wou.ld  not  be  satisfied  with  a  five-hour  session  last- 
ing until  two  o'clock.  It  appears  further  that  some  of  the 
parents  living  outside  of  the  Aberdeen  District  proper  are 
opposed  to  one  session  in  any  case,  whether  it  be  a  session  of 
four  hours  or  a  session  of  five  hours.

Mr.  Eaton,  for  the  Committee  on  New  Buildings, 
presented  the  following  report: 

The  Rules  provide  that  the  Committee  on  New  Buildings  shall 
annually, ;in  the  month  of  December,  report  to  the  Board  in  detail 
the  expenditures  made  during  the  year  for  new  school-house 
accommodations,  with  their  opinion  as  to  the  condition  and 
adequacy  of  existing  school-house  accommodations,  and  recom- 
mendations as  to  future  needs.  In  compliance  therewith,  the 
following  report  is  now  submitted,  which  has  been  prepared  after 
careful  inquiry  into  the  existing  conditions  in  each  school  district. 
The  scope  of  this  report  is  not  intended  to  embrace  recommen- 
dations with  regard  to  needed  repairs,  except  in  so  far  as  they 
involve  new  construction,  or  additions  to  old  buildings,  which 
come  within  the  province  of  your  committee.  The  omission  of 
any  reference  to  certain  districts  is  not  to  be  construed  as  evidence 
that  the  accommodations  in  such  districts  are  ample,  but  rather 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  their  needs  are  not  as  press- 
ing as  those  referred  to  in  this  report,  the  length  of  which  it  is 
desired  to  bring  within  reasonable  limits.

West  Roxbury  (addition);  Mechanic  Arts  High  School-house 
(addition). 

Grammar  School-houses.  — Quincy  and  Perth  streets,  Dorchester 
(about  to  be  placed  under  contract);  Bowditch  School-house 
(two-room  addition). 

Primary  School-houses.  —  Baker  street,  West  Roxbury;  Forest 
Hills;  Thomas  N.  Hart  District,  South  Boston;  Webster  avenue, 
Brighton;  Munroe  street,  Roxbury,  and  four  temporary  build- 
ings, all  of  which  latter  have  been  completed  and  occupied. 

Normal  and  High  Schools.  — •  Little  that  is  new  can  be  said  with 
regard  to  the  condition  of  the  Normal  School.     For  years  the 
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necessity  of  providing  a  proper  building  for  this  school  has  been 
urged,  but  no  steps  have  been  taken  for  its  relief;  we  are  en- 
couraged to  believe,  however,  that  with  the  question  of  its  future 
definitely  settled,  it  will  be  possible  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds 
to  make  adequate  provision  for  its  needs. 

During  the  years  1897-1901  the  sum  of  -"11,350,000  is  to  be  ex- 
pended for  additional  High  and  Latin  School  accommodations, 
and  we  have,  therefore,  no  recommendations  to  make  with  regard 
to  such  schools  at  the  present  time. 

FIBST   DIVISION. — EAST   BOSTON. 

While  no  children  of  school  age  in  East  Boston  are  reported  as 
being  excluded  from  school  on  account  of  lack  of  room  for  their 
accommodation^  nearly  200  are  housed  in  hired  buildings,  and  50 
more  are  in  quarters  not  intended  for  use  as  class-rooms. 

Chapman  District.  —  As  long  ago  as  1894,  attention  was  called 
to  the  advisability  of  enlarging  the  lot  of  the  Chapman  School 
and  constructing  a  six-room  wing  to  the  present  building,  to  cor- 
respond with  the  wing  built  a  number  of  years  ago.  This  school- 
house  should  also  be  remodeled,  the  corridors  widened,  the  stairs 
rebuilt,  suitable  sanitaries  provided  for  the  boys,  and  a  system 
of  heating  and  ventilation  installed. 

Emerson  District.  —  This  district  is  rapidly  growing,  and  ad- 
ditional accommodations  are  greatly  needed.  A  two-room  tem- 
porary building  has  recently  been  erected  in  the  yard  of  the 
Noble  School  on  Princeton  street,  but  an  eight-room  primary 
building  should  be  constructed  east  of  the  railroad  track  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  chapel  on  Bennington  street,  and  thus 
relieve  the  pressure  in  the  Emerson,  Noble  and  Blackinton 
Schools,  which  are  now  overcrowded. 

Lyman  District.  — The  Webb  School-house  on  Porter  street, 
which  was  surrendered  to  the  City  Council  when  the  Cudworth 
School  was  occupied,  has  again  been  acquired  for  school  pur- 
poses, and  will  for  the  present  at  least  provide  for  the  needs  of 
this  district. 

SECOND   DIVISION.  —  CHABLESTOWN. 

In  Charlestown  34  children  are  unabl^  to  gain  admittance  to 
the  primary  schools;  57  kindergarten  children  are  in  hired  rooms 
and  56  grammar  pupils  are  accommodated  in  the  hall  of  the  Har- 
vard School-house,  a  portion  of  which  has  recently  been  fitted  up 
for  the  purpose. 

Warren  District.  —  An  order  has  been  passed  recently  by  the 
Board  for  the  taking  of  a  lot  adjoining  the  present  grammar 
building,  containing  about  16,429  square  feet,  on  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  erect  a  new  eight-room  primai-y  school-house.  When 
this  is  completed  it  will  be  possible  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the 
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present  Cross-street  building  and  provide  ample  primary  school 
accommodations  for  this  district  for  years  to  come.  This  school- 
house  is  a  small  two-room  building,  out  of  repair,  with  no  yard 
room,  inadequate  ventilation  and  sanitary  arrangements,  and  so 
old  that  even  the  date  of  its  erection  has  long  been  forgotten. 

The  Mead-street  School-house,  built  in  1847,  should  at  least  be 
enlarged,  so  as  to  afford  each  pupil  more  breathing  space. 

THIBD   DIVISION. — NOBTH   AND   AVEST   ENDS. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  new  Paul  Eevere  School- 
house  on  Prince  street,  containing  eighteen  rooms,  will  be  oc- 
cupied early  in  1899,  the  need  of  new  school-houses  in  the  old 
North  End  is  urgent,  and  in  the  West  End  (also  included  in 
this  division)  the  rapid  increase  in  the  school  popu.lation,  and 
the  number  of  pupils  housed  in  hired  buildings,  warrant  the 
recommendation  of  the  Division  Committee  that  a  new  district 
should  be  formed  in  this  division  at  an  early  date.  In  November 
last,  69  primary  and  184  kindergarten  children  were  excluded 
from  school  from  lack  of  accommodations,  853  grammar,  primary 
and  kindergarten  children  were  in  hired  rooms,  and  97  grammar 
pupils  were  housed  in  halls,  corridors,  or  other  places  not  in- 
tended for  class  occupancy. 

Boivdoin  District.  —  It  would  be  desirable  to  enlarge  two  rooms 
in  the  Sharp  School-house,  which  could  be  done  at  comj^aratively 
small  expense. 

Eliot  District.  —  We  recommend  the  erection  of  a  large  primary 
building,  to  contain  fourteen  or  sixteen  rooms,  on  the  site  now 
occupied  by  the  Ware  School -house  on  North  Bennet  street. 
This  building  was  erected  in  1852,  is  old,  worn  out,  and  should 
be  replaced  by  a  modern  structure.  It  contains  five  ilooms,  four 
of  which  are  in  use  for  school  purposes.  There  is  now  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  pupils  in  hired  buildings  to  occupy  nine  rooms 
of  a  new  building,  and  by  relieving  other  classes  in  the  district 
from  their  crowded  condition,  another  room  could  be  imme- 
diately filled.  Judging  of  the  future  increase  by  that  of  the  past, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  at  least  four  more  rooms  would  be  needed 
on  the  date  of  the  completion  of  the  proposed  building. 

Phillips  District.  —  The  present  grammar  building  is  badly 
overcrowded  in  the  endeavor  to  keep  boys  from  the  streets,  and 
twelve  primary  pupils  are  now  awaiting  admission  to  a  school  of 
that  grade.  Two  additional  rooms  are  now  needed  for  the  proper 
accommodation  of  grammar  pupils,  and  another  room  is  needed 
for  primary  children  in  this  district. 

In  this  connection  we  again  call  attention  to  the  Chardon-court 
building.  This  school-house,  built  in  1864,  is  three  stories  high, 
and  contains  six  rooms.  Its  location  is  poor,  its  general  unfit- 
ness has  been  repeatedly  stated,  and  we  believe  the  acquirement 
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of  a  new  site  and  the  construction  of  a  new  building  to  take  the 
place  of  this  structure  to  be  of  pressing  importance.  The 
expense  will  undoubtedly  be  considerable,  but  we  feel  that  this 
building  should  not  be  occupied  for  school  purposes  longer  than 
is  absolutely  necessary. 

Wells  District.  —  The  new  Mayhew  School-house,  containing 
fourteen  rooms,  and  occupied  in  February,  1898,  has  aiforded 
much  needed  relief  in  this  district,  which  shows  an  increase  of 
260  grammar  and  726  primary  pupils  since  1890.  It  is  probable 
that  some  additional  accommodations  for  pupils  of  these  grades 
will  be  needed  in  September,  1899.  There  are  now  40  grammar 
pupils  in  the  hall  of  the  Wells  School-house,  and  a  large  number 
of  kindergarten  pupils  cannot  be  accommodated  at  the  present 
time. 

FOUKTH   DIVISION. — CITY    PROPER. 

But  eight  grammar  and  six  kindergarten  children  are  excluded 
from  the  schools  in  this  division  on  account  of  lack  of  room,  and 
no  expense  is  incurred  for  outside  accommodations. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  pressing  need  in  this  division  is  for  a 
new  building  to  replace  the  old  Brimmer  School-house.  This 
structure,  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  city,  was  erected  in  1843,  and 
has  outlived  its  usefulness.  Its  halls  and  stairways  are  narrow, 
no  clothes-rooms  are  provided,  and  its  style  and  construction 
belong  to  a  past  generation. 

Of  equal  importance,  perhaps,  is  the  question  of  the  future  of 
the  Winthrop  School,  which  has  been  discussed  to  some  extent 
for  a  number  of  years.  At  the  meeting  of  December  13  an  order 
was  passed  that  this  committee  consider  the  advisability  of  sur- 
rendering the  Winthrop  School  to  the  City  Council,  and  consoli- 
dating the  present  districts  in  the  Fourth  Division,  so  as  to 
provide  for  one  less  district  in  that  division.  The  importance  of 
this  matter  warrants  very  full  and  careful  investigation.  We 
will,  therefore,  report  later  with  regard  to  the  whole  situation  in 
this  division, 

FIFTH   DIVISION.  —  SOUTH   END. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  situation  in  the  'Fifth  Division  with 
regard  to  school  accommodations,  needs  little  comment.  No 
children  are  reported  as  unable  to  gain  admission  to  grammar 
or  primary  schools,  but  50  kindergarten  children  are  excluded 
from  lack  of  room. 

Sherwin  District.  — •  There  are  30  primary  children  in  a  small 
room  intended  for  use  as  a  storeroom  in  the  Sherwin  Building, 
who  should  be  otherwise  accommodated.  There  is  but  one 
primary  school-house  in  this  district,  viz. :  the  Ira  Allen  School 
on  Leon  street.     This  building  was  built  in  1851,  and  an  addition 
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erected  in  1881.  It  is  in  poor  condition  and  should  be  aban- 
doned for  school  use.  The  erection  of  a  new  eight-room  primary- 
building  on  the  same  site  would  accommodate  the  classes  now  in 
the  present  building,  the  class  in  Day's  Chapel,  and  about  50 
kindergarten  children  now  seeking  school  accommodations  in 
this  district. 

SIXTH   DIVISION.  —  SOUTH   BOSTON. 

In  South  Boston,  15  primary  and  10  kindergarten  children 
are  reported  as  being  on  the  waiting  list;  40  primary  and  109 
kindergarten  pupils  are  housed  in  hired  buildings;  and  186 
grammar  pupils  while  in  regular  school  buildings  are  not  pro- 
vided with  class-rooms.  There  are  six  unoccupied  school-rooms 
in  this  division,  but  unfortunately  they  are  not  properly  located 
to  relieve  the  conditions  we  have  briefly  described.  We  call 
attention  especially  to  two  districts  in  this  division. 

Bigelow  District.  —  It  is  a  serious  disadvantage  to  any  school  to 
be  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  hall,  by  reason  of  its  occupancy  for 
class  purposes,  which  has  been  the  case  with  the  Bigelow  School 
for  two  years.  We  recommend  the  construction  of  a  four-room 
addition  to  this  building,  and  that  at  the  same  time  the  present 
building  be  remodeled  in  some  respects,  its  ventilation  improved, 
and  a  new  set  of  sanitaries  installed.  This  school-house  is 
nearly  fifty  years  old,  and  needs  extensive  repairs. 

Gaston  District.  —  There  are  now  15  children  of  primary  age 
on  the  waiting  list,  and  additional  accommodations  for  such 
pupils  are  greatly  needed.  We  think  that  the  best  plan  wo.uld 
be  to  construct  a  four-room  addition  to  the  present  grammar 
building.  This  would  not  only  afford  the  required  primary 
facilities  needed,  bvit  permit  the  removal  to  a  regular  class-room 
of  the  pupils  now  in  the  hall  of  that  school-house. 

SEVENTH  DIVISION.  —  EOXBUKY. 

The  situation  in  certain  districts  of  this  division  has  long  been 
recognized  as  needing  attention,  and  at  the  final  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  1897  the  committee  in  charge  presented  a  very  full 
report  on  the  subject,  which  embraced  a  number  of  suggestions 
of  great  value.  A  recent  canvass  shows  that  113  primary  and 
32  kindergarten  children  are  debarred  from  school  privileges  from 
lack  of  accommodations;  210  primary  and  223  kindergarten  chil- 
dren are  in  hired  rooms,  and  438  children  of  various  grades  are  in 
halls,  corridors  and  other  places  not  intended  for  class  occupancy. 
It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  such  of  these  conditions  as 
apply  to  the  Lewis  and  Hugh  O'Brien  Districts  will  be  materially 
relieved  by  the  construction  of  a  new  grammar  building  on 
Quincy  and  Perth  streets,  Dorchester,  and  by  the  erection  of  a 
new  eight-room  primary  school-house  on  Munroe  street,  Roxbury, 
on  both  of  which  work  will  soon  be  begun. 
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Dearborn  District.  —  In  this  district  38  primary  children  have 
been  excluded  from  lack  of  room,  but  it  is  proposed  to  hire  tem- 
porary accommodations  for  their  benefit  immediately.  The 
grammar  pupils  are  very  much  crowded,  there  being  only  14  reg- 
ular school-rooms  for  17  classes,  necessitating  the  placing  of  two 
classes  in  the  hall  of  the  grammar  school-house  and  one  in  the 
primary  building.  A  new  grammar  building  will  be  needed 
within  a  short  time. 

George  Putnam  District.  —  No  children  of  grammar  or  primary 
school  age  are  reported  as  excluded  from  school  from  lack  of  room, 
but  some  of  the  grammar  classes  are  crowded,  59,  60,  61,  and  62 
pupils  being  in  rooms  designed  to- accommodate  but  56,  and  49 
pupils  are  now  in  the  hall  of  the  grammar  building.  A  large 
amount  of  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  George  Putnam  School-house 
is  now  being  built  up  rapidly,  and  we  would  recommend  the 
erection  of  a  new  eight-room  primary  building  in  this  district  at 
an  early  date.  Better  quarters  should  also  be  provided  for  the 
kindergarten  now  situated  in  an  old  building  on  Byron  court. 

Martin  District.  —  The  present  grammar  building  is  better 
adapted  for  the  use  of  primary  than  of  grammar  pupils.  The 
rooms  are  small  and  do  not  jsermit  the  regular  complement  of  56 
desks  being  placed  therein.  A  new  fourteen-room  grammar 
building  should  be  erected  on  Parker  Hill  or  in  that  vicinity,  and 
the  present  building  used  for  primary,  kindergarten  and  manual 
training  classes.  There  are  now  50  primary  children  excluded 
from  school,  56  kindergarten  children  are  in  hired  rooms,  and  the 
hall  of  the  grammar  building  is  utilized  for  a  class  of  35  pupils. 
The  erection  of  a  new  building  as  herein  suggested  would  also  in 
some  degree  benefit  the  Lowell  District. 

EIGHTH   DIVISION.  —  WEST   BOSBURY   AND   BRIGHTON. 

The  number  of  children  on  the  waiting  list  in  this  division  is 
very  small,  there  being  but  7,  all  of  whom  are  of  grammar  school 
age,  in  the  Longfellow  District.  There  are,  however,  nearly  300 
pupils  of  various  grades  in  hired  rooms,  and  40  more  are  in  the 
hall  oft  he  William  Wirt  Warren  School-house  on  Waverley  street. 
Three  primary  buildings  are  now  in  course  of  construction  in  this 
division,  viz. :  Webster  avenue,  eight  roOms;  Baker  street,  four 
rooms;  and  Walk  Hill  street,  four  rooms;  4}ut  immediate  atten- 
tion should  be  given  to  the  needs  of  the  Bennett  District  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendation  which  follows: 

Bennett  District.  —  The  primary  buildings  in  the  central  por- 
tion of  the  district  are  altogether  insufficient  to  properly  accom- 
modate the  pupils  now  in  attendance,  to  say  nothing  of  the  future 
growth.  We  believe  that  the  Winship  School-house  should  be 
replaced  by  a  modern  twelve-room  building  as  soon  as  sufficient 
funds  are  available  for  the  purpose.  This  structure  was  erected 
in  1861,  and  its  condition  is  such  that,  in  our  judgment,  it  would 
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not  be  advisable  to  undertake  the  extensive  repairs  necessary  to 
put  it  into  proper  condition  for  continued  occupancy.  The  erec- 
tion of  a  new  building  of  proper  capacity  on  this  site  vrould 
accommodate  the  needs  of  the  district  for  many  years  to  come, 
and  permit  the  abandonment  of  the  Union-street  School,  and  the 
sale  of  the  67,280  square  feet,  vrhich  the  latter  lot  contains,  vyould 
probably  realize  a  sum  that  vt^ould  materially  reduce  the  cost  of 
the  new  building  herein  recommended. 

Washington  Allaton  District. — As  previously  stated,  forty 
pupils  are  now  in  the  hall  of  the  William  Wirt  Warren  School- 
house  at  North  Brighton,  and  an  addition  to  this  building  of 
another  story  would  be  very  desirable,  although  not  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  present. 

The  condition  of  the  Auburn  primary  building  on  School  street 
is  poor,  and  it  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  six-room  building 
before  many  years. 

NINTH    DIVISION.  —  DOBCHESTER. 

The  school  population  of  Dorchester  increases  faster  than  in 
any  other  portion  of  the  city,  and  it  is  difficult  to  keep  pace  with 
the  demand  for  additional  school  accommodations.  Recent 
inquiry  shows  that  94  grammar,  primary  and  kindergarten 
children  are  unable  to  gain  admission  to  the  various  schools,  223 
pupils  are  in  hired  rooms,  and  305  pupils  pursue  their  studies  in 
halls,  corridors,  etc.,  not  intended  for  use  as  class-rooms.  There 
are  now  eleven  unoccupied  rooms,  two  of  which  will  soon  be 
needed  for  occupancy,  one  is  unfit  for  use  and  the  i-emaining 
eight  are  not  so  situated  as  to  be  available  at  present. 

Roger  Clap  District.  — The  grammar  building  for  this  district, 
completed  in  November,  1896,  has  been  crowded  from  the  date  of 
its  occupancy,  when  there  were  64  applicants  for  admission 
in  excess  of  the  seating  capacity  of  the  building.  There  are 
now  110  pupils  in  hired  rooms,  110  not  accommodated  in  regular 
class-rooms,  and  at  least  four  additional  rooms  are  now  urgently 
needed  to  relieve  the  pressure.  The  committee  believe  that  a 
new  fourteen-room  grammar  school-house  would  be  none  too 
large  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  district,  and  that  upon  its  com- 
pletion the  present  building  should  be  devoted  to  primary  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  originally  designed. 

Tileston  District.  —  The  situation  in  this  district  is  practically 
the  same  as  when  the  committee  in  charge  reported  in  December, 
1897,  that  all  the  school-rooms  were  crowded,  and  children  were 
prevented  from  attending  school  for  this  reason,  and  also  on 
account  of  the  great  distance  from  their  homes  to  the  school- 
houses.  At  the  present  time,  61  pupils  are  in  hired  rooms, 
and  30  children  are  in  the  hall  of  the  grammar  building. 
This    district   is,   territorially,    one   of  the   largest   in   the  city, 
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and  is  being  built  up  rapidly.  In  the  judgment  of  this  commit- 
tee, two  grammar  buildings  will  be  required  within  five  years  to 
accommodate  the  school  population  in  this  section.  It  would 
certainly  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  to  acquire  a  site  for  a 
new  building  without  delay,  and  we  recommend  that  a  suitable 
lot  be  obtained  as  soon  as  possible,  and  a  twelve-room  grammar 
school-house  erected  thereon. 

SUMMARY. 

Some  of  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  committee  in  their  recent 
investigation,  upon  which  this  report  is  based,  may  be  briefly 
summarized  as  follows:

In  a  report  presented  to  the  Board  at  the  meeting  of  November  8, 
your  committee  included  a  statement,  showing  all  the  appropria- 
tions made  from  the  various  amounts  granted  by  the  Legislature 
for  new  school  buildings  and  sites,  and  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  no  additional  funds  are  available  after  the  current  year 
for  the  building  of  new  grammar  or  primary  school-houses. 
Your  committee  also  stated  that  the  amount  paid  this  year  for 
hired  rooms  and  buildings  will  approximate  $30,000,  or  four  per. 
cent,  on  $750,000,  and  recommended  that  application  be  made  to 
the  Legislature  for  authority  to  expend  $500,000  annually  during 
the  ensuing  five  years  for  additional  grammar  and  primary  school 
accommodations.  The  average  annual  increase  in  the  number  of 
children  in  school  during  the  five  years,  18'92-97,  has  been  2,002, 
and  for  the  past  year  the  total  increase  in  the  number  belonging 
has  been  3,445,  of  whom  1,323  belonged  to  the  grammar,  1,250 
to  the  primary  schools,  and  510  to  the  kindergartens,  a  total  of 
3,083  for  these  schools.  To  accommodate  these  pupils  would 
take,  as  stated  in  the  latest  report  of  the  Superintendent,  two 
grammar  school-houses,  and  enough  primary  school-houses  of 
various  sizes  to  contain  thirty-five  rooms. 
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During  the  five  years,  1890-95,  tlie  average  expenditure  for 
school  accommodations  for  each  additional  pupil  belonging  was 
$266.8(5.  For  3,083  additional  pupils  at  this  rate,  the  expenditure 
would  be  .f  822, 729.38.  For  the  three  years,  1895-98,  during  which 
time  all  new  buildings,  with  the  excejDtion  of  those  already 
begun  under  the  administration  of  the  former  City  Architect, 
have  been  built  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee, 
from  funds  granted  by  the  Legislature,  the  cost  for  each  ad- 
ditional pupil  has  averaged  $234.46,  or  a  decrease  in  the  rate  per 
pupil  of  $32.40  from  that  of  the  preceding  five  years,  but  the 
rental  paid  for  hired  buildings  has  increased.  The  expenditure 
for  3,083  additional  pupils  at  this  rate  would  amount  to 
$722,840.18.  Should  the  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
during  the  succeeding  five  years  average  but  2,000,  as  was  the 
case  during  the  five  years,  1892-97,  the  expenditure  for  new 
buildings,  to  provide  for  that  number  at  the  rate  which  has  pre- . 
vailed  since  1895,  would  amount  to  nearly  $470,000  annually. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  believe  that  their  estimate, 
that  $500,000  should  be  annually  expended  during  the  following 
five  years  for  new  grammar  and  primary  accommodations,  has 
been  made  on  a  conservative  basis,  and  that  at  least  that 
amount  is  needed  for  such  purposes.

Under  the  recent  law  limiting  the  expenditures  of  the  School 
Committee,  the  sum  of  $2,4.50,589  (being  $2,700,589  less  $250,000 
allowed  for  repairs,  etc.)  was  granted  for  the  items  above  enu- 
merated, being  $10,589  more  than  the  amount  estimated  by  the 
School  Committee  as  needed.
